Monday  Morning,  May  3,  1943 

The  Sixty-Ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental 
Society  convened  in  the  Virginia  Dare  Room  of  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel, 
Raleigh.  North  Carolina,  Monday  morning,  May  4,  1943,  and  was 
called  to  order  by  the  President,  Dr.  Paul  Fitzgerald,  of  Greenville, 
N.  C,  at  9:30  a.  m. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  69th  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  will 
please  come  to  order. 

We  have  with  us  this  morning  Rev.  John  H.  Grey.  Pastor  of  the 
West  Raleigh   Presbyterian  Church,  who  will  deliver  the   Invocation. 

Rev.  John  H.  Grey: 

Our  Heavenly  Father,  as  we  come  together  this  morning,  we  come 
asking  Thy  blessing  and  Thy  presence  in  this  meeting.  We  rejoice  in 
the  privilege  which  is  ours  of  moving  about  without  restriction,  of 
joining  together  as  an  assembly  without  interference  and  of  being  able 
to  conduct  our  work  still  in  the  spirit  of  service  and  not  merely  as 
tools  of  some  organization.  We  thank  Thee  for  blessings  which  we  have 
so  often  taken  for  granted  but  which  we  value  now  far  greater  than 
before.  We  pray  that  Thou  wilt  grant  us  a  consciousness  that  in  our 
work  we  are  partners  of  Thine.  We  are  truly  disciples  of  the  Christ 
and  we  can  only  serve  Thee  as  we  serve  our  fellow  men,  therefore 
wilt  Thou  keep  alive  in  our  hearts  a  consciousness  of  a  divine  mission 
and  relation  of  our  work  to  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  with  its  program 
of  cleanliness  and  orderliness  and  service  in  the  fullest  sense  to  our 
fellowman.  Wilt  Thou  deliver  us  from  ever  being  mere  hirelings  and 
serving  only  for  that  which  we  can  receive  in  return.  Wilt  Thou  make 
us  conscious  in  these  days  of  the  vast  crying  needs  of  humanity  par- 
ticularly of  those  who  are  not  able  to  secure  these  for  themselves. 
Guide  us  as  we  minister  to  them  and  may  we  so  order  the  affairs  of 
our  communities  and  of  our  nation  that  none  need  suffer  or  meet  an 
untimely  death  because  of  a  lack  of  simple  necessities  which  have  been 
provided  for  us  so  abundantly  by  our  Lord.  We  pray  Thee  to  keep 
us  ever  looking  for  new  truth  and  new  light.  May  we  never  be  satis- 
fied with  what  has  been  accomplished.  May  we  never  be  satisfied  with 
half  truths  when  the  whole  truth  may  be  gained.   May  we  be  true 
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searchers  for  information.  Guide  these  clinics  and  this  program  that 
we  may  better  serve  our  fellow  man  and  although  we  deal  with  the 
physical  body,  wilt  Thou  make  us  conscious  of  the  eternal  value  of 
the  light  that  is  within  that  as  we  assume  hope  and  inspiration,  we 
may  work  with  those  things  which  may  have  to  do  with  the  Spirit 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Guide  and  enrich  us  in  the  truest  sense,  for  Christ's 
sake.  Amen. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

I  am  glad  to  present  to  you  this  morning  Mayor  Graham  H. 
Andrews,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Raleigh,  who  will  give  the  address 
of  welcome. 

Mayor  Andrews: 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society,  Distinguished 
Guests:  It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  come  here  this  morning  on 
behalf  of  my  fellow  Commisioners  and  all  the  people  of  Raleigh  to  give  you  a 
most  cordial  welcome  to  your  own  capital  city.  I  feel — if  you  will  pardon  me 
for  a  personal  word — very  much  flattered  that  you  have  asked  me  to  come  to 
address  you  this  morning,  because  the  last  time  you  had  a  meeting  in  Raleigh 
I  was  elected  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  and  today  I  am  up  for  re-election 
and  if  elected,  I  hope  I  may  be  the  Dentists'  Mayor. 

I  assure  you  that  your  coming  here  to  visit  us  gives  us  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure.  1  feel,  too,  that  since  you  met  here  several  years  ago,  Raleigh  has 
grown  substantially.  Raleigh,  at  the  time  you  met  here  before,  had  only  seven 
and  a  half  square  miles  of  territory.  We  have  since  annexed  five  more  square 
miles  and  Raleigh  has  taken  its  rightful  place  among  cities  of  over  50,000 
population.  We  have  totally  rebuilt  our  water  plant  and  have  now  a  capacity 
of  8,000,000  gallons  a  day.  That  is  the  ultimate  goal  cfF  what  the  plant  will 
produce  and  will  last  the  city  many,  many  years — and  speaking  of  water  plants, 
I  was  quite  amazed  recently,  this  being  the  home  office  of  the  Carolina  Power 
and  Light  Company,  to  go  to  the  dedication  of  a  new  steam  plant  south  of 
Raleigh  on  the  Haw  River  and  find  that  they  in  one  day  generate  more  watts 
than  the  city  of  Raleigh  uses  in  a  month.  I  submit  to  you  that  does  not  mean 
that  Raleigh  is  not  a  clean  city. 

We  are  happy  to  have  you  here  and  we  hope  your  stay  will  be  most  pleasant 
and  I  know  it  will  be  beneficial.    We  are  happy  to  have  you.    (Applause) 

President  Fit:(gerald: 

Thank  you.  Mayor  Andrews,  for  those  words  of  welcome. 

At  this  time  we  will  have  the  response  to  the  address  of  welcome 
by  Dr.  Darden  Eure,  of  Morehead  City. 

Dr.  Darden  Eure: 

Mr.  President:  Thank  you,  Mayor  Andrews.  The  members  of  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society  are  very  happy  to  meet  in  your  good  city,  in  our 
capital  city.  We  meet  here  this  year  with  problems.  Many  of  our  numbers  that 
we    have    met    from    year    to    year    and    exchanged    friendships    and    renewed 
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acquaintances  are  not  with  us  this  morning.  They,  as  well  as  each  one  of  us 
perhaps  in  just  a  lesser  degree  maybe,  are  united  in  our  one  determined  effort, 
but  we  are  meeting  here  with  the  hopes  of  strengthening  our  effort,  and  making 
plans  for  our  betterment  and  at  the  same  time  the  betterment  of  humanity. 

We  thank  you  for  your  gracious  hospitality  and  for  the  entertainment  and 
help  of  the  local  members  in  this  town.  We  hope  that  much  good  will  be  derived 
from  this  getting  together  and  that  each  man  here  will  be  able  to  return  to 
his  respective  work  just  a  little  bit  better  prepared  to  render  a  high  type  of 
ph\sical  service. 

Again,  Mayor  Andrews,  we  are  happ>-  to  be  in  your  city,  our  capital  city 
(Applause) 

President  Fitzgerald: 
Thank  you,  Dr.  Eure. 

At  this  time  I  will  ask  Vice-President  Lipscomb  to  take  the  Chair. 
In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Lipscomb,  1  will  ask  Dr.  Medlin*  to  take  the 
Chair. 

Secretary  Medlin: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  We  will  now  have  the  President's  Address. 
Dr.  Paul  Fitzgerald.  (Applause) 

President  Paul  Fitigerald: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society,  and  Guests: 

One  year  ago  you  honored  me  with  the  presidency  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society,  and  today  I  stand  before  you  with  a  mingled  feeling  of  pride 
and  pleasure.  Pride  because  of  the  confidence  shown  by  your  action,  and  more 
than  pleased  that  we  are  able  to  hold  this  meeting,  when  so  many  organizations 
have  cancelled  their  programs. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  various  committees  for  their  work  the  past 
year  with  the  officers  of  the  Society.  Our  change  of  meeting  place  to  Raleigh 
has  given  the  local  committees  very  little  time  for  arrangements,  and  1  wish 
to  thank  the  dentists  of  Raleigh  for  their  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  splendid 
efforts  to  make  this  meeting  a  success.  Especially  do  1  wish  to  thank  publicly 
our  Secretary-Treasurer,  Doctor  Medlin,  as  each  time  there  has  been  a  change 
it  has  added  extra  work  for  him,  and  each  time  he  has  shouldered  the  added 
burden  with  a  smile  and  gone  on. 

In  1856  a  small  group  of  men  practicing  dentistry  in  North  Carolina  met  in 
Raleigh  and  organized  our  first  society.  In  1861  it  was  disrupted  by  the  Civil 
War.  Today  we  fee!  thankful  that  this  little  group  was  faithful  to  their  ideals 
and  after  several  attempts  re-organized  the  Society  in  1875.  Each  year  since  that 
time  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  has  been  able  to  hold  annual  meetings, 
and  it  is  my  earnest  wish,  that  despite  difficulties,  the  Society  and  the  com- 
ponent districts  may  continue  to  meet  annually  and  transact  their  business. 
During  the  year  suggestions  were  made  that  we  cancel  this  year's  meeting,  but 
it  was  felt  that  if  this  was  done  the  organization  would  lose  something  which 
would  be  difficult  to  regain. 
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There  is  no  single  factor  that  is  more  vital  to  the  welfare  of  our  state 
organization  than  the  growth  and  membership  interest  in  our  district  activities. 
All  five  of  the  district  societies  are  progressing  in  a  most  satisfactory  way.  The 
past  year,  the  officers  succeeded  in  presenting  excellent  programs  and  the  meet- 
ings were  all  well  attended.  While  the  district  societies  were  organized  with  the 
idea  of  developing  the  talent  of  the  members,  this  past  year  they  brought  in 
nine  out  of  state  essayists  to  complete  their  programs.  Each  year  brings  to  us 
more  and  more  the  realization  of  the  value  of  our  district  programs  to  the 
profession  throughout  the  state. 

As  the  weeks  and  months  go  by  we  find  every  field  of  endeavor  and  our  entire 
social  order  combining  their  strength  in  one  mighty  effort.  Our  work  and  our 
uppermost  thoughts  are,  win  the  war.  In  this  connection  we  have  reason  to  be 
proud  of  the  dental  profession  in  North  Carolina.  At  this  time  approximately 
twenty  percent  of  our  membership  is  serving  in  the  armed  forces  of  our  country. 
Our  Military  Affairs  Committee  which  has  taken  on  the  duties  of  Procurement 
and  Assignment  Service  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Lineberger  has  functioned 
so  perfectly  that  it  has  been  cited  as  a  model  for  the  nation.  This  committee 
has  acted  in  a  liaison  capacity  between  our  profession  and  the  Federal  govern- 
ment and  has  Classified  the  dentists  of  North  Carolina  into  two  groups,  essential 
and  non-essential.  This  classification  has  been  made  on  a  basis  of  serving  the 
civilian  needs  and  at  the  same  time  our  military  efforts.  In  order  to  do  this  it 
has  been  necessary  to  shift  men  from  one  locality  to  another,  and  some  from 
private  practice  to  public  service  where  they  were  needed.  Our  entire  member- 
ship has  shown  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  in  carrying  out  this  effort. 

In  the  national  field  our  profession  has  been  awarded  a  signal  recognition 
from  the  Federal  Government.  On  December  10,  1942  a  bill  was  passed  by  the 
Congress  creating  the  rank  of  Rear  Admiral  in  the  grade  of  Dental  Surgeon 
in  the  Dental  Corps  of  the  United  States  Navy  and  Captain  Alexander  Gordon 
Lyle  has  been  commissioned  Rear  Admiral  in  the  Navy  to  become  head  of  the 
Navy  Dental  Corps. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  a  bill  before  the  Senate  Military  Affairs  Com- 

.  mittee  to  provide  the  rank  of  Major  General  and  additional  Brigadier  Generals 

in  the  Army  Dental  Corps.   The  passage  of  this   bill   will   provide   the   Dental 

Corps  with   more  authority   and   an  opportunity   to   improve  dental   service  in 

general. 

Since  our  last  meeting  there  have  been  created  two  additional  committees,  the 
Dental  Salvage  Committee  with  Dr.  D.  B.  Mizzelle  as  Chairman  and  the  State 
Council  on  Dental  Health,  with  Dr.  E.  A.  Branch  as  Chairman.  The  duty  of 
the  Dental  Salvage  Committee  is  to  salvage  scrap  in  dental  offices  for  war  pur- 
poses. The  State  Council  on  Dental  Health  suspersedes  and  takes  over  the  duties 
of  the  National  Health  Program  Committee  and  the  Public  Relations  Committee. 
The  duties  and  work  of  the  State  Council  embrace  a  wide  scope  of  activities. 
Such  as,  studying  the  needs  and  developing  the  programs  for  the  provision  of 
more  adequate  dental  care  for  the  public;  to  assist  constituent  and  component 
societies  in  developing  dental  health  policies;  to  establish  and  maintain  relations 
with  agencies  interested  in  dental  health  programs,  and  to  study  the  etiology  of 
dental  caries  with  a  view  to  prevention. 

Our  State  Council  on  Dental  Health  will  work  and  cooperate  with  the 
District  Councils  on  Dental  Health  and  in  turn  with  the  National  Council  on 
Dental  Health.  1  feel  that  the  creation  of  these  all  embracing  committees  is  not 
only  timely,  but  a  forward  step  in  our  progress  and  will  result  in  much  benefit 
to  our  profession.    The  correlation  of  both  scientific  and  practical   data  must 
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ultimately  pro\e  invaluable.  The  very  breadth  and  depth  of  this  committee 
presupposes  that  a  great  deal  of  study  and  deliberation  will  be  given  before 
definite  conclusions  are  reached.    That  is  as  it  should  be. 

However,  there  is  a  constant  growing  conviction  among  the  leaders  of  our 
profession  throughout  the  country  that  the  politicians  in  Washington  are  capi- 
talizing on  social  health  service  for  certain  brackets  of  society  in  order  to  achieve 
their  political  ends.  This  will  be  done  on  the  grounds  of  political  expediency. 
Political  expediency,  what  crimes  are  committed  in  thy  name. 

Political  expediency  gave  us  our  relief  s}'stem  along  with  eighty-seven 
other  alphabetical  agencies  and  administrations.  Political  expediency  has  con- 
verted a  democracy  into  a  bureaucracy  which  gives  the  bureau  chiefs  the  right 
to  make  rulings  and  name  and  enforce  penalties  for  the  violation  of  such  rulings. 
Political  expediency  justifies  otherwise  honest  men  consorting  with  crooks,  and 
gives  the  privilege  of  naming  judges  and  even  senators  to  political  gangsters. 

I  feel  that  it  is  time  for  our  profession  to  begin  work  in  earnest.  Recently 
I  wrote  a  letter  to  the  presidents  of  each  of  the  state  societies  with  the  idea  of 
getting  their  reactions  to  government  control  of  dental  health  service.  1  received 
replies  from  about  three  fourths  of  these  state  leaders  and  in  every  case,  with 
one  exception,  these  men  were  giving  this  subject  serious  consideration  and  felt 
that  it  demands  our  immediate  attention. 

The  Resources  and  Planning  Board  has  recommended  government  controlled 
health  service  in  their  report  to  the  Congress.  The  President  of  the  United 
States  in  a  recent  radio  talk  guaranteed  that  all  of  the  people  would  receive 
adequate  medical  and  dental  health  service. 

Now,  we  are  all  agreed  that  the  dental  health  service  rendered  to  certain 
brackets  of  society  is  insufllcient  for  health  ideals.  We  do  not  believe,  however, 
that  government  control  of  health  service,  planned  and  executed  by  laymen, 
can  in  any  way  possibly  be  for  its  betterment.  The  end  result  of  a  government 
controlled  and  politically  stuffed  bureau  for  this  purpose  will  be  not  only  to 
exploit  the  public  but  the  profession  itself,  and  it  means  that  control  of  the 
dental  profession  will  pass  into  the  hands  of  paid  politicians  who  will  direct 
us  and  say  what  compensation  we  may  receive  for  our  services. 

Now,  the  question  arises,  what  can  we  do  about  it?  Yes,  Gentlemen,  that 
is  the  question,  what  can  we  do  about  a  condition  which  has  existed  far  too 
long?  If  we  do  not  act  and  take  remedial  and  precautionary  steps  toward  avert- 
ing the  control  of  the  life  lines  of  the  population  by  politicians,  then  we  sur- 
render certain  rights  and  privileges  which  have  been  won  throughout  the  years, 
and  my  friends,  the  hour  grows  late. 

If  we  who  understand  the  problems  of  our  profession,  who  understand  the 
needs  of  the  population,  cannot  formulate  better  plans  for  dental  health  service 
for  the  public,  than  a  group  oi  laymen,  who  know  practically  nothing  of  the 
needs  of  either,  the  profession  or  the  public,  then  we  should  be  willing  to  accept 
the  plans  of  the  laymen.  We  must  offer  an  acceptable  plan  for  this  purpose 
and  one  which  will  not  disrupt  the  traditions  of  patient  and  professional  rela- 
tionship. For  this  reason  1  think  it  mandatory  that  we  have  a  special  Post- 
war Planning  Committee  to  study  this  subject  and  to  outline  a  definite  pro- 
cedure or  plan  to  make  it  possible  for  certain  groups  of  society  to  obtain  a 
dental  health  service  necessary  for  the  health  of  these  groups. 

Sometimes,  Gentlemen,  1  feel  that  we  do  not  appreciate  those  men  who 
have  gone  before  us  as  we  should.    Those  men  who  labored  to  convert  a  trade 
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into  a  profession  and  who  rose  above  adverse  circumstances  and  succeeded  in 
their  labors.  This  is  not  all  due  to  carelessness  on  our  part,  but  to  a  great 
degree  to  the  fact  that  we  are  unfamiliar  with  the  history  of  our  profession. 

The  man  who  has  been  termed,  "The  father  of  Modern  Dentistry",  Dr.  John 
Harris  lies  in  an  unmarked  grave  in  the  soil  of  North  Carolina.  It  was  he'  who 
taught  his  brother,  Dr.  Chapin  A.  Harris,  the  founder  of  the  first  dental  college 
in  America,  dental  subjects  and  instilled  into  his  mind  the  ideals  and  inspiration 
that  made  his  life  something  which  we  are  glad  to  remember  and  honor.  It  would 
be  most  appropriate  for  our  Library  and  Historical  Committee  to  have  a 
suitable  marker  erected  at  Hertford  for  Dr.  John  Harris,  the  cost  to  be  met 
by  private  subscriptions  or  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  our  treasury. 

We  have  been  concerned  for  years  by  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of 
dentists  do  not  become  members  of  our  organization,  instead  these  men  seem 
willing  to  accept  the  advantages  which  the  organization  has  won  over  the  years 
and  go  on  in  their  unconcerned  way.  Again,  1  give  as  a  reason  for  this  indiffer- 
ence to  the  welfare  of  the  profession,  ignorance  of  the  history  of  the  profession 
itself. 

The  outstanding  statesmen  and  leaders  of  every  nation  are  profound  students 
of  the  history  of  their  country.  The  average  dental  graduate  leaves  college  with 
the  idea  that  the  status  of  the  dental  profession  has  always  been  as  he  sees  it 
and  has  known  it.  He  knows  practically  nothing  of  the  beginnings  of  the 
profession  he  has  chosen  for  his  life  work.  So,  he  cannot  appreciate  the  work 
nor  the  ideals  of  those  pioneers  who  unselfishly  gave  of  their  time  and  finances 
to  build  an  organization  for  the  promotion  and  advancement  of  a  profession 
which  is  so  vital  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  all  the  people.  Those  men  per- 
formed a  herculean  task  such  as  few  of  us  would  attempt  today. 

I  feel  that  it  would  be  becoming  for  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  to 
memorialize  the  Council  on  Dental  Education  of  the  American  Dental  Associ- 
ation to  embody  in  the  requirements  for  graduation  that  the  candidate  for 
graduation  be  required  to  write  a  thesis  (of  a  determined  number  of  words)  on 
"The  History  of  Dentistry",  in  the  candidate's  native  state.  1  believe  that  it 
will  give  any  young  man  a  deeper  appreciation  of  his  profession,  then,  too,  the 
data  and  information  so  collected  would  be  of  great  value  to  future  historians 
of  dentistry. 

Before  the  United  States  entered  the  war  and  while  the  Reserve  Corps  was 
being  called  to  duty,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  a  motion  was 
passed  to  remit  the  state  dues  of  those  men  in  Military  service  for  the  duration. 
1  think  we  should  go  even  further  and  where  the  dues  of  a  member  are  remitted 
for  the  time  he  is  in  the  service  of  his  country,  he  should  be  given  a  continuity 
of  membership  as  a  credit  on  his  life  membership  in  the  society. 

In  the  interest  of  the  society  I  wish  to  make  the  following  recommendations: 

First:  That  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  be  changed  to  allow  for  {a)  A  credit 
on  life  membership  for  the  years  served  in  military  service  by  members  whose 
dues  are  remitted  on  this  account.  (t>)  A  staggered  Post-War  Planning  Com- 
mittee to  study  and  formulate  a  plan  for  rendering  a  necessary  dental  health 
service  for  certain  brackets  of  society. 

Second:  That  the  Library  and  Historical  Committee  erect  a  marker  at  Hert- 
ford, N.  C,  to  Dr.  John  Harris,  cost  of  same  to  be  defrayed  by  either  private 
contributions  or  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  society. 

Third:  That  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  memorialize  the  Council  on 
Dental  Education  to  require  candidates  for  graduation  in  dentistry  to  write  a 
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thesis   (of  a  determined  number  of  words)   on   the  "History  of  Dentistry"  in 
the  candidate's  home  state. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  commend  the  work  of  the  Division  of  Oral  Hygiene 
of  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Health.  Under  the  directorship  of 
Or  E  A  Branch  the  Division  of  Oral  Hygiene  has  shown  a  steady  growth, 
and  it'  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  us  to  know  that  a  number  of  states  have 
adopted  our  set  up.  The  value  of  the  activity  of  this  department  in  educational 
work  with  school  children  of  the  state  cannot  be  estimated.  We  are  fortunate 
that  the  taxpaver  is  more  willing  to  see  this  work  carried  forward  than  any 
other  health  activity.  This  is  because  he.  the  taxpayer  can  see  visible  results. 
Although  a  number  of  the  men  employed  have  gone  into  military  service,  Dr. 
Branch  has  managed  to  carry  this  work  forward. 

I  wish  to  mention  the  outstanding  work  of  the  National  Health  Program 
Committee  and  especially  the  efforts  of  Dr.  J.  Martin  Fleming  in  connection 
with  the  High  School  Victory  Corps  Physical  Fitness  Program,  which  will  be 
carried  on  now  by  the  Council  on  Dental  Health. 

Other  committees  to  whom  we  especially  owe  our  thanks  are  the  Arrange- 
ments, Entertainment,  Golf  and  Housing  Committees.  These  men  have  worked 
hard  to  make  this  meeting  a  success. 

Special  recognition  should  be  given  Dr.  Neal  Sheffield,  our  Editor-Publisher. 
The  Bulletin  shows  the  great  amount  of  effort  expended  by  Dr.  Sheffield.  He 
has  proven  both  loyal  and  faithful  in  this  service  to  the  society. 

The  Program-Clinic  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Dr.  Medlin  has 
arranged  a  program  for  us  which  is  believed  to  be.  not  only  instructive  but 
wholly  in  keeping  with  the  times.  1  am  sure  that  the  membership  can  appreciate 
this  service. 

Although  the  problem  of  transportation  has  been  great  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee has  had  three  meetings  during  the  past  year  and  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards  the  business  of  the  society  has  been  transacted  in  a 
commendable  manner.

DR.  B.  F.  HALL 
1878-1943 

^-  ?^'  ^;  T'  ^^''  ^^^  ^°''"  '"  Kensington,  Georgia  on  February  22,  1878  and 
died  in  Asheville,  N.  C.  on  September  17,  1942.  He  attended  the  University  of 
I  ennessee,  and  was  graduated  in  dentistry  in  the  class  of  1902. 

Soon  after  his  graduation  he  started  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Ashe- 
ville, N.  C   and  with  the  exception  of  two  years  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  he  spent  all 
of  his  profesional   life  there.    He  served  with  distinction   in   the  Dental   Corps 
of  the  Army  on  the  Mexican  border  and  with  the  A.  E.  F.  in  France  and  Belgium 
with  the  rank  of  Major. 

Dr.  Hall  was  married  to  Miss  Bonnie  Brown  in  1915.  Mrs  Hall  and  two 
sons,  Capt.  B.  F.  Hall.  Jr.,  of  the  U.  S.  Marines  and  Ensign  Billy  Hall  of  the 
U.  S.  Navy  survive  him.

DR.  JOHN  SHAW  McGlRT 
1902-1943 

John  Shaw  McGirt,  (41)  son  of  Mr.  Jack  and  .Mrs.  Mary  Catherine  Smith 
McGirt  was  born  in  Wagram,  Scotland  County,  North  Carolina  on  May  2nd, 
1902.  He  attended  the  elementary  school  in  Wagram.  then  graduated  from  Oak 
Ridge  Military  Academy  with  honors  and  the  memory  of  a  grand  school  and 
athletic  record.  While  at  Oak  Ridge,  this  splendid  patriotic  fellow  made  a 
sincere  effort  to  serve  his  country  in  World  War  1,  but  was  urged  to  stay  in 
school  because  of  his  youthful  years.  As  a  young  man  he  displayed  great 
possibilities  as  an  athlete.  He  played  semi-professional  baseball  and  received 
several  attractive  offers  to  become  a  professional  baseball  player.  John  had 
long  dreamed  and  planned  to  one  day  becom.e  a  professional  man  and  to  be 
of  maximum  service  to  his  fellow-men,  this  ideal  and  goal  he  would  not  desert. 

In  1921  he  entered  the  Atlanta-Southern  Dental  College.  While  in  dental 
school  he  was  popular  with  both  students  and  faculty  members.  He  was  loyal, 
faithful,  did  his  work  well  and  finished  in  the  top  average  of  his  Class  of  '2?.

DR.  ELMER  L.  HOLT 

Elmer  L.  Holt  was  graduated  from  Princeton  High  School,  Princeton,  Johns- 
ton County,  N.  C.  He  then  attended  Mars  Hill  College,  making  a  most  out- 
standing record  in  scholarship  as  well  as  in  student  activities.  For  years  he  had 
planned  and  hoped  to  become  a  professional  man  and  had  schooled  and  prepared 
himself  for  the  arduous  responsibilities  of  dentistry. 

He  earnestly  tried  to  be  of  every  service  possible  to  his  country  in  World 
War  I  and  was  directed  to  continue  his  preparation  for  his  professional  education. 
In  1922  he  entered  the  Atlanta  Southern  Dental  College  and  graduated  in   1926. 

While  in  dental  college  he  was  admired  and  appreciated  for  his  ability  as 
an  operator,  he  was  faithful,  loyal,  and  earjy  gained  the  confidence  of  both 
the  student  body  and  the  faculty.  After  graduation  he  located  in  Atlanta, 
Georgia  for  a  short  time,  then  later  he  moved  to  Murphy,  N.  C.

Dr.  Walter  E.  Clark: 

DR.  JOHN  .MITCHELL  P.\RKER 
1867-1943 

Dr.  John  Mitchell  Parker  was  born  .^pril  27.  1867  in  South  Hampton  County, 
N'irginia,  the  son  of  Agnes  Majette  and  Rev.  H.  B.  Parker,  a  Baptist  minister. 
He  was  a  member  of  a  large  family,  having  six  brothers  and  one  sister. 

Dr.  Parker  was  graduated  from  Baltimore  College  of  Dental  Surgeons  in  the 
class  of  1888.  After  practicing  in  Warrenton,  N.  C,  for  two  years  he  moved  to 
Goldsboro.  N.  C,  and  practiced  until  1906.  Then  he  moved  to  Asheville  where 
he  enjoyed  an  excellent  practice  until  due  to  ill  health  he  retired  in  1940.  Thus 
he  had  contributed  52  years  of  active  service  to  his  chosen  profession. 

After  his  retirement  Dr.  Parker's  health  continued  to  fail  until  his  death 
January  23rd,  1943  at  the  age  of  76.  He  was  interested  in  his  profession  and  his 
fellowman  and  always  sought  an  opportunity  to  assist  and  give  a  word  of  good 
counsel  to  the  younger  members  of  the  profession. 

Dr.  Parker  was  a  life  member  of  the  American  Dental  Association,  a  member 
of  the  N.  C.  Dental  Society,  the  First  District  Dental  Society,  the  Buncombe 
County  Dental  Society  and  the  Asheville  Dental  Study  Club.  He  was  also  an 
active  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Asheville. 

In  1894  Dr.  Parker  married  Miss  Mattie  Wright  of  Tarboro,  N.  C.  To  them 
were  born  two  children,  a  daughter  Dorothy  who  died  in  1922,  and  a  son 
Dr.  G.  Farrar  Parker,  a  surgeon  who  lives  in  Asheville. 

Dr.  Parker  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  son  who  reside  in  Asheville,  one 
brother,  Dr.  Reo  Parker,  a  physician  of  Smithfield,  Va.,  and  two  grandchildren, 
G.  Farrar  Parker,  Jr.,  aged  10  and  Julia  Hamlett  Parker  aged  13,  of  Asheville. 

The  life  and  character  of  "Doctor  Jim"  as  he  was  affectionately  called  by 
his  intimate  friends  was  well  summarized  in  the  April,  1942  N.  C.  Dental  Bulletin 
which  was  dedicated  to  him:  "Long  in  the  service  of  his  profession,  a  man  of 
sterling  character,  a  tireless  worker;  kind,  loyal  and  generous  to  all;  endowed 
with  a  radiant  personality  which  marked  him  as  one  who  was  greatly  beloved 
by  a  wide  circle  of  friends."

Dr.  Fred  Hale: 

DR.  EUGENE  B.  HOWLE 
1883-1942 

Dr.  Eugene  B.  Howie  died  in  Raleigh  on  Tuesday,  June  23,  1942,  at  5:30 
P.  M.,  after  an  illness  of  about  two  years.  His  funeral  was  held  at  Brown's 
Funeral  Home  on  Thursday,  June  25,  at  5:30  and  interment  was  in  the  family 
burial  ground  at  his  old  home  place. 

Dr.  Howie  was  born  in  1883,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  A.  Howie. 
A  member  of  an  old  Wake  County  family  he  spent  most  of  his  life  in  the 
Raleigh  area. 
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He  studied  at  State  College,  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  the 
University  of  Maryland;  from  the  latter  he  received  his  D.D.S.  degree  in  1908 
and  his  M.D.  degree  in  1910. 

As  a  youth  he  had  an  ambition  to  excel, — he  was  then  good  in  sports  and 
his  scholarship  was  always  in  the  upper  bracket,  if  not  in  the  lead.  Looking 
back  over  his  rich  record  of  service,  we  see  countless  peaks  of  achievement;  he 
accomplished  well  what  he  undertook.  Knowing  him.  one  could  understand 
the  maturity  of  his  spirit.  He  had  intellectual  curiosity,  he  had  faith,  but  he 
gathered  wisdom  from  doubt.  He  had  that  scientific  mind  of  not  accepting  state- 
ments and  theories  until  they  had  become  proven  facts  from  different  people 
in  different  localities.  In  an  unusual  measure  he  was  self-effacing;  it  was  your 
interest,  your  happiness,  your  plans,  your  achievements  of  which  he  spoke; 
this  characteristic  wove  a  bright  pattern  through  the  tapestry  of  his  life. 

As  a  practitioner,  "almost  right"  was  not  good  enough.  It  had  to  be  as  nearly 
perfect  as  human  ingenuity  and  skill  could  make  it.  He  set  a  professional 
example  in  his  community  and  State  worthy  of  emulation,  and  he  used  liberally 
his  time  and  professional  skill  to  further  the  interest  and  development  of  young 
men.  To  raise  the  level  of  dental  service  was  a  burning  ambition,  and  to  this 
end  in  a  large  measure  he  gave  his  life.  He  was  never  too  busy  to  give  an 
audience  to  those  seeking  his  advice  and  help  for  worthy  endeavors.  His  en- 
thusiastic and  thoughtful  labor  in  behalf  of  his  profession  was  a  continuous 
and  glowing  incentive  to  all  who  wished  to  further  dental  progress.  Every 
honor  within  the  gift  of  North  Carolina  Dentists  was  handed  him,  which  he 
accepted  humbly,  but  proudly,  and  used  to  further  the  best  interest  of  the 
dental  profession.  Gene  always  stood  on  his  own  commanding  ability  and 
personality, — loved  his  friends  but  asked  nothing  of  anyone  but  justice,  fair 
play  and  that  every  man  be  given  an  equal  chance. 

Gene  was  honest,  sincere,  straightforward  and  trustworthy.  He  was  uncom- 
promising in  his  conviction,  but  never  dogmatic.  He  would  listen  with  attention 
and  respect  to  all  sides  of  any  question,  gather  all  available  information  and 
then  from  his  own  large  storehouse  of  knowledge,  backed  by  years  crowded  with 
study,  experiences  and  observations,  decide  upon  a  course  to  follow;  and  having 
decided  would  follow  it  without  apologies  to  anybody.  Few  people  have  left  the 
imprint  of  their  personality  in  any  of  their  contacts  more  deeply  than  did 
Gene   Howie  in  North  Carolina  dentistry. 

You  and  I  live  in  a  State  where  dental  practices  and  procedures  are  second 
to  none,  and  to  this  condition  the  late  Gene  Howie  was  a  very  large  contributor. 
He  is  still  an  unseen  and  silent  member  of  the  dental  profession  in  this  State, 
as  his  spirit  lives  on  in  the  lives  of  those  he  touched  so  generously  and  so  benef- 
icently. He  left  us  a  heritage  of  fine  professional  and  personal  achievement. 
Will  we  in  turn  do  this  for  others? 

"We  live  in  the  present,  we  dream  of  the  future, 
and  we  learn   eternal   truths   from   the   past." 
Let  us  not  forget  the  contributions  of  those  who  have  gone  before  us.

Dr.  Fred  Hale: 

DR.   LOUIS   H.   MANN 
1880-1942 
Dr  Louis  H.  Mann,  after  an  extended  illness,  died  May  22,  1942  in  Washing- 
ton,  North  Carolina,   and  was   buried  in   Oakdale  Cemetery,   that  city.    He  is 
survived  by  his  widow,   Mrs.   Elizabeth  Nicholson   Mann  and  one  son,  Samuel 
Nicholson  Mann  of  Raleigh. 
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Dr.  Mann  was  born  October  15,  18S0  in  Hyde  County.  North  Carolina,  the 
son  of  John  M.  and  Caroline  Barrow  Mann.  His  ancestry  was  good,  old  and 
established  is  the  family  name,  and  noble  because  it  contributed  greatly  to 
the  general  welfare  in  that  section  of  the  State. 

Dr.  Mann  graduated  from  State  College  in  1898,  and  was  later  appointed  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  that  institution,  in  which  capacity  he 
served  ably  for  a  number  of  years.  He  graduated  in  dentistry  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland  in  1901  and  in  1907  came  to  Washington.  North  Carohna, 
to  practice  dentistry. 

On  May  16,  1906  he  was  married  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Nicholson,  a  member  of 
a  prominent  Washington  family,  and  to  this  union  two  children  were  born;  Louis 
Nicholson  Mann  and  Samuel  Nicholson  Mann.  The  older  son  Louis,  Jr.,  died 
in  Louisville,  Ky.,  in  1940. 

Dr.  Mann  practiced  general  dentistry  until  1927,  when  he  decided  to  specialize 
in  orthodontics.  Early  in  1927  he  went  to  Nashville,  Tennessee  and  spent  several 
months  with  Dr.  Oren  A.  Oliver  and  then  in  the  fall  of  1927  came  to  Asheville 
to  practice  this  specialty.  He  enjoyed  an  unusually  successful  practice  until 
forced  to  retire  on  account  of  ill  health  in  1938.  He  then  returned  to  his  old 
home  in  Washington  to  spend  the  remaining  few  years  of  his  life. 

1  never  knew  him  intimately  until  he  began  the  practice  of  orthodontics, 
and  then  we  became  close  friends.  He  was  the  kind  of  person  to  whom  one 
could  always  bring  his  difficult  problems,  with  the  knowledge  that  there  would 
be  honest  and  open  discussion,  and  a  tolerant  and  sympathetic  understanding. 
He  had  a  mature  approach  to  orthodontic  problems  and  did  his  work  with  a  high 
degree  of  efficiency.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  was  nothing  sophomoric  in  his 
life  and  ideas, — they  were  definite,  concrete,  noble.  He  was  not  a  person  given 
to  many  words,  but  a  man  of  excellent  judgment  and  unusual  skill.  He  was 
genteel  at  home  and  abroad;  loyal  to  his  friends,  devoted  to  his  family, 
courageous  and  firm  in  his  convictions.  He  liked  the  direct  approach, — there 
was  nothing  subversive  in  his  spirit. 

He  had  a  deep  foundation  and  a  broad  orthodontic  concept.  His  intellect 
was  inquisitive;  he  was  not  merely  content  with  seeing,  he  observed;  and  in 
observing  he  found  new  ways  of  doing  things.  He  was  an  excellent  orthodotist; 
he  valued  the  mechanical  appliance  as  a  therapeutic  agent  but  knew  it  had  to 
be  used  with  caution.  Louis  Mann  appreciated  the  diagnostic  approach  to 
orthodontic  interference; — he  was  a  student  and  thinker.  North  Carolina 
dentistry   in   general   and  orthodontics   in   particular,   are  poorer   by   his  going.

DR.  CHARLES  FRANKLIN  SMITHSON 
1874-1942 
Charlie  F.  Smithson  D.D.S.,  died  suddenly  at  his  residence,  1634  Rhode 
Island  Ave.,  North  West,  Washington,  D.  C,  December  20th,  1942,  and  was 
buried  in  Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  Mt.  Airy,  Md.  He  was  born  in  Battlesboro, 
Edgecombe  County,  North  Carolina,  January  8th,  1874,  the  son  of  George  and 
Mary    Knight  Smithson. 

Dr.  Smithson  spent  his  boyhood  days  in  Edgecombe  County  and  received 
his  early  education  in  the  schools  of  Rocky   Mount,  N.  C.    He  attended  Oak 
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Ridge  Military  Academy,  Oak  Ridge,  N.  C,  and  on  graduation  from  this  insti- 
tution he  spent  one  year  at  home,  then  entered  the  University  of  Maryland 
Dental  College,  graduating  from  this  institution  with  high  honors  as  Vice 
President  of  his  class  and  the  winner  of  the  Langus  Gold  Medal  for  the  best 
cohesive  gold  operator  of  his  class  in  the  year  1901. 

Dr.  Smithson  returned  to  his  home  town,  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C,  and  estab- 
lished himself  successfully  in  practice  until  1918,  when  he  removed  to  Charlotte, 
N.  C,  associating  himself  with  Dr.  D.  S.  Caldwell.  After  Dr.  Caldwell's  death 
Dr.  Smithson  continued  his  practice  in  Charlotte  with  great  success  until  he 
happened  with  a  serious  accident  causing  the  loss  of  an  eye.  He  removed  his 
residence  to  Washington,  D.  C,  during  this  illness,  but  when  he  became  strong 
again  his  desire  to  practice  his  much  loved  profession,  he  reestablished  his 
practice  in  Charlotte,  but  kept  his  home  in  Washington,  fearing  that  his  health 
might  not  last. 

Dr.  Smithson  was  elected  and  served  as  president  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  in  the  year  1914.  It  was  during  his  term  as  president  of  the 
Society  that  the  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Society  to  become  a  component 
part  of  the  National  Dental  Society. 

Dr.  Smithson  was  married  December  19th,  1901  to  Mary  D.  Taylor  and  to 
this  union  was  born  a  son  Charles  Franklin,  Jr. 

Dr.  Smithson  was  married  for  his  second  time  to  Mrs.  Motie  M.  Buchanan 
of  Washington,  D.  C,  on  April  17th,  1929. 

Dr.  Smithson  is  survived  by  Mrs.  Smithson  and  Charles,  Jr. 

Dr.  Smithson's  philosophy  of  life  is  better  expressed  by  his  favorite  poem, 
Bryant's  Thanatopsis. 

So  live,  that  when  thy  summons  comes  to  join 
The  innumerable  caravan,  which  moves 
To  that  mysterious  realm,  where  each  shall  take 
His  chamber  in  the  silent  halls  of  death, 
Thou  go  not  like  the  quarry-slave  at  night. 
Scourged  to  his  dungeon,  but,  sustained  and  soothed. 
By  an  unfaltering  trust,  approach  thy  grave 
Like  one  who  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch 
About  him,  and  lies  down  to  pleasant  dreams.

GEORGE  NERUS  YATES 
1893-1943 
George  Nerus  Yates  was  born  in  Wake  County   February   11,    1893. 

He  was  reared  in  his  home  county  and  was  graduated  from  Cary  High  School. 
He  attended  Richmond  Dental  College;  later  he  transferred  to  the  Baltimore 
College  of  Dental  Surgery  from  which  he  received  his  diploma. 

After  graduating  from  college  he  began  his  dental  practice  at  Fremont,  N.  C, 
where  he  lived  for  two  years.  In  1923  he  moved  to  Durham.  N.  C,  and  con- 
tinued his  practice  there. 
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He  was  a  past  president  of  the  Durham-Orange-Person  Dental  Society,  a 
member  of  the  North  CaroHna  Dental  Society,  and  the  American  Dental 
Association. 

He  was  actively  identified  with  the  Religious  and  civic  life  of  Durham,  being 
a  member  of  Temple  Baptist  Church  and  a  member  of  the  Civitan  Club.  He 
was  also  dental  examiner  for  the  local  draft  boards. 

In  1921  he  was  married  to  Miss  Caroleigh  Becton,  of  Fremont,  N.  C,  who 
survives  him.  He  is  also  survived  by  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Jennings  Withers,  of 
Macon,  Ga.,  and  Miss  Doris  Yates  of  Durham;  his  mother,  Mrs.  Joe  John  Yates 
of  Wake  County  and  one  brother.

After  an  illness  of  se\eral  months  he  died  at  his  home,  815  Watts  Street, 
Durham,  N.  C,  April  17,  1943.

"His  contribution  to  the  Civitan  Club  throughout  these  years  cannot  be  measured 
by  dollars  and  cents  but  rather  by  deep,  abiding  faith,  hope  and  love  from  his 
great  heart  for  every  member  and  every  worthwhile  project  or  activity  we  have 
undertaken.  That  he  was  faultless  cannot  be  supposed,  for  he,  like  each  of  us, 
was  a  human  and  prone  to  error,  but  our  love,  as  a  mantel  covered  his  faults, 
whatever  they  may  have  been;  and  that  which  was  good,  noble,  and  amiable 
in  his  life  we  shall  all  do  well  to  emulate.  As  an  earthen  vessel  containing 
precious  perfumes  loses  none  of  its  fragrance,  so  shall  it  ever  be  with  the  memory 
of  our  departed  and  beloved  friend."

Dr.  W.  L.  McRae: 

ROBERT  FULMORE  GRAHAM 
1882-1942 
Robert  Fulmore  Graham  the  first  child  and  son  of  Mollie  Loyd  Townsend 
and  William  Haywood  Graham  was  born  November  30,  1882,  and  died  July  16, 
1942  at  his  home  in  Rowland,  North  Carolina.  As  a  boy,  Rob  Graham,  as  he 
was  affectionately  known  to  his  friends,  attended  the  neighborhood  school  at 
Plainview  and  graduated  at  Lumberton  High  School,  where  his  studious  mind 
and  fine  conduct  won  him  a  warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  his  school  mates  and 
teachers. 

Robert  Fulmore  Graham  next  attended  The  Atlanta  Dental  College  where 
he  graduated  with  the  class  of  1906.  His  natural  ability  as  a  craftsman  soon 
made  itself  known  and  won  the  commendation  of  one  of  his  professors  who 
remarked,  "Rob  Graham  has  dentistry  in  his  fingers."  After  his  graduation 
Dr.  Graham  practiced  in  Lumberton  for  six  years,  returning  to  his  old  home, 
Rowland,  where  he  continued  his  work  until  his  utimely  death.  The  years 
proved  that  to  him  dentistry  was  an  art,  and  he  practiced  it  with  the  expertness 
of  an  arti.st  painting  a  masterpiece  and  with  the  sureness  and  skill  of  a  sculptor 
completing  a  perfect  statue. 

Rob  Graham  was  a  man  of  strong  convictions  grounded  on  the  fine  Christian 
training  instilled  in  him  by  his  parents  and  Godly  associates.    Me  was  slow  to

advocate  any  change  or  movement  that  was  contrary  to  the  finer  principles  of 
the  deeper  and  fuller  life.  In  civic  life  he  could  always  be  depended  upon  to 
take  the  right  stand  and  nothing  could  sway  him  from  his  stand  after  he  had 
taken  it. 

In  his  church  work,  Doctor  Graham  was  ever  faithful  to  his  pastor,  his 
Sunday  School  and  his  duties  as  an  officer  of  the  church.  He  was  a  Trustee  of 
the  Rowland  Methodist  Church  and  served  continuously  as  Superintendent  of 
the  Sunday  School  for  twenty-six  years.  Only  a  few  months  ago  was  his  long 
term  as  Superintendent  in  the  Sunday  School  recognized  when  the  officers  and 
members  presented  him  with  a  silver  service. 

Doctor  Graham  was  a  firm  believer  in  education  and  gave  unstintingly  of  his 
time  and  talents  in  promoting  educational  opportunities  for  the  young  people. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  local  school  board  and  advocated  and  supported  move- 
ments for  vocational  education,  music  in  the  home  and  in  the  school  and 
believed  in  a  strong  program  of  physical  education. 

Despite  his  many  and  varied  interests,  Robert  Fulmore  Graham  walked  with 
all  men  in  harmony  and  deep  sympathy.  His  heart  could  always  be  touched 
by  one  in  need,  and  he  gave  vent  to  this  tenderness  by  leading  and  working 
with  his  community  Red  Cross  drives  and  other  charitable  work.  Gifted  with 
a  high  order  of  intellect  and  endowed  with  superior  judgment,  he  gave  untir- 
ingly of  his  talents,  his  warm  sympathy,  and  his  fine  companionship.  Although 
he  never  lost  the  common  touch  with  his  fellowman,  more  important  is  the  fact 
that  he  also  walked  close  with  his  God  and  was  known  as  a  Man  of  God. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  one  daughter.

Dr.  E.  N.  Lawrence: 

DR.  SAM  PEYTON  NORRIS 

1872-1942 

Dr.  Sam  Peyton  Norris  was  born  in  Harnett  County,  North  Carolina,  on 
January  16,  1872,  the  only  son  of  Mr.  Peyton  Norris  and  Mrs.  Dulcianna  Norris. 
He  was  seventy  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death  on  September   15,   1942. 

Dr.  Norris'  father  was  a  successful  farmer.  Sam  spent  his  early  years  about 
his  father's  farm  and  attending  school  in  Holly  Springs.  From  early  boyhood 
he  loved  outdoor  sports,  particularly  hunting  and  fishing,  and  indulged  in  them 
frequently  throughout  his  entire  life. 

Dr.  Norris  began  his  training  for  dentistry  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  in  the 
year  1894,  and  completed  his  training  at  the  University  of  Maryland  in  1897. 
He  began  practice  in  Bristol,  Virginia,  practiced  later  in  Sanford  and  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  and  moved  to  Raleigh  in  1899  to  continue  his  practice.  In 
Raleigh  he  enjoyed  a  wide  and  lucrative  practice  till  poor  health  forced  him 
to  retire  in  1937.  Until  that  time  he  was  a  member  of  the  state,  district  and 
local  branches  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society,  and  served  as  president 
of  the  Raleigh  local  branch.  After  he  abandoned  his  practice  he  continued  to 
be  keenly  interested  in  his  profession  and  in  all  the  activities  of  the  Society. 

Dr.  Norris  married  Miss  Edith  Ivey,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  T.  N.  Ivey,  a 
Methodist  minister,  in  1903.   To  them  were  born  two  daughters,  Landrum  (Mrs. 
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S  C  Manning),  and  Edith  (Mrs.  H.  H.  Phelps),  who,  with  his  wife,  survive 
him.  Dr.  Norris  had  a  pecuUar  devotion  for  his  family,  and  enjo\ed  nothmg 
more  than  the  time  he  spent  around  his  own  fireside  with  them. 

His  friends  were  numbered  by  the  score,  not  only  in  Raleigh  where  he  prac- 
ticed so  many  years,  but  elsewhere.  His  keen  wit  and  quick  repartee  were  a  source 
of  deli'^ht  to  all  who  knew  him.  He  inspired  friendliness  and  warmth  of  feeling 
bv  proving  his  willingness  to  be  a  friend  in  the  truest  sense.  He  had  an  abiding 
faith  in  his  fellowman.  At  all  times  he  was  gentle,  unselfish  and  eager  to  lend 
a  helping  hand.    His  affable  and  retiring  manner  attracted  many  to  him. 

Sam  Norris  will  continue  to  be  missed.  His  passing  has  left  a  void  which  will 
continue  to  be  felt  through  the  years  by  those  whose  lives  have  been  enriched 
by  association  with  him.  We  are  grateful  for  the  memory  of  such  a  man.  In 
reverence  and  in  appreciation  of  that  memory,  it  seems  fitting  to  say,  with  the 
apostle,  'i   have  fought  a  good  fight,   1   have  finished  my  course,   1   have  kept

Dr.  J.  Martin  Fleming: 

DR.  NORWOOD  G.  CARROLL 
1872-1942 

Dr  Norwood  G  Carroll  was  born  in  Magnolia,  N.  C,  on  March  2nd,  1872, 
and  died  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  April  5th,  1942,  while  on  a  visit  to  friends 
in  that  city. 

He  graduated  from  the  University  of  Maryland  in  1893  and  practiced  in 
Raleigh  until  the  time  of  his  retirement  some  years  ago.  As  a  student  at  the 
University  of  Maryland  he  was  considered  one  of  the  best  operators  who  had 
attended  that  institution  and  he  won  two  of  its  most  coveted  prizes:  The 
F  J  Gorgas  medal  for  the  best  Cohesive  Gold  Filling  and  the  Frank  L.  Woods 
medal  for  the  best  filling  in  specimen  teeth.  It  was  not  often  that  one  man 
should  have  won  both  of  these. 

He  joined  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  the  same  year  of  his  graduation 
at  its  meeting  in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  was  a  continuous  member  up  to  the  time  of 
his  death,  having  been  both  an  active  member,  a  life  member  and  an  honorary 
member. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Raleigh  Dental  Society  and  affiliated  with  it 
as  long  as  he  lived. 

Practicing  on  the  same  square  with  him  for  a  number  of  years  it  was  my 
high  privilege  to  have  known  him  well  and  to  have  had  him  class  me  among 
his  more  intimate  friends.  He  gave  up  practice  in  comparatively  early  life  and 
with  his  wife,  the  late  Dr.  Delia  Dixon  Carroll,  and  a  nephew  Herbert  Car- 
roll, who  was'  like  an  adopted  son  in  his  family,  made  a  leisurely  trip  around 
the  world  The  nephew  later  obtained  an  appointment  to  Annapolis  and  gradu- 
ated there  in  1933.  He  immediately  entered  the  United  States  Navy  and  served 
with  distinction  until  the  battle  of  the  Solomon  Islands  when  he  was  listed 
among  the  missing  on  the  sinking  of  his  vessel,  the  Astoria.  That  he  served 
well  is  attested  by  the  fact  that  a  new  vessel  is  to  be  named  for  him  at  its 
launching  in  New  Jersey  during  this  month. 
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We  mention  these  facts  because  Dr.  Carroll  was  so  wrapped  up  in  the  boy 
and  in  his  promising  career  and  it  was  well  that  Dr.  Carroll  should  have  gone 
first. 

Probably  the  last  state  meeting  Dr.  Carrol!  attended  was  the  one  at  Pinehurst 
in  1925  when  he  enlivened  the  meeting  with  his  wit  and  humor  which  seemed 
inexhaustible.  He  stood  high  in  Masonic  circles  being  a  Knight  TempFar  and 
a  Shriner. 

In  1901  he  wrote  the  Annual  Essay  for  the  Society  and  chose  as  his  subject 
"Professional  Honesty  and  Decision  of  Character  in  the  Practice  of  Dentistry." 

Those  of  us  who  practiced  in  the  same  town  with  him  know  that  these  ideas 
as  set  forth  in  that  paper  governed  his  life.  He  was  a  gentleman  and  a  friend 
"in  whom  there  was  no  variableness  neither  shadow  of  turning."

DR.  WILLIAM  JACKSON  WARD 
1886-1942 

Dr.  William  Jackson  Ward  was  born  in  Wilson  County,  N.  C,  February  21st, 
1,S86,  the  son  of  the  late  Dr.  D.  G.  W.  Ward  and  Adelaide  Moye  Ward.  He 
attended  Wake  Forest  College,  Vanderbilt  University  and  was  graduated  in 
Dentistry  from  New  York  University.  At  the  turn  of  the  century  he  located  at 
Weldon.  N.  C,  and  practiced  dentistry  continuously  for  over  forty  years, 
working  until  the  day  of  his  death. 

He  was  for  years  a  member  of  the  town  and  school  boards  of  the  town  of 
Weldon.  He  was  a  Mason,  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  a  member  of  the 
local  and  State  Dental  Societies  and  of  the  American  Dental  Association.

Dr.  Timmonss

President  Fitzgerald: 

Dr.  Timmons,  in  the  name  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society, 
I  wish  to  thank  }'ou  for  that  splendid  address. 

The  Chair  recognizes  Dr.  J.  A.  Sinclair,  of  Asheville. 

Dr.  Sinclair: 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society, 
Honor  Guests:  It  has  just  been  a  few  years  ago  that  we  had  a  visiting 
clinician  from  the  State  of  Florida  that  made  a  wonderful  impression 
upon  the  members  who  attended  these  clinics  and  lectures.  Today  Dr. 
Andy  Sears  returns  to  us  to  discuss  not  only  the  subject  that  he  discussed 
with  us  when  he  was  here  before,  a  subject  that  he  pioneered  in  that 
has  been  taken  and  copied  all  over  the  United  States,  but  he  is  going 
to  bring  you  another  message  today.  Whereas  he  didn't  need  an  intro- 
duction to  this  group  or  perhaps  any  other  group  in  the  United  States, 
it  is  a  form  of  procedure  that  is  designated  and  I  want  to  introduce 
again  Dr.  Andy  Sears,  of  Jacksonville,  Florida.  Dr.  Sears. 

Dr.  Sears  showed  moving  pictures. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Dr.  Sears,  we  really  appreciate  the  pictures  you  have  shown  this 
morning  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  your  clinic  tomorrow. 

Last  year  at  the  Greensboro  meeting  after  I  was  inducted  into  office, 
a  matter  came  up  relative  to  a  Committee  report  which  the  Chair  at 
that  time  felt  belonged  to  the  previous  administration.  It  was  a  com- 
mittee that  had  been  appointed  by  the  President  who  held  office  last 
year,  Dr.  Poindexter,  but  the  matter  was  injected  at  the  last  meeting 
on  Wednesday.  As  I  say,  I  felt  that  it  was  out  of  order  at  that  time. 
However,  it  was  tabled  to  come  up  at  a  General  Session  and  at  this 
time  the  Chair  will  recognize  Dr.  Paul  Jones  of  the  Dental  Hygienist 
Committee. 

Dr.  Paul  Jones: 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society: 
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In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  were  trying  to  close  the  session  at  the  last 
meeting  when  this  was  brought  up  and  it  had  been  referred  to  the  Gen- 
eral Session  of  the  Association  and  most  of  our  members  had  left  the 
meeting  at  that  time,  there  were  some  of  us  who  felt  that  we  could  not 
get  a  representative  reaction  from  the  Society  as  a  whole.  For  that 
reason  there  were  various  and  sundry  members  who  opposed  considera- 
tion of  that  matter  at  that  particular  time.  1  happened  to  be  one  of  those 
but  I  have  no  interest  in  keeping  this  proposition  from  the  members  of 
the  Society  at  any  time  and  as  a  member  of  this  Committee — 1  don't 
see  why  Paul  saw  fit  to  put  me  on  the  Committee — as  a  member  of 
the  Committee,  1  am  anxious  to  have  the  matter  presented  to  the 
meeting  at  a  time  when  it  can  be  representative.  This  is  the  matter  of 
dental  hygienists — whether  or  not  the  legislative  committee  should  be 
instructed  to  prepare  legislation  dealing  with  this  subject  and  take  care 
of  the  situation. 

Dr.  Burke  W.  Fox: 

Your  Legislative  Committee  met  and  discussed  the  situation  as 
probably  Dr.  Lineberger  will  tell  you.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  nobody 
presented  any  concrete  development  of  ideas  whereby  we  could  proceed, 
the  Committee  felt  that  we  were  without  a  mandate  from  this  organiza- 
tion to  proceed  and  we  preferred  to  defer  that  consideration  until  such 
time  as  the  Society  had  acted.  Now  I'd  like  to  see  the  Societ}'  act  on  this 
proposition  at  this  time. 

I'd  like  to  make  a  motion  that  the  report  of  this  Committee  which 
was  submitted  at  our  Greensboro  meeting  and  which  was  published  in 
detail  in  the  Proceedings*  be  approved  by  this  session  of  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society  and  that  the  Legislative  Committee  be  in- 
structed to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Legislature  suitable  legislation 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  intents  of  that  Committee  report. 

Dr.  Walter  Clark  (Asheville) : 

I'd  like  to  second  that  motion. 
President  Fitigerald: 

Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  motion.  Is  there  any  discussion? 

Dr.  Claude  Parks: 

Mr.  President,  it  so  happened  that  I  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
that  brought  in  the  original  report  last  year.  Our  idea  in  bringing  it 
before  the  House  of  Delegates  and  the  General  Session  was  that  we 
sought  to  do  it  in  the  most  democratic  manner.  The  Committee  thought 
it  advisable  to  enact  such  legislation  and  I,  for  one,  still  think  so. 
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President  Fitzgerald: 

Is  there  further  discussion?  You  have  heard  the  motion  and  you 
have  heard  the  discussion. 

Dr.  Lineberger: 

The  Bulletin  published  a  full  report.  I  take  it  that  that  was  full 
information  as  to  why  the  stand  was  taken  by  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee. If  there  is  any  explanation  desired,  we'd  be  glad  to  explain  it. 

Dr.  Spurgeon: 

That  report  was  published  before  this  meeting.  I  am  wondering  if 
the  persons  here  this  morning  are  familiar  with  that  report.  We  are 
trying  to  vote  on  something  probably  a  good  many  don't  know  what 
we  are  voting  on. 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

Mr.  President,  I  thoroughly  agree  with  that  expression.  A  great 
many  here  don't  know  what  the  intent  of  what  the  so-called  report  in- 
cludes. 1  should  like  to  suggest  that  some  of  the  proponents  of  the  pro- 
posed legislation  explain  to  this  representative  group  of  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society  just  what  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this 
report  is. 

President  Fitigerald: 

Is  there  further  discussion? 

Dr.  Fred  Hunt  (Asheville) : 

Mr.  President,  1  would  like  to  amend  Dr.  Fox's  motion,  if  1  may 
be  permitted,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  read  before  we  act 
upon  it. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  Secretary  will  read  the  report,  without  objection. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  reading  of  the  recommendations  of 
this  report.  Is  there  any  further  discussion? 

Dr.  Hunt  (Asheville) : 

One  provision  in  there  I  think  should  be  considered.  You  have  in- 
structed the  Legislative  Committee  to  specifically  act  in  a  specific  man- 
ner. 1  don't  believe  the  Legislative  Committee  can  do  the  way  you  have 
instructed  them  because  you  must  remember  that  they  have  got  to  get 
legislation  enacted  most  any  way  they  can.  You  might  instruct  them 
to  make  an  effort.  To  instruct  them  to  enact  a  law  as  told  them  is  a 
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difficult  thing  to  do.  If  we  could  amend  the  report  some  way,  to  make 
a  diligent  effort — it  may  be  merely  technical — but  1  think  you  may 
be  disappointed  somewhat  to  leave  it  as  it  is. 

Dr.  J.  Martin  Flemi^ig  (Raleigh): 

1  want  to  say  that  1  have  always  opposed  Dental  Hygienists,  and  1 
can  give  my  reasons  why.  1  always  opposed  it  because  1  didn't  think 
we  had  a  place  for  it  in  North  Carolina.  1  am  an  old  man  now — almost 
as  old  as  Betts — and  1  have  made  up  my  mind  if  you  gentlemen  want 
it,  I  shall  not  oppose  it.  It  is  your  proposition  and  you  are  to  handle 
it.  It  can't  come  up  before  another  Legislature.  It  looks  like  it  wouldn't 
be  a  bad  idea  for  the  law  to  be  submitted  to  this  body  again  next  year, 
because  it  couldn't  come  up  before  another  Legislature.  But  what  I 
wanted  to  say  was  that  I  shall  not  oppose  it.  It  is  your  proposition. 
Last  year  at  Greensboro  when  the  debate  got  acrimonious,  I  moved  to 
table  the  whole  matter  as  a  precaution  against  hatred.  A  motion  to 
table  is  always  in  good  order,  but  I  shall  not  oppose  it  anyway,  but  as 
Osborne  would  have  said,  "It  is  mud  that  will  breed  no  eels." 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

I  want  to  ask  if  there  is  any  such  college  or  school  that  provides 
training  as  suggested  in  this  report  where  these  young  applicants  can 
take  this  training? 

Dr.  Wilhert  Jackson: 

There  is  one  in  our  adjoining  state  of  West  Virginia  that  has  been 
approved,  not  by  your  Board.  The  school  provides  such  training  as  listed 
in  there.  I  have  correspondence  where  they  have  tried  to  keep  in  touch 
with  us  through  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  because  I  think 
they  wanted  students  from  North  Carolina  in  case  this  legislation  were 
passed. 

Dr.  Taylor: 

I  would  like  to  say  to  Dr.  Fleming  that  I  believe  I  was  the  first  man 
that  raised  a  voice  for  Dental  Hygienists  in  this  Society,  up  until  the 
last  four  years,  and  last  year  1  read  a  paper  on  it  at  Greensboro.  I  will 
say  this  in  all  reverence  that  I  love  Martin  Fleming.  I  always  have. 
He  and  I  couldn't  agree  but  we  are  nearer  together  now  than  we  have 
ever  been.  I  think  more  of  him  than  I  ever  did.  I  have  possibly  said 
things  I  shouldn't  have  said.  If  I  have  I  apologize. 

Dr.  Fleming: 

I  never  heard  you. 

Dr.  Taylor: 

I  don't  know  whether  I  will  ever  want  a  Dental  Hygienist  or  not. 
Before  I  went  out  of  the  office  with  a  nervous  breakdown  1  needed  one. 
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I  hope  to  build  up  m\-  practice.  I  feel  like  it  would  be  justice  done  if 
we  had  a  third,  fourth  or  even  a  fifth  and  sixth  hand.  We  are  not  as 
young  as  we  used  to  be.  We  are  going  to  have  to  have  help.  I  had  a 
third  and  fourth  hand  that  used  to  work  as  nearly  like  I  used  to  do 
as  it  was  possible.  1  think  I  need  a  fourth  and  fifth  and  sixth  hand. 
If  any  of  \-ou  fellows  don't  need  it,  for  God's  sake,  don't  take  it  away 
from  us. 

Dr.  C.  I.  Miller: 

In  line  with  the  statement  Fred  Hunt  made  and  in  view  of  the 
feeling  that  the  matter  would  be  brought  up  following  the  meeting 
in  Greensboro  last  \'ear,  I  have  since  that  time  discussed  the  matter 
just  brief!}'  but  enough  that  I  am  going  to  give  it  to  >'0U.  I  talked  to 
one  of  the  keenest  minds  in  the  State  and  he  said  this — -"You  better 
go  slow;  once  you  get  the  matter  up  for  discussion  in  the  Legislature, 
you  don't  know  where  you  are  going  to  end — you  better  ^^'atch  your 
step."  Now  I  am  giving  you  the  statement  handed  me  by  one  of  the 
smartest  legal  minds  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  a  Legislator,  too. 

Dr.  Ralph  Jarrett: 

I'd  like  to  say  in  the  beginning  that  I  don't  oppose  this  movement. 
I  do  oppose  any  movement  that  has  a  law  that  controls  it  that  is  not 
well  written.  1  think  the  suggestions  of  the  committee  are  fine.  I  notice 
that  in  the  beginning  the\'  put  a  clause  of  |100.00  fine  for  ill  use  of  a 
Dental  Hygienist.  I  think  that  1 100.00  should  be  thrown  out  and  the 
loss  of  the  Dentist's  license  should  be  thrown  in.  I  think  that  if  you 
license  hygienists  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  they  should  be  un- 
shackled. She  should  be  able  to  give  thorough  prophylactic  service  by 
law  and  not  by  evasion  of  laws.  When  the  law  is  written  and  construct- 
ed, the  dental  hygienist  is  supposed  to  promulgate  better  health  for  the 
people  of  North  Carolina  and  not  as  just  an  extra  hand  of  the  dentist. 
I  have  never  been  against  the  oral  hygienists.  I  have  been  against  the 
laws  that  have  caused  trouble  over  the  United  States  in  handcuffing  a 
professional  person  from  doing  a  legitimate  job.  W^e  need  men.  We 
need  women  to  clean  teeth  in  North  Carolina.  Then  let's  have  a  law 
decently  written  whereby  women  can  decently  perform  their  duties 
without  violating  the  law  and  placing  the  employer  in  such  a  predica- 
ment that  he  might  be  fined  1 100.00.  I  am  happy  to  see  the  law  being 
passed  this  morning  where  we  will  have  hygienists,  but  I  also  expect 
the  Legislative  Committee  to  so  construct  that  law  that  it  is  not  afraid  to 
read  it  back  in  front  of  this  body  so  we  will  understand  what  the 
hygienist  is  supposed  to  do.  1  hope  this  adoption  will  pass. 

Dr.  Parks: 

Mr.  President,  those  were  suggestions  only.  No  attempt  was  made 
to  write  the  law  in  that  report.  It  was  left,  if  you  read  it  again,  to  the

discretion  of  the  Legislative  Committee  to  handle  all  those  things  as 
they  see  fit. 

Major  Whittington: 

This  has  been  tabled  for  ten  years  in  our  state  and  1  finally  had 
to  join  the  Army  to  get  one.  We'd  be  in  a  Devil  of  a  fix  at  Bragg  without 
hygienists.  I  think  they  have  them  in  some  thirty  other  states.  I'd  like 
very  much  to  see  you  men  pass  that  law.  My  only  thought  is  should 
the  medical  men  pass  a  law  that  they  couldn't  have  nurses,  they'd  be 
in  a  pretty  bad  fix.  There  is  no  reason  why  a  dental  hygienist  shouldn't 
be  the  same  thing  to  us  that  a  nurse  means  to  a  physician. 

Dr.  Fleming: 

Mr.  President,  I  move  as  an  amendment  that  the  law  be  drawn  and 
reported  back  to  the  next  meeting  a  year  from  now.  We  will  have  an- 
other meeting  next  year.  1  hate  to  vote  for  a  law  that  hasn't  been  drawn. 

President  Fit:(gerald: 

It  has  been  moved  by  amendment,  a  law  as  drawn  be  reported 
back  at  next  year's  meeting  for  a  final  hearing. 

.  ,  .  Motion  seconded.  ... 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Is  there  any  discussion  of  the  amendment? 

Dr.  Conrad  Watkins:  (Winston-Salem) 

I'd  like  to  make  a  statement.  In  1915  the  Oral  Hygiene  Committee 
asked  the  Society  and  passed  a  Resolution  instructing  the  Legislative 
Committee  to  have  drawn  laws  suitable  for  oral  hygienists.  The  next 
year,  the  Legislature  having  met — not  criticizing  them — said  they 
thought  the  dental  laws  were  very  good  then  and  there  was  danger  of 
messing  them  up  in  their  judgment.  There  is  no  criticism,  but  brethren, 
I  have  been  thinking  and  1  have  studied  the  matter  since  1915 — it  may 
have  been  1913  or  1917  as  the  year  of  the  Legislature — but  the  longer 
I  think,  the  more  1  think  we  should  have  it.  My  judgment  is,  after 
all  these  years,  that  we  should  not  delay.  Last  year  it  was  delayed  on 
technicalities.  1  don't  see  why.  1  hope  they  will  kill  Dr.  Fleming's  motion. 

Dr.  Fleming: 

I  want  to  ask  him  why  would  that  delay  another  year.  We  can't  do 
anything  until  the  Legislature  meets. 

Member: 

We  sometimes  have  a  call  meeting. 
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Dr.  Burke  W.  Fox: 

As  1  introduced  the  motion,  I  might  say  that  it  has  never  been  my 
intention  to  tr\-  to  bring  something  before  the  dental  society  and  have 
them  act  on  it  without  thought  and  consideration.  Last  }'ear  I  moved 
that  the  report  of  this  committee  be  printed  in  the  Bulletin  and  every 
Dentist  in  the  State  be  requested  to  read  that  and  study  it  and  that 
the  vote  be  taken  at  the  district  meetings.  That  was  in  order  to  give 
ever\-  man  due  chance  to  study  the  matter  and  to  vote  according  to 
his  mature  opinion.  The  idea  of  bringing  a  law  written  word  for  word 
and  re-submitting  it  back  to  the  general  session  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  is  good,  but,  unfortunately,  at  our  meetings  there  are 
so  many  things  that  come  up  with  various  duties  men  have  to  attend 
to — do  this  and  do  that  and  the  other.  Even  at  this  meeting  with  200 
men,  which  is  a  pretty  good  session,  that  still  is  not  the  majority  of  the 
dentists  in  the  state.  My  motion  was  that  the  Legislative  Committee 
be  instructed  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  intent  of  this  committee 
report  and  personally  I  believe  that  the  Legislative  Committee  with  the 
assistance  of  another  committee  as  suggested  in  that  committee  report, 
composed  of  some  of  our  smartest  minds,  is  better  able  to  give  mature 
thought  to  this  and  work  it  out  than  any  group  of  two  or  three  or  five 
hundred  men.  I  think  we  can  leave  the  details  in  the  hands  of  our 
smartest  men  and  depend  on  them  to  do  what  we  want.  The  only  pur- 
pose of  this  vote  is  to  decide  a  matter  of  policy  and  tactics  of  delay 
have  been  used  since  1915,  I  believe  Dr.  Watkins  said,  and  personally, 
I  would  like  to  get  the  thing  voted  on  and  either  say  it  is  out  of  the 
way  for  another  five  or  ten  years  or  else  it  is  passed  and  that  is  what 
we  intend  to  do.   I  would  like  to  see  the  original  motion  voted  on. 

Dr.  Taylor: 

f  second  it. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

You  have  heard  the  reading  of  this  report  submitted  at  the  1942 
meeting.  You  have  heard  the  motion.  The  motion  was  amended.  We 
are  forced  to  vote  on  the  amendment  before  we  do  the  motion,  unless 
Dr.  Fleming  withdraws  the  amendment. 

Dr.  Fleming: 

I  won't  withdraw  the  amendment. 

Dr.  Wilbert  Jackson: 

We,  in  the  rear,  don't  understand  the  motion. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  motion  is  that  the  Legislative  Committee  carry  out  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  committee  report.   The  amendment,  as  I  understand

it,  is  that  the  Legislative  Committee  draw  up  a  law  to  license  and  regu- 
late dental  hygienists  and  that  this  be  brought  before  the  general  session 
at  the  1944  meeting  to  be  approved  or  disapproved.  Am  I  correct? 

Dr.  Fleming: 

You  asked  would  1  be  willing  to  withdraw  my  amendment?  If  any 
of  you  think  Old  Man  Fleming  is  trying  to  fight  you  again,  accept  my 
statement  that  I  will  not  object.  It  is  not  my  purpose  to  postpone  or 
muddy  the  water.  I  shall  not  open  my  mouth  when  it  comes  up.  You 
folks  who  know  me  well  know  that  1  don't  make  one  statement  and 
act  the  other  way. 

Dr.  Watkins: 

The  only  thought  1  had  was  that  I  don't  want  to  delay  because  there 
might  be  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Dr.  Paul  Jones: 

I  apologize  for  rising  again.  Were  we  to  have  a  special  session  of 
the  Legislature,  as  Dr.  Watkins  suggested,  never  under  the  face  of  the 
sun  would  we  be  allowed  to  bring  up  special  legislation  like  this.  A 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  is  called  to  do  a  particular  job.  We 
wouldn't  be  able  to  get  anybody  to  bring  up  our  petty  little — they  would 
consider  it  such — differences  of  opinion.  I  don't  see  how  the  members 
of  the  Legislative  Committee  would  be  willing  to  take  the  responsibility 
of  writing  the  law  to  suit  a  body  of  men  such  as  at  this  session  without 
referring  it  back  to  this  body.  1  don't  know  how  other  members  would 
feel  about  that,  but  I,  for  one,  would  want  you  to  pass  on  the  law 
and  legislation  before  I  put  my  stamp  on  it. 

Dr.  Fox: 

May  I  add  one  thought — our  national  dental  meeting  was  cance<lled 
due  to  transportation  difficulties  last  year.  We  don't  know  definitely 
what  the  future  may  hold.  Dr.  Sinclair  cancelled  their  meetings  for  the 
duration.  Circumstances  may  arise  that  would  prevent  a  session  of  the 
North  Carolina  Dental  Society  in  1944.  I  hope  they  won't,  but  there 
is  that  possibility,  in  which  case,  another  Legislature  will  come  and 
pass  without  action  being  taken.  Personally,  I  hope  that  if  my  motion 
is  passed,  that  the  Legislative  Committee  would  have  the  law  that  they 
propose  printed  and  mailed  to  every  man  in  the  State  with  a  request  for 
comments.  My  motion  is  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  intent  of  getting 
dental  nurses  registered  and  licensed  under  the  control  of  the  dentists 
and  I  believe  that  the  Legislative  Committee  could  get  a  better  system 
by  having  that  law  printed  and  mailed  to  the  men  and  letting  them 
make  comments  and  revising  it  rather  than  draw  up  a  law  to  be  voted 
on  next  year.  I  hope  the  Legislative  Committee  will  do  that.  In  case 
they  do  that,  it  is  unnecessary  to  wait  until  next  year.

Dr.  H.  O.  Lineberger: 

I  was  going  to  suggest  that  as  soon  as  we  know  whether  we  have  a 
special  session,  or  even  before,  that  we  print  the  bill  and  have  it  drawn 
up  and  submitted  to  the  membership  either  through  the  Bulletin  or 
through  direct  mail. 

Dr.  Watkins: 

Paul  Jones  is  too  good  a  politician  for  me  to  question,  but  if  \ou 
look  on  the  records  of  the  Legislature,  }-ou  will  find  they  have  been 
passing  all  kinds  of  laN\'S. 

Dr.  Taylor: 

Several  \ears  ago  we  were  supposed  to  have  a  licensed  hygienist.  I 
needed  one.  I  found  that  I  had  been  betrayed.  The  high  school  girl  I 
had  was  supposed  to  have  been  working  in  an  office  two  years.  I  found 
that  she  had  to  attend  College,  have  a  Grade  "A"  teacher's  certificate. 
I  didn't  require  it.  She  had  to  go  and  study  for  two  years  and  have  six 
\'ears'  collese  work  before  she  was  allowed  to  clean  teeth.  I  took  it  up 
with  Dr.  Reece.  I  wanted  to  read  a  paper  in  Winston.  He  accommodated 
me.  Mv  !=!Ood  friend  Dr.  Jarrett  made  a  speech  that  killed  it.  I  said, 
"Ralph,  \'ou  are  right,  like  alwa>'s."  The  thing  needed  to  be  discussed. 
It  has  been  discussed.  I  am  already  an  old  man,  as  years  go.  I  finished 
school  29  \'ears  ago.  Twenty  years  of  that  has  been  spent  fighting,  so 
for  God's  sake  if  you  don't  want  them,  don't  keep  the  other  fellow 
from  them  that  does. 

Dr.  /.  A.  McClung: 

I  hate  to  rise.  The  man  speaks  of  being  old — I  am  not  in  that  class 
\'et — I  have  been  around  a  few  years.  I  have  been  considering  this  sub- 
ject rather  seriously  for  a  long,  long  while  and  I  am  in  favor  of  licensing 
hvffienists  and  1  think  the  earlier  we  get  it,  perhaps  the  better.  Still,  I 
think  we  should  be  cautious  and  have  the  law  drafted  and  1  can  appre- 
ciate Dr.  Jones'  feeling  in  the  matter.  If  I  were  on  the  committee  to 
draft  it  as  he  is.  1  wouldn't  want  to  do  it  unless  I  could  bring  it  back 
to  the  Society.  Perhaps  it  could  be  put  in  the  Bulletin  and  have  a  straw 
vote.  I  don't  think  that  is  proper.  I  think  it  should  be  presented  back 
to  this  body  and  be  sure  it  is  right.  I  am  in  favor  of  it,  but  1  want  it 
right. 

Question!    Question!    Question! 

President  Fitigerald: 

Our  time  now  is  about  up  for  the  discussion  of  this  matter.  We  will 
go  into  General  Session  just  five  minutes  from  now.  There  is  an  amend- 
ment to  Dr.  Fox's  motion  which  has  been  duly  seconded.    Those  in 
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favor  of  this  amendment,  please  vote  by  raising  the  right  hand.    The 
Secretary  and  Neal  Sheffield  will  count  the  votes. 

Member: 

Please  re-state  it. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

You  are  voting  on  an  amendment  to  Dr.  Fox's  motion  to  prepare  a 
law  to  license  and  regulate  dental  hygienists,  that  draft  to  be  presented 
at  the  next  general  session  and  approved  or  disapproved.  That  is  the 
amendment — that  the  Legislative  Committee  prepare  a  draft  of  the  law 
to  be  presented  at  the  1944  general  session  for  approval  or  disapproval 
to  regulate  and  license  hygienists.  Those  in  favor,  let  it  be  known  by 
standing. 

Secretary: 

There  are  too  many  standing.    Let  them  raise  their  hands. 
President  Fitzgerald: 

Thirty-three  in  favor  of  the  amendment.    The  amentiment  is  lost. 

Those  in  favor  of  the  motion  made  by  Dr.  Fox  that  the  Legislative 
Committee  be  governed  by  this  report  which  was  submitted  at  the  1942 
meeting  and  read  again  today,  let  it  be  known  by  raising  the  right  hand.

MONDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 
May  3,  1943 

The  Monday  afternoon  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society 
was  called  to  order  in  the  Virginia  Dare  Room  of  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel, 
Raleigh,  at  2:30  p.  m.  by  the  President,  Dr.  Paul  Fitzgerald,  of 
Greenville. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  meeting  will  please  come  to  order. 

The  Chair  will  recognize  Dr.  Pharr. 
Dr.  John  R.  Pharr  (Charlotte) : 

In  presenting  our  next  speaker  or  essayist,  the  first  thing  that  in- 
terested me  was  the  state  from  which  he  comes.    Due  to  the  immense 
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wealth,  dense  population,  numerous  endowed  institutions  and  the  un- 
usual amount  of  dental  research  that  has  taken  place  in  the  state  of 
New  York,  any  man  that  rises  to  an  eminent  place  of  recognition,  must, 
of  necessity,  have  a  great  personalit>'  and  brilliant  intellect. 

The  second  thing  that  interested  me  was,  due  to  co-operation  and 
foresight  of  the  dentists  of  North  Carolina,  we  are  able  to  consolidate 
our  resources  and  secure  for  our  meetings  some  of  these  efficient 
clinicians. 

The  third  thing  of  interest  is  the  man  himself.  Dr.  Clug  is  a  graduate 
of  Columbia  University  School  of  Dentistry,  1924,  served  as  Interne, 
Bellevue  Allied  Hospitals.  He  was  formerly  assistant  director  of  Depart- 
ment of  Hospitals,  New  York  City.  At  present  he  is  Director  of  Dental 
Service  at  Gouverneur  Hospital,  New  York  City.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Hyatt  Study  Club.  He  has  lectured  in  practically  all  the  New  Eng- 
land states,  five  times  before  the  Greater  New  York  meeting.  He  has 
never  been  south  of  Washington  before. 

Dr.  Clug  informs  me  that  of  all  filling  restorations  placed  in  the 
mouth,  over  80%  are  amalgam  fillings— bread  and  butter  dentistry,  if 
you  please,  one  of  the  most  useful  and  yet  the  greatest  abused  of  fillings. 

Dr.  Clug's  subject  is  "Standardizing  Amalgam  Technique."  It  is  my 
happy  privilege  to  welcome  Dr.  Clug  to  North  Carolina  and  present  him 
to  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society. 

Dr.  Bernard  Clug  (New  York  City,  N.  Y.) : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Dental  Society,  Dr. 
Pharr:  I  told  Dr.  Pharr  before  he  introduced  me.  "Don't  tell  too  many  stones 
about  me.  There  are  witnesses  here,  if  you  are  going  to  tell  things."  He  toned 
it  down  a  little  bit. 

The  subject  I  am  going  to  talk  on,  as  Dr.  Pharr  explained  to  you,  is  one 
most  pertinent  to  our  daily  practice.  The  modern  silver  amalgam,  as  we  know 
it  today,  has  had  a  turbulent  and  curious  history.  Beginning  as  a  silver  paste— 
the  Royal  Metal  Succedeenium,  under  the  auspices  of  charlatans— it  had  an 
unfortunate  start.  Empirical  in  its  formula  and  badly  abused,  its  real  worth 
could  not  be  seen  or  understood  by  the  American  dentists  in  the  middle  of  the 
last  century.  Men  were  so  prejudiced  against  its  use  that  ethical  practitioners 
were  threatened  with  expulsion  from  their  societies  if  they  were  found  using  it. 
it  was  not  until  the  latter  part  of  the  19th  century  that  any  comprehensive 
investigation  and  experimentation  were  made  as  to  its  formula,  manufacture  and 
manipulation.  To  Dr.  G.  V.  Black  must  go  the  credit  for  balancing  the  high 
silver  content  alloy,  discovered  some  of  the  effects  of  particle  size  and  aging 
on  the  resultant  amalgam  filling.  His  ideas  on  cavity  preparation,  with  slight 
modification,  are  basically  accepted  and  used  today. 

Since  the  last  war,  investigation  into  the  properties  and  various  reactions 
of  the  material  have  been  studied  and  reported  upon  by  a  great  many  men, 
independently,  and  in  our  universities  and  by  the  Bureau  of  Standards  in  Wash- 
ington.   To  these  researchers,  from  whose  work  1  have  garnered  the  laboratory 
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findings  and  facts  which  I  am  using,  I  wish  to  give  my  sincere  thanks  and  the 
credit  which  is  due  them.  A  number  of  men  have  worked  on  operative  prob- 
lems too  numerous  to  mention.  It  would  take  a  great  deal  of  time  and  paper. 
Whatever  we  give  today  is  gathered  from  the  workings  of  others,  together  with 
what  slight  modifications  we  have  been  able  to  add  to  them  to  give  us  a 
definite  and  sure  technique. 

I  am  talking  to  you  on  this  subject  from  the  clinical  standpoint  of  a  prac- 
ticing dentist  who  has  seen  used  and  has  used  amalgam,  basing  his  technique 
upon  the  work  of  the  men  afore-mentioned.  Briefly,  1  will  review  the  metallurgy 
of  the  materials  which  compose  a  high  silver  content  amalgam,  and  discuss  their 
properties,  and  the  changes  which  take  place  under  various  conditions  during 
manufacture  and  subsequent  manipulation. 

I  am  going  to  digress  here  for  a  moment  to  say  that  1  am  modifying  this 
lecture  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  laboratory  findings  instead  of  through 
screen  form  showing  of  graphs  and  charts.  I  will  go  into  the  technique  and 
show  you  where  it  will  apply.  Instead  of  working  empirically  and  upon  hearsay, 
we  work  logically  upon  a  definite  background. 

Present  day  high  silver  alloys  contain  between  65  and  74%  of  silver,  25  to 
30%  of  tin,  not  more  than  5%  of  copper  and  from  .1  to  .2%  of  zinc.  Basically, 
only  silver  and  tin  are  needed.  A  number  of  alloys  have  appeared  on  the  market 
which  have  contained  other  metals  said  to  give  them  properties  which  make 
them  superior,  but  their  efficacy  has  not  been  demonstrated,  nor  have  they 
been  shown  to  be  superior  in  any  way.  All  the  metals  used  must  be  chemically 
pure — that  is,  free  from  oxides,  sulfides  and  other  salts.  In  modern  manufac- 
turing plants,  they  are  melted,  alloyed,  poured  and  cut  in  an  inert  atmosphere 
so  as  to  produce  a  pure  material. 

Silver,  which  forms  the  bulk  of  the  alloy,  gives  the  amalgam  its  expanding 
properties.  Tin,  which  shrinks  upon  amalgamation,  balances  the  overexpansion 
of  the  silver  and  also  gives  the  amalgam  smoothness  and  plasticity.  Copper  is 
used  by  sorre  manufacturers,  to  give  the  amalgam  a  better  edge  strength  and 
be  a  non-shrinking  or  expanding  material,  but  copper  amalgams  themselves  have 
been  proven  to  shrink.  Zinc  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  alloys  to  act  mainly 
as  a  scavenger  metal  to  combine  and  to  prevent  the  formation  of  metallic  salts, 
which  contaminate  the  alloy.  It  is  said  to  impart  plasticity  and  smoothness  to 
an  amalgam.  The  presence  of  zinc  in  alloy  is  not  absolutely  necessary — in  fact, 
according  to  our  present  standards,  very  good  alloy  can  be  made  with  just  silver, 
tin  and  copper.  Zinc  is  also  used  in  the  manufacture  of  gold  alloy  as  a  scavenger 
metal.  1  think  eventually  it  will  be  eliminated  because  it  has  been  found  that 
in  zinc  content  alloys  if  any  chloride  is  added,  there  is  a  reaction  from  the  zinc 
and  gasses  form,  and  the  fillings  seem  to  walk  out  of  the  cavity.  The  amalgams 
blister  and  won't  take  a  polish.  Where  do  we  have  those  failures?  Especially 
in  children's  mouths  where  they  turn  black  and  also  in  cervical  cavities  because 
they  are  usually  filled  in  a  wet  condition.  There  is  a  seepage  into  the  cavities. 
Another  place  where  one  picks  up  chloride  is  in  palming  the  material.  If  we 
mull  material  in  our  hands  and  our  hands  are  not  absolutely  dry,  chlorides  from 
perspiration  combine  with  zinc  and  you  will  not  get  a  filling  which  will  stand 
high  polish  or  take  it  or  maintain  it.  I  will  discuss  the  various  conditions  which 
cause  fillings  to  sort  of  grow  out  of  the  cavity,  blister  and  turn  black.  You 
must  remember  that  the  presence  of  zinc  with  chloride  in  a  wet  area  will  give 
you  a  poor  filling,  one  that  will  grow,  blister  and  won't  maintain  a  polish,  so 
when  we  place  cervical  fillings,  we  do  it  under  absolutely  dry  conditions. 
Chemically  pure  mercury  is  the  ingredient  which  when  combined  with  the 
alloy  gives  us  our  amalgam.    By  chemically  pure  mercury,  I  still  say  the  U.S. P. 
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mercury  which  has  conformed  to  the  standards  set  down  by  the  United  States 
Pharmacopea  is  good  enough  to  use  and  all  other  extravagant  claims  of  the 
spectrographically  pure,  etc.,  has  no  bearing  on  the  matter,  if  the  mercury 
is  said  to  conform  and  is  marked  with  the  United  States  Pharmacopea  label. 
We  can  not  re-work  mercury  because  it  takes  up  oxides,  is  contaminated;  sulfides 
can  be  filtered  ofi"  by  passing  through  filtering  material.  If  \ou  re-work  it.  it 
takes  a  certain  amount  of  silver  and  tin  and  changes  compositions.  A  well 
condensed  amaglam  filling  contains  roughly  about  48  to  50%  mercury,  the 
balance  being  allo\'.  Mercury,  in  a  silver  amalgam  filling  has  been  proven  to  be 
completely  inert,  and  remains  so  under  all  normal  conditions  in  the  mouth. 
When  the  mercury  comes  in  contact  with  the  alloy,  the  alloy  particles  do  not 
go  into  complete  solution  with  the  mercury,  but  the  surface  of  each  particle  is 
penetrated  by  the  mercury  and  forms  a  combination  with  the  various  metals 
composing  the  alloy.  Silver  and  tin  also  form  compounds  with  one  another. 
The  chemical  analysis  and  the  chemical  reactions  which  go  to  form  materials 
have  been  very  difficult  to  ascertain  because  they  form  in  a  very  few  seconds 
after  they  are  made.  The  same  thing  is  true  of  setting  time.  Another  fact 
about  the  mulling  in  the  hands,  the  only  way  poisoning  can  occur  in  the  use  of 
amalgam  would  be  from  the  free  mercury  which  has  gotten  on  the  hands  of  the 
operator.  He  may  be  allergic  to  it. 

The  set  amalgam  looks  similar  to  concrete  upon  cross-section.  There  are 
particles  of  alloy  in  a  mercury,  silver  and  tin  solution.  Where  there  is  an  excess 
of  mercury  in  the  solution,  the  setting  or  formation  of  interlocking  metallic 
dendrites  of  crystallization  is  delayed.  When  the  excess  m.ercury  has  been 
eliminated,  crystallization  takes  place  with  an  interlocking  of  the  dendrites  formed 
during  this  process,  causing  the  material  to  form  a  cohesive  solid  mass.  It  can 
be  readily  seen  what  the  effect  of  condensation  and  elimination  of  excess 
mercury  has  upon  a  filling.  The  closer  the  particles  are  brought  together  and 
the  tighter  the  interlocking  of  the  crystals,  the  harder  and  denser  the  filling 
will  be,  up  to  a  point  of  brittleness  if  it  is  over  condensed.  If  an  excess  of 
mercury  is  left  in  the  filling,  the  physical  and  chemical  action  continues,  result- 
ing in  a  looser  bond  between  particles  and  a  resultant  chalky  filling,  which  can 
never  take  a  high  finish  or  polish.  1  have  tried  not  to  go  too  deeply  into  the 
chemistry  and  physics  of  an  amalgam  in  this  paper,  but  to  discuss  them  briefly, 
so  that  you  may  have  a  better  understanding  of  what  is  to  follc.'W.  I  can  refer 
you  to  a  number  of  books  on  metallurgy  in  which  you  can  study  the  process 
of  amalgamation  at  your  leisure. 

The  setting  time  of  an  amalgam  filling  is  controlled  by  the  amount  of  silver 
or  tin  it  contains,  and  in  some  very  high  silver  content  alloys  which  contain 
over  70%  of  silver,  a  very  rapid  setting  of  the  amalgam  can  be  pre\enled  by 
the  proper  aging  of  the  alloy.  Black  discovered  the  effects  of  aging  on  the  alloy, 
which  variable  will  be  discussed  shortly. 

There  are  certain  variables  which  if  not  controlled,  make  a  great  difference 
in  the  resultant  amaglam  filling.  The  manufacturer  has  attempted  to  control 
and  eliminate  some  of  them  as  far  as  he  can,  before  he  puts  his  product  mto 
the  hands  of  the  dentist. 

The  Bureau  of  Standards  specifications  call  for  an  expansion  of  not  more 
than  13  microns.  It  has  now  been  cut  to  8.  All  amalgams  have  an  initial  shrink- 
age the  first  few  minutes  after  they  are  amalgamated — then  they  expand.  Cer- 
tain amalgams  have  changes  going  on  continuously,  depending  upon  the  method 
of  manipulation.  The  greatest  changes  take  place  during  the  first  48  hours, 
after  which  the  changes  are  extremely  slow.  The  following  variables  have  a 
decided  effect  upon  the  volume  changes  in  an  amalgam:  first,  the  initial  formula 
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which  is  controlled  by  the  manufacturer;  second,  particle  size  which  also  is  unJer 
the  control  of  the  manufacturer  and  is  gauged  by  the  type  of  alloy  he  uses. 

It  has  been  found  that  fillings  and  shavings  taken  from  the  same  bar  of  alloy 
will  react  differently  when  amalgamated.  Black  discovered  that  freshly  cut 
filings  produced  a  filling  which  did  not  expand  nor  contract  according  to  the 
formula  of  his  alloy.  When  these  same  filings  were  placed  on  the  shelf  and 
not  used  for  several  months,  he  found  that  a  certain  amount  of  shrinkage  took 
place  upon  amalgamation.  This  variable  is  taken  into  consideration  by  manu- 
facturers who  can  artificially  or  shelf  age  their  material  to  such  a  point  that 
they  can  anticipate  a  uniform  result  when  used,  also  if  a  dentist  carries  a  stock 
of  alloy,  he  can  have  a  fair  assurance  that  further  aging  will  have  no  effect  on 
his  alloy  when  used. 

Using  the  same  bar  of  alloy,  particles  of  various  sizes  were  filed  and  sorted 
by  passing  them  through  sieves  of  different  mesh  sizes.  Using  the  same  size 
dies,  and  mixed  and  packed  under  the  same  conditions,  certain  phenomena  were 
noted.  That  is,  amalgams  made  up  on  large  particles  had  a  tendency  to  greater 
expansion,  poorer  adaptation,  made  a  coarser  filling,  and  did  not  take  a  polish 
too  well.  Right  there  1  may  interject  another  remark — in  amalgamating  your 
m.aterial,  he  sure  that  you  get  all  particles  in  when  you  first  start  to  mix.  If 
you  wait  to  the  end  of  the  mix,  you  get  coarse  particles  and  they  tend  to  come 
to  the  surface  and  you  can  never  get  a  filling  to  hold  a  polish.  It  is  like  loose 
stones  in  concrete  and  the  surface  is  always  rough.  It  will  turn  black  and  you 
will  get  discoloration.  The  small  particles  produced  a  filling  which  had  better 
adaptation,  worked  with  a  smoother  consistency,  condensed  better,  and  took  a 
higher  and  better  polish — but  had  much  less  expansion.  Fillings  made  with 
coarser  particles,  even  though  they  had  a  greater  expansion  leaked  more  under 
the  air  pressure  and  water  test  than  the  fillings  made  with  the  finer  particles 
which  had  better  adaptation.  We  can  conclude  that  a  finer  particle,  which  made 
a  tighter  filling,  in  spite  of  the  slight  contraction,  would  be  ideal  if  the  shrinkage 
could  be  overcome.  This  was  done  by  increasing  the  silver  content  of  the 
alloy  and  by  checking  the  aging.  The  finer  particle  alloy  makes  a  smoother 
working  and  a  more  easily  handled  amalgam.  Amalgam  alloys  in  the  market 
for  amalgam  work  are  coming  down  to  a  fine  almost  powdered  size.  They  take 
a  very  fine  finish  and  carve  beautifully. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  manufacturer  to  give  us  a  well  balanced, 
properly  aged,  fine-particled,  chemically  pure  alloy.  He  also  must  tell  us  his 
mercury  alloy  ratio  and  trituration  period.  From  here  on  the  fate  of  the  amal- 
gam filling  rests  in  the  hands  of  the  dentist.  It  is  clear  that  if  the  particle  size 
of  an  alloy  is  changed  by  heavy  grinding  and  long  trituration,  a  shrinking 
amalgam  will  result.  By  under  trituration  of  a  larger  particle  alloy  witli 
mercury,  an  over-expansion  will  result.  This  is  also  undesirable.  There  are 
other  variables  under  the  control  of  the  dentist,  which  are  the  packing  pressure — 
by  this  1  mean  condensation  forces — and  the  amount  of  mercury  eliminated 
from  the  completed  filling. 

Excessive   packing  pressures   have   been   proven  to  produce   shrinkage,   even 

while   they   give   us   a   better   adapted   and   denser  filling.     The   elimination   of 

mercury   beyond   a   certain   point   will    produce   a  filling   which    becomes   very 
brittle — one  of  the  causes  of  chipping. 

It  has  been  asked  why  the  proper  amount  of  mercury  necessary  for  an 
amalgam  filling  cannot  be  combined  with  the  given  amount  of  alloy  to  be  used 
in  order  to  give  us  our  balanced  amalgam.  The  difficulty  here  is  the  amount  of 
time  necessary  to  amalgamate  this  mass.  It  would  take  too  long  to  bring  the 
mercury   in   contact   with    all   the    particles.    Therefore   an   excessive   amount   of 
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mercury  is  used  in  the  initial  mix,  giving  us  a  quicker  amalgamation  and  better 
contact  between  the  mercury  and  the  alloy  particles. 

The  question  has  been  brought  up  as  to  the  removal  of  unequal  proportions 
of  silver  and  tin  when  the  excess  mercury  is  expressed.  Investigation  of  this 
point  has  definiteh-  proven  that  the  difference  in  the  amount  of  silver  and  tin 
remo\ed  from  the  amalgam  is  so  slight  that  it  has  no  appreciable  effect  upon 
the  end  result.  1  might  sa.\-  here  that  it  runs  to  about  2%  tin  and  l/107o  siher, 
but  the  result  when  squeezing  out  the  entire  mass  runs  to  2-1/10%  material  and 
has  no  appreciable  efl'ect  upon  the  filling.  It  makes  no  difference  if  an  excessive 
amount  of  mercur\-  is  used  to  amalgamate  the  mass,  so  long  as  excess  amount 
of  mercury  is  not  left  in  the  finished  filling. 

The  ideal  towards  which  we  strive  in  an  amalgam  filling  is  to  have  one  which 
has  been  well  adapted  so  as  to  be  non-leaking,  of  sullicient  hardness  to  with- 
stand the  impact  of  mastication,  of  adequate  edge  strength  to  prevent  chipping 
of  margins,  a  susceptibility  to  proper  carving,  and  the  abilitv  to  take  a  ver\- 
high  polish  to  prevent  a  rough  surface  which  is  liable  to  corrosion.  There  is  no 
alloy  on  the  market  }et  that  is  perfect  in  every  respect;  but  by  adapting  our 
amalgam  to  a  technique,  we  can  eliminate  as  many  of  the  undesirable  qualities 
•as  possible. 

We  are  all  trying  to  attain  uniform  results  in  our  amalgam  work,  but  there 
are  too  many  factors  which  can  go  wrong  if  conditions  are  not  just  right.  For 
instance,  it  is  the  end  of  the  day,  you  are  tired — possibly  rushed  a  bit — you  are 
careless  in  proportioning  your  mercury  alloy  ratio  if  a  dispenser  is  not  being 
used,  you  undermix  and  underpack  your  filling,  or  leave  a  little  excess  mercury 
in  it — any  one  of  which  factors  can  upset  the  result  which  you  are  trying  to  get 
in  the  filling.  You  get  an  overexpanding  chalky  filling  with  a  poor  edge  strength 
not  capable  of  holding  a  high  polish  and  therefore  liable  to  corrosion  and  tarnish. 

To  eliminate  some  of  the  variables,  it  has  be6n  made  possible  to  obtain 
a  uniform  result  almost  every  time  by  taking  advantage  of  and  combining  tRe 
use  of  certain  automatic  devices,  which  have  been  devised  to  proportion, 
triturate  and  pack  an  amalgam.  First,  we  decide  upon  an  alloy  which  when 
amalgamated  will  fill  some  of  the  requirements  of  the  ideal  filling  material — that 
is,  a  fine  particle,  high  silver  alloy,  balanced  as  to  setting  time  and  expansion 
by  the  manufacturers.  The  reason  for  picking  the  small  particle  sized  alloy 
has  been  stated  before — that  is,  that  it  amalgamates  more  easily,  can  be  better 
adapted  to  the  cavity  walls,  and  when  properly  packed,  carves  easily  and  is 
susceptible  of  a  high  polish. 

Dispensers  are  made  which  can  be  adjusted  to  give  us  the  proper  proportions 
of  mercury  and  alloy.  You  can  get  many  dispensers,  one  of  which  has  dispens- 
ing tops  which  are  adjustable  and  are  attached  to  individual  bottles,  though 
there  are  some  which  can  be  easily  cleaned  so  that  when  using  dispensers  you 
can  shake  up  your  bottle  and  be  sure  that  you  have  equal  distribution  and  the 
mercury  can  be  kept  chemically  pure.  Usually  it  is  the  fault  of  the  container, 
not  the  mercury,  whereby  some  of  the  mercury  is  oxidized  and  sulfadides  form. 
There  are  certain  amalgamating  machines  on  the  market,  also  various  types  of 
mortars  and  pestles  which  are  automatic  in  their  use.  They  have  been  proven 
to  be  acceptable  if  their  timing  is  watched.  After  amalgamation,  the  material  can 
be  mulled  for  30  seconds  in  a  finger  taken  from  a  surgical  rubber  glove  or  a 
finger  cot,  to  gi\e  it  the  added  plasticity  some  men  deem  necessary.  Contact 
with  the  bare  hand  may  contaminate  the  amalgam  with  perspiration,  particles 
of  skin,  and  other  foreign  matter  detrimental  to  a  good  result.  The  mulling 
is  not  absolutely  necessary.  The  mass  can  be  rolled  out  to  a  cylindrical  shape 
and  divided  into  a  number  of  portions  depending  on  the  size  of  the  cavity  to  be 
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filled,  or  portions  can  be  taken  from  it  as  needed.  Do  not  eliminate  the  mercury 
from  the  entire  mass  at  one  time  as  it  will  cause  it  to  set  prematurely.  Another 
thing,  you  pick  up  a  mass  and  rub  it  in  your  finger.  It  causes  it  to  set  more 
quickly  after  that  due  to  the  heat  of  the  hand  and  added  manipulation.  I'd 
like  to  digress  a  moment  and  discuss  some  of  the  machines  on  the  market.  We 
have  tried  them  all  from  some  which  have  been  used  for  experimental  purposes 
and  have  not  been  put  on  the  market  for  sale  to  some  which  are  on  the  market. 
There  is  the  vibrating  type  and  the  centrifugal  type.  They  have  no  timing  for 
the  different  alloys  given  or  they  may  not  have  time  devices.  Also  the  manipula- 
tions are  so  rapid  it  cuts  down  the  setting  time  terrifically,  due  to  the  quickness 
of  manipulation  and  to  the  heat  generated,  so  that  you  can  not  amalgamate  too 
large  a  mass  at  a  time.  The  amalgamation  being  so  fast  that  you  can  only  use 
it  for  smaller  masses  where  one  has  the  working  time.  Otherwise,  one  can  not 
eliminate  the  mercury.  1  still  feel  the  hand  mortar  and  pestle  type  will  give  you 
the  best  results — that  is,  where  the  pressure  mortar  and  pestle  is  used  and  mate- 
rial can  be  kept  in  a  certain  area  and  well  amalgamated.  Now,  there  is  another 
point  you  should  remember  here,  and  that  is,  in  the  mortar  and  pestle  type  of 
amalgamation,  the  amount  of  time  necessary  to  amalgamate  the  mass  will  depend 
upon  the  speed  which  you  rotate  the  pestle  and  mortar.  The  speed  usually 
works  out  to  about  240  times  a  minute,  or  4  to  a  second,  and  will  give  you  well 
amalgamated  mass  in  about  40  to  60  seconds.  It  is  better  to  slightly  under- 
amalgamate  the  mass  than  to  overmix  when,  you  are  mixing  it  because  as  you 
tamp  you  also  amalgamate  and  manipulate  the  material,  particularly  if  you  are 
using  the  condensing  apparatus  indicated.  Overamalgamation  is  even  worse 
than  a  little  underamalgamation  at  the  beginning  because  that  you  can  overcome 
in  the  packing  process.  You  can  usually  tell  in  the  mortar  and  pestle  pressure 
control  types  when  the  amalgam  starts  sticking  to  the  sides  and  it  is  difficult 
to  get  it  off,  that  it  is  overamalgamated.  If  properly  amalgamated,  mix  until 
there  are  no  free  particles  in  it  and  when  you  take  it  out  it  is  plastic  and  smooth. 
Naturally,  it  depends  upon  the  amount  you  mix  at  one  time.  Some  people 
advocate  three  minutes  for  mixing  any  type  of  amalgam  on  the  market.  The 
reason  for  that  is,  in  the  laboratories  where  the  findings  were  made  they  found 
that  by  mixing  half  an  ounce  at  a  time  it  took  three  minutes,  they  did  not 
mean  it  to  apply  to  smaller  masses,  therefore  the  time  of  mixing  depends  upon 
the  speed  of  the  operator  in  mixing.  You  can  only  tell  by  the  bulk  of  material — 
that  is,  a  variable  which  can't  be  controlled  except  with  an  automatic  device. 
There  are  drawbacks  to  them  but  they  will  be  improved  upon. 

There  are  several  methods  of  packing  a  cavity.  Some  men  advocate  stepping 
and  tamping  the  material  in.  Others,  burnishing  the  material  into  the  cavity. 
Personally,  I  cannot  see  any  difi^erence  between  stepping  or  tamping  or  burnish- 
ing, because  a  combination  of  all  is  used  when  the  material  is  being  condensed 
into  the  cavity,  due  to  the  smallness  of  the  cavity  and  the  smoothness  of  the 
instrument  and  the  slipperyness  of  the  material.  The  idea  is  to  adapt  the 
material  to  the  cavity  walls  as  tightly  as  possible  by  working  from  the  center 
to  the  periphery  and  to  leave  no  voids,  at  the  same  time  working  out  and 
bringing  the  excess  mercury  to  the  surface. 

If  hand  instruments  are  to  be  used  throughout  the  filling  process,  the  end 
result  will  depend  upon  the  strength,  freshness  and  speed  of  the  operator.  This 
is  a  variable  which  cannot  be  controlled  at  all  times,  as  has  been  explained 
before.  There  are  on  the  market  various  types  of  automatic  condensers  whose 
speed  and  force  of  blow  can  be  adjusted.  It  is  obvious  that  the  human  factor 
can  be  practically  eliminated  and  the  speed  of  the  operation  increased  by  the 
employment  of  an  instrument  of  the  aforementioned  type.  The  one  danger  in 
using  an  automatic  condenser  is  that  too  great  a  pressure  might  be  exerted 
and  too  much  mercury  eliminated,  which  would  give  rise  to  a  brittle  filling  and 
one  that  would  shrink.    This  condition,  however,  is  not  very  often  arrived  at, 
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the  tendency  being  to  leave  an  excess  rather  than  a  lack  of  mercury.  In  using 
an  automatic  condenser  of  the  HoUenback  t\pe,  the  succeeding  masses  of  amal- 
gam placed  in  the  cavity  can  be  made  slighth'  dryer  than  usual  but  not  abso- 
lutely dry,  because  the  vibratory  action  of  the  instrument  tends  to  keep  bringing 
mercury  to  the  surface,  directly  under  the  newly  placed  portion.  A  cohesive, 
uniform  filling  results.  Now,  right  here,  I'd  like  to  say  that  there  have  been 
various  techniques  shown  which  have  been  used  imperfectly.  If  you  put  too 
much  in  at  one  time,  you  will  have  a  certain  amount  of  bridging,  especiall.\-  it 
it  is  dry  amalgam,  and  also  it  traps  and  you  can't  fill  it  everywhere  at  once. 
Once  you  have  condensed  the  material  in  the  cavity,  that  has  begun  to  set 
because  the  excess  mercury  is  removed  and  the  material  starts  setting  up.  You 
can  readily  prove  that  to  yourself.  Fill  it  three  quarters  full,  break  open  the 
die  and  you  will  find  the  bottom  of  that  filling  is  as  hard  as  you  will  ever 
want,  yet  the  surface  is  so  soft  that  you  can  dig  into  it.  A  hammer  will  not 
bring  the  mercury  up  to  the  surface  but  break  the  filling. 

It  is  always  well  to  overpack  on  amalgam  filling  so  that  from  5/10  to  I 
millimeter  of  surface  material  can  be  removed  in  carving.  This  eliminates  the 
soft  unalloved  portion  of  the  amalgam  and  brings  us  down  to  a  surface  which 
can  take  and  hold  a  high  polish.  Do  not  attempt  to  finish  a  filling  by  burnish- 
ing when  soft,  as  the  softer  portions  of  the  amalgam  are  brought  to  the  top, 
leaving  a  surface  which  will  frost  and  not  retain  a  polish,  resulting  in  pitting 
and  discoloration. 

I  believe  that  by  the  use  of  various  automatic  devices  at  our  command,  a 
more  uniform  result  can  be  obtained  and  human  error  eliminated  to  a  great 
extent. 

There  are  several  other  points  I  wish  to  bring  out  concerning  the  handling 
of  amalgam.  We  must  realize  that  material  is  limited  to  its  scope.  A  great 
man\-  of  our  failures  in  the  use  of  amalgam  have  been  due  to  our  expecting 
too  much  of  it.  We  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  material  has  a  tendency  to  be 
brittle,  that  it  needs  the  support  of  tooth  structure,  that  it  is  not  adhesive.  It 
should  not  be  used  where  esthetics  are  a  factor.  It  should  not  be  used  for 
extremely  large  restorations,  because  of  its  inherent  weaknesses.  There  is 
a  galvanic  phase  which  must  be  borne  in  mind,  if  amalgam  is  to  be  used 
where  there  is  intermittent  contact  with  large  gold  restorations.  In  mouths 
which  are  highly  susceptible  to  caries  of  the  gingival  decalcifying  type,  there 
seems  to  be  something  in  the  salivo  which  tends  to  corrode  and  disintegrate 
the  surface  of  an  amalgam  restoration.  That  can  be  overcome  in  the  lollow- 
ing  manner— first,  by  fully  incorporating  all  the  particles  in  the  initial  mix; 
eliminate  hand  mulling  except  when  the  hands  are  absolutely  dry  and  for 
a  very  short  time  if  you  are  using  zinc  content  alloy;  it  is  difficult  to 
manufacture  it  without  the  use  of  zinc  because  it  acts  as  a  scavenger;  eliminate 
mulling  in  the  hands;  also  eliminate  placing  it  in  wet  areas  where  there  is 
bleeding  where  it  mixes  with  saliva;  give  a  high  polish  but  not  until  24  to  48 
hours  later,  because  within  24  to  48  hours  about  all  the  changes  that  are  going 
to  take  place  will  have  taken  place.  Any  alloy  on  the  market  that  is  accepted 
by  the  Bureau  of  Standards  and  comes  up  to  their  specifications  can  be  used, 
taking  into  consideration  the  directions  of  the  manufacturer. 

One  point  which  was  not  mentioned  before  and  which  I  would  like  to  stress 
at  this  time,  is  that  one  should  not  add  mercury  to  an  amalgam  which  has 
begun  to  set,  for  even  though  the  plasticity  may  appear  to  iia\e  been  regain  xl. 
test  fillings  have  shown  that  fully  90%  of  the  crushing  strength  of  the  material 
has  been  lost.  It  is  better  to  make  a  fresh  mix.  ^■ou  can  mix  another  batch 
and  start  there  but  do  not  ever  add  mercury  to  the  mass  in  order  to  get  a 
fresh  mixed  alloy.    It  won't  work. 
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In  carving  a  filling,  use  the  surface  of  the  tooth  and  the  cavity  margin  as  a 
guide — that  is,  carve  from  the  tooth  to  the  filling  and  be  sure  to  leave  no  over- 
hanging edges.  These  edges  subsequently  break  ofi",  leaving  the  filling  margins 
rough  and  forming  a  ditch  around  the  filling.  Another  thing— 1  haven't  gone 
into  the  cavity  approach  because  1  am  going  into  that  at  the  clinic  tomorrow. 
It  is  easier  to  show  that  graphically.  Cavity  preparation  has  a  great  deal  to 
do  with  how  the  edges  are  finished.  There  should  be  a  sharp  and  definite 
demarcation  between  the  tooth  and  the  filling. 

Polishing  should  be  delayed  at  least  one  week  for  best  results.  All  fillings 
should  be  polished  in  order  to  prevent  corrosion  and  discoloration  of  the  surface. 
In  polishing,  plug  finishing  burrs,  bristle  brushes,  felt  wheels,  or  polishing  cups 
with  wet  polishing  agents  are  used.  If  a  matrix  is  used  interproximall  shine  with 
a  finishing  strip  is  all  that  is  necessary.  Finely  divided  pumice,  hard  tripoli. 
and  tin  oxide  are  polishing  agents  that  give  good  results.  Be  careful  not  to 
generate  heat  when  polishing  as  you  will  reduce  the  crushing  strength  of  the 
alloy  and  weaken  it.  In  fact,  extreme  heat  should  be  kept  from  contact  with 
the  filling  the  first  day. 

So  far  I  have  discussed  only  the  characteristics  and  manipulation  of  amalgam. 
I  have  not  touched  on  cavity  preparation  matrices,  and  actual  instrumentation. 
This  can  be  demonstrated  clearly  at  a  table  presentation  to  follow. 

In  closing,  I  might  say  that  the  amalgam  filling,  properly  handled  and 
judiciously  used,  is  one  of  dentistry's  great  assets.  Until  the  perfect  substitute 
can  be  found,  it  remains  one  of  the  mainstays  of  our  daily  practice. 

If  there  are  any  questions,  I'd  be  glad  to  answer  them  if  they  can  be  brought 
up.   Otherwise,  the  rest  of  it  will  be  seen  in  the  clinic  tomorrow.

I  now  recognize  Dr.  A.  C.  Current,  of  Gastonia. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Current: 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society,  Dis- 
tinguished Guests:  When  we  have  a  specialist  to  appear  before  our 
meeting,  we  naturally  expect  a  special  or  superior  type  of  skill  to  be 
presented  by  such  a  person.  When  we  have  a  man  whom  we  know  to 
still  be  carrying  the  burden  of  general  practice  and  attempts  to  alleviate 
aches  and  pains  for  people  from  a  dental  standpoint,  and  yet  such  a 
one  is  sought  for  his  ability  from  the  teaching  institutions  of  the  country, 
when  he  is  called  upon  by  hospitals  and  other  institutions  to  perform 
operations  not  common  in  general  practice  and  admit  such  operations 
are  done  well,  when  he  is  a  shining  light  in  some  particular  field  in 
addition  to  carrying  the  load  of  general  practice,  we  know  and  are  glad

LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 
The  work  of  collecting  and  completing  the  files  of  the  Cosmos  has  been 
extremely  slow,  but  we  succeeded  in  completing  the  files  for  the  years  1871  to 
1876.  These  issues  having  come  in  one  bound  volume  from  Dr.  Thos.  G.  Dow 
of  Stanton,  Michigan,  who  has  aided  us  more  than  once  in  procuring  missing 
issues. 

Also  missing  copies  have  been  added  to  1885,  1806,  1SQ8  but  neither  of  these 
is  complete.  We  are  happy  to  relate  that  the  files  of  the  Journal  are  complete 
up  to  date. 

Relative  to  the  published  History  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  there 
are  numerous  mistakes  found  in  that  volume  which  should  be  corrected  now 
while  we  know  about  them.

Dr.  Fleming: 

REPORT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 

In  making  report  of  the  activities  of  this  Committee  it  is  hardly  worthwhile 
to  go  into  all  the  correspondence  connected  with  the  work  of  the  year,  because 
a  copy  of  the  report  of  our  activities  has  been  mailed  to  the  full  membership 
of  the  Society. 

However,  we  might  recount  that  a  full  report  was  made  to  the  Governor,  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  these  three  being  the  ones  who  had  requested  us  to  make  the 
examination.  Each  one  in  turn  was  complimentary  of  the  work  our  organi- 
zation had  done  and  they  all  expressed  a  hope  that  some  financial  aid  might 
come  from  the  Federal  Government  to  meet  the  requirements  of  dental  need 
as  revealed  in  the  mouths  of  these  Senior  and  Junior  high  school  boys,  especially 
of  those  who  could  not  afford  it. 

Your  Committee  had  already  suggested  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Dental  Society  that  a  fair  scale  of  fees  should  be  set  for  this  work,  the  same 
being  the  scale  as  adopted  by  the  Industrial  Commission  and  they  approved  the 
plan.  We  felt  like  this  was  as  far  as  we  could  go  in  the  matter  and  we  sug- 
gested to  the  Governor  that  probably  the  next  move  should  come  from  them 
in  seeing  that  such  funds  should  be  made  available  for  this  work.  Only  recently 
Dr.  Highsmith  of  the  Department  of  Education  has  started  something  which 
will  probably  be  successful  in  securing  such  funds  that  we  may  be  able  to  at 
least  make  a  beginning  in  this  much  needed  work. 

Some  have  argued  that  it  will  be  too  late  in  that  those  Seniors  and  Juniors 
examined  will  have  left  school  before  the  work  begins,  but  what  was  true  in  the 
spring  of  1942  is  still  true  of  the  Juniors  and  Seniors  of  today.  Their  need  is 
practically  the  same.  There  is  very  little  variation  in  the  percentage  of  those 
needing  dental  service  from  year  to  year  or  from  class  to  class.  It  takes  a 
retrospect  of  years  numbered  by  tens  and  twenties  to  see  that  there  is  a  steady  im- 
provement, due  principally  to  the  educational  program  carried  on  by  Dr.  Branch 
and  his  able  corps  of  assistants.  There  was  one  recommendation  in  our  report 
of  last  year  to  the  Governor  which  has  already  borne  fruit;  and  that  was  our 
recommendation  that  the  selling  of  candy  and  soft  drinks  in  school  cafeterias 
be  discontinued.    Acting  on  our  suggestion  much  of  that  has  been  eliminated, 
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especially  in  the  more  important  schools  and  this  too  will  show  almost  immediate 
results  in  better  mouth  conditions. 

With  this  short  report  \'Our  Committee  ends  its  activities  and  is  glad  to  turn 
the  work  over  to  the  broader  committee  on  Dental  Health  as  outlined  in  January 
Journal  of  this  year. 

As  we  understand  it  this  Committee  supercedes  the  old  Committee  and  will 
take  up  this  work  on  a  wider  program.  We  are  fortunate  in  this  State  in  having 
Dr.  E.  A.  Branch  head  this  new  Committee.  He  probably  knows  more  about 
dental  health  in  North  Carolina  than  any  other  ten  men  combined,  and  has 
already  been  our  leading  consultant  and  d.\namic  force  which  has  guided  the 
retiring  Committee.  We  are  glad  to  turn  the  work  over  to  him  and  his  enlarged 
Committtee  and  we  promise  and  pledge  him  every  help  we  can  render  in 
furthering  Dental   Health  in  North  Carolina.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  NORTH  CARO- 
LINA DENTAL  SOCIETY,  1943  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 
RALEIGH,  N.  C. 

Immediately  following  adjournment  of  the  1942  Annual  Convention  the 
Executive  Committee  met  in  joint  session  with  the  newly  installed  officers  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  an  Editor-Publisher,  deciding  the  meeting  date  for  the 
1943   Annual   Convention,   and   the   consideration   of   bills   against   the   Society. 

Dr.  Neal  Sheffield,  of  Greensboro,  was  commended  for  his  efficient  services 
and  re-elected  for  another  year.  The  next  meeting  date  was  set  for  .Mav  12th, 
13th  and  14th,  1943.  All  of  the  bills  were  approved,  and  upon  the  request  of  its 
Chairman  the  sum  of  $100.00  was  appropriated  for  the  expense  of  the  Military 
Affairs  Committee. 

On  October  26th  the  Committee  met  in  joint  session  with  the  Program  Com- 
mitte,  at  the  Carolina  Hotel,  in  the  city  of  Raleigh.  After  a  consideration  of  the 
Program  and  the  adoption  of  a  tentative  budget  the  Committee  took  under 
consideration  the  problem  of  housing  and  hotel  facilities  at  Pinehurst,  where 
the  Society  had  previously  voted  to  meet  in  1943.  The  information  presented 
to  us  at  this  time,  caused  by  the  exigencies  of  war,  convinced  us  of  the  improb- 
ability of  being  able  to  hold  our  meeting  at  Pinehurst  this  year.  Therefore, 
after  much  thought  and  due  consideration,  your  Committee  changed  the  meeting 
place  of  the  1943  Annual  Convention  from  Pinehurst  to  Greensboro,  N.  C. 
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The  next  matter  to  con^e  before  the  committee  at  this  meeting  was  that  of 
the  Hcensing  of  Dental  Hygienists  in  North  Carolina.  After  some  discussion  and 
careful  consideration  the  Committee  adopted  a  motion  authorizing  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  to  prepare  and  present  to  the  1943  Legislature,  if  in  its  judgment 
it  deemed  wise,  an  Enabling  Act  to  License  Dental  Hygienists  in  this  state. 

Upon  the  call  of  the  President,  Dr.  Paul  Fitzgerald,  the  Committee  met  in 
Raleigh  on  January  16th  and  17th  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  a  report  of  the 
National  Health  Committee  and  the  transaction  of  any  other  business  that  might 
properly  come  before  the  Executive  Committee.  Dr.  J.  Martin  Fleming,  Chair- 
man of  the  National  Health  Committee,  presented  his  report,  and  after  much 
discussion  and  due  consideration  the  Executive  Committee  adopted  the  report 
and  ordered  that  his  committee  proceed  according  to  the  plan  outlined  to  our 
committee. 

At  this  time  Dr.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  Chairman  of  the  Procurement  and  Assign- 
ment Committee,  appeared  before  our  Committee  and  requested  an  additional 
appropriation  to  take  care  of  necessary  expenses  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  his 
committee.  The  sum  of  |400.00  was  appropriated  to  be  expended  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Chairman  of  the  Procurement  and  Assignment  Committee. 

A  few  weeks  after  our  January  meeting  the  Executive  Committee  received 
information  which  definitely  indicated  the  inadvisability  of  continuing  our  plans 
to  hold  the  1943  Convention  in  Greensboro.  Activities  in  connection  with  the  war 
effort  compelled  the  hotel  management  to  express  doubt  as  to  their  ability  to 
furnish  us  accommodations.  Consequently,  for  the  second  time  since  adjourn- 
ment of  our  last  Annual  Convention  it  became  necessary  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  change  the  meeting  place.  Since  it  was  imperative  that  a  meeting  place 
be  selected  without  delay,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  proceeded  immediately 
to  contact  the  officers  of  the  Society  and  other  members  of  the  Committee  to 
ascertain  their  wishes  in  the  selection  of  a  meeting  place  for  this  meeting.  As  a 
result  of  this  poll  by  both  telephone  and  letter  Raleigh  was  selected. 

We  feel  that  we  would  be  derelict  in  our  duty  if  we  failed  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  these  many  changes  in  our  Convention  plans  placed  an 
undue  burden  of  work  upon  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  office,  but  we  are  happy  to 
report  to  you  that  Dr.  Medlin  accepted  the  responsibility  in  a  most  generous 
spirit  of  unselfish   service   and   cooperative   efl"ort   in    rearranging  our   program. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  commend  our  President,  Dr.  Paul  Fitzgerald,  for 
his  able  and  most  conscientious  efiorts  in  administering  the  afi'airs  of  the  Society 
during  the  past  year.

Dr.  Fred  Hunt  (Asheville)  : 

I  am  at  a  little  disadvantage  in  offering  this  Resolution  that  I  am 
offering,  due  to  the  fact  that  I  haven't  seen  the  report  Dr.  Edwards  is 
going  to  submit.  Another  reason  for  offering  the  Resolution  at  this

Preside?it  Fitzgerald: 

Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  amendment  and  the  motion  for  its 
approval.  Those  in  favor,  please  vote  "Aye".  Opposed  by  like  sign. 
It  is  carried. 

These  amendments  will  lie  on  the  table  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  House  of  Delegates. 

There  is  a  question  of  whether  or  not  this  amendment  will  be  made 
retroactive.   The  Secretary  will  explain  it. 
Secretary  Medlin: 

A  few  of  the  men,  very  few,  in  military  service  in  order  to  keep  life 
membership  continuous  have  paid  full  dues  and  it  seems  to  me  this 
amendment  should  be  made  retroactive.  It  will  be  a  little  trouble  in 
bookkeeping  to  refund  these  men  a  part  of  their  dues.  Even  though 
they  are  in  military  service,  they  have  paid  the  full  amount  and  it 
doesn't  seem  fair  not  to  refund  proportionate  part. 

Dr.  Eure: 

I'd  like  to  make  a  motion  in  fairness  or  justice  to  those  who  have 
paid  full  amount  to  retain  membership  that  it  be  refunded.

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  go  on 
record  as  respectfully  requesting  the  Workman's  Compensation  Com- 
mission that  a  scale  of  fees  be  adopted  by  this  Commission  in  line  with 
the  fees  paid  by  the  United  States  Government  in  their  rehabilitation 
program  of  draftees  in  the  states  of  Virginia  and  Maryland.

As  I  under- 
stand it,  we  are  not.  We  are  working  for  some  insurance  company  rep- 
resenting these  people  and  it  is  doled  out  to  us  through  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  here  in  Raleigh.

Extracting  each  tooth  after  first,  same  sitting :  1.00 

Extracting  when  chloroform  or  ether  is  demanded,  in  ad-

That  thing  is  in  my  line  mostly.  It  seems  more  in  line  with  other 
things.

1  don't  get  it.  The  medical  people  feel  the  same  way  about  it  that 
the  dentists  do.  1  don't  understand  that  thoroughly,  but  1  assume  they 
are  referring  to  possibly  a  piece  broken  off  the  process.  1  happen  to 
play  golf  with  some  of  the  surgeons  in  Charlotte  and  they  speak  of  the 
small  fees  for  a  major  job.  They  are  unhappy  about  the  fees  they  get. 
They  are  trying  to  boost  fees.  They  asked  if  the  Society  would  adopt  a 
Resolution  to  revise  the  fees  and  said  they  would  be  glad  to  fight  for 
us.  It  is  my  understanding  that  we,  as  dentists,  do  not  have  a  repre- 
sentative on  this  Board.    I  thank  you  for  the  time. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  said  the  Com- 
mission would  meet  shortly.  At  that  time  I  designated  Dr.  H.  O.  Line- 
berger  and  Dr.  Johnson  to  go  before  the  Board  with  the  problems 
before  us. 
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I  am  asking  what  you  gentlemen  wish  to  do  with  this  resolution  or 
motion  to  come  before  us  signed  by  Dr.  Ross,  Dr.  Alford,  Dr.  Current 
and  Dr.  Connell. 

Dr.  Ross: 

One  other  word — this  meeting  is  to  take  place  within  the  next  few 
weeks.  That  is  the  reason  I'd  like  to  get  it  acted  upon,  if  it  is  to  be 
acted  upon,  at  this  meeting. 

Secretary  Medlin: 

Dr.  Johnson  and  Dr.  Lineberger  have  been  appointed  to  attend  this 
meeting  for  the  dental  profession  and  they  will  be  there. 

Dr.  Minges: 

Is  there  a  motion  before  the  house?  Dr.  Ross  spoke  to  me  about 
this  matter  and  1  contacted  Dr.  Lineberger.  It  was  his  thought  that 
perhaps,  inasmuch  as  we  had  nobody  to  represent  us  and  as  this  man 
had  offered  to  stick  out  for  the  proposition,  that  this  was  the  proper 
procedure.  There  are  several  whereas's  in  this  motion  which  have  no 
material  bearing  on  the  case.  The  only  point  1  am  concerned  about  is 
this — "Therefore  be  it  resolved,  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society 
go  on  record  as  respectfully  requesting  the  Workman's  Compensation 
Commission  that  a  scale  of  fees  be  adopted  by  this  Commission  in 
line  with  the  fees  paid  by  the  United  States  Government  in  their 
rehabilitation  program  of  draftees  in  the  states  of  Virginia  and  Mary- 
land." Dr.  Lineberger  suggested  that  we  use  these  fees  as  it  would 
give  us  a  basis  upon  which  to  work.  We  all  know  that  the  fees  used 
in  Mar>iand  were  accepted  and  adopted  by  the  Government  in  their 
rehabilitation  program.  As  Dr.  Ross  brought  out,  we  are  certainly  not 
working  for  a  charitable  organization.  The  only  case  I  ever  got  mixed 
up  in  with  the  Industrial  Commission  was  unhappily  disposed  of.  In 
fact,  it  has  not  been  settled  as  yet.  Dr.  Horton  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
Industrial  Commission  practically  attempted  to  diagnose,  prescribe  and 
treat  and  name  the  fee  to  be  charged  in  this  case.  I  declined  the  work 
and  requested  that  he  send  the  patient  to  someone  else  as  I  was  not 
willing  to  allow  a  physician  to  treat  my  patients  and  name  the  charges. 
Has  there  been  a  motion  that  this  resolution  be  adopted? 

President  Fitzgerald: 
No,  Sir. 

Dr.  Minges: 

Then  this  discussion  is  improper.  I  move  it  be  adopted  and  now  it 
is  open  for  discussion. 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

I  happened  to  be  on  a  committee  that  was  appointed  by  Dr.  Dennis 
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Keel  when  he  was  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  in 
1931,  I  believe  I  was  to  go  with  Dr.  Paul  Jones  and  Dr.  J.  N.  Johnson 
to  appear  before  the  Chairman  of  the  Industrial  Commission  for  the 
purpose  of  tr\'ing  to  arrive  at  the  present  fees  which  we  have  and  in 
all  fairness  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Industrial  Commission,  who  is 
Hon.  Nat  Allen  of  Kinston — we  met  in  his  room — he  was  sick — 1  want 
to  say  that  he  was  as  fair  as  any  man  before  whom  I  have  ever  ap- 
peared. He  seemed  to  want  to  do  the  right  thing.  If  Dr.  J.  N.  Johnson 
was  here,  he  would  bear  me  out  in  saying  that  we  had  no  trouble  arriv- 
ing at  what  might  be  considered  a  fair  fee.  The  fees  at  present  are  those 
that  are  in  line  with  those  of  the  Veterans'  Bureau  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. Now  1  agree  with  Dr.  Minges  that  I  see  nothing  wrong  with 
this  Resolution.  1  would  prefer  to  see  the  references  to  Virginia  and 
Maryland  and  the  Federal  Government  left  out  of  the  Resolution  and 
that  the  President  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  meet  with  the 
Industrial  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  these  fees  and  re- 
questing a  revision  of  the  fees  if  you  feel  that  they  are  too  low,  so,  Mr. 
President,  I  second  that  motion. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Gentlemen,  the  motion  is  before  the  House,  with  a  second. 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

I'd  like  to  offer — in  order  to  get  it  before  the  House,  I'd  like  to  offer 
an  amendment  striking  out  references  to  fees  paid  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment for  draftees  in  Maryland  and  Virginia  and  leave  it  to  the 
committee  and  to  their  judgment  when  they  appear  before  the  Indus- 
trial Commission  to  bring  all  this  information  to  bear  on  the  Industrial 
Commission  as  an  argument  for  a  revision  of  fees. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Dr.  Minges,  do  you  accept  that  amendment? 

Dr.  Minges: 

I  accept  it.  1  might  say,  in  accepting  it,  I  think  it  would  be  well 
to  arm  the  committee  with  a  copy  of  these  fees  to  show  the  Industrial 
Commission  of  North  Carolina  what  the  United  States  Government 
actually  paid — in  other  words,  unofficially. 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

Assuming  that  any  committee  that  you  appoint  will  certainly  be 
far  sighted  enough  to  arm  itself  with  such  information,  we  go  on  record 
as  favoring  a  revision  of  the  fees;  then  it  is  up  to  the  committee  that 
is  appointed  to  show  efficiency  and  good  judgment  to  arm  themselves 
with  this  information  when  they  go  before  the  Industrial  Commission. 
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Dr.  J.  C.  Watkins: 

I  have  had  experience.  They  sent  me  all  that  they  would  allow  and 
let  it  rock.  They  threatened  me.  They  sent  a  check.  1  sent  it  back.  To 
make  a  long  story  short,  they  sent  me  a  check  for  |50.00  additional. 
They  gave  me  more  than  they  would  allow  and  more  than  was  in  keep- 
ing with  regular  charges. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Current: 

I'd  like  to  add  a  word  to  what  Dr.  Watkins  has  just  said.  1  may 
be  wrong  personally,  but  since  we  are  bringing  up  personal  matters — at 
the  present  time  1  don't  accept  a  case  in  v^hich  1  know  the  commission 
is  going  to  pass  on  the  fees  unless  the  insurance  company  tells  me  in 
advance  it  will  take  care  of  the  cost  as  1  tell  them  it  would  be,  because 
1  have  on  my  record  fees  charged  for  service  rendered  which  were  cut 
so  low  that  I  sent  the  checks  back  and  those  bills  are  still  unpaid  in  my 
office.  They  have  handed  us  something  that  we  shouldn't  allow  to  be 
put  over  on  us.  My  records  are  open  for  observation  of  any  one  who 
wants  to  see  them. 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

In  the  type  of  work  you  did,  were  the  fees  in  keeping  with  the  list  ot 
the  Industrial  Commission,  or  did  you  do  the  type  of  work  you  wanted 
to  do  in  regular  practice  and  charge  fees  like  those? 

Dr.  Current: 

I  will  cite  you  one  specific  instance — a  case  in  which  this  patient 
had  a  tooth  fractured.  When  it  was  pulled  it  wasn't  exposed  to  lacera- 
tion of  the  soft  tissues  either.  The  patient  came  two  or  three  times  for 
observation  and  treatment.  1  finally  restored  the  tooth  with  a  gold 
inlay,  upper  central,  three-quarter  crown,  which  1  wouldn't  have  done 
if  the  patient  had  been  willing  to  accept  my  judgment.  For  three  or 
four  visits  the  patient  made  to  the  office  and  the  gold  inlay,  three- 
quarter  crown,  and  X-ray  examination  of  this  tooth,  1  submitted  a  bill, 
1  believe,  of  1 12.00.  1  might  be  wrong.  It  might  have  been  $14.00. 
They  cut  it  to  $8.00.  1  haven't  accepted  the  check  yet  and  don't  intend 
to  accept  it.   That  is  one  particular  case. 

Dr.  Minges: 

Dr.  Current  says  the  insurance  company  will  pay  it.  1  had  a  case — 
the  only  case  I  ever  had.  1  only  took  it  as  a  war  measure.  It  was  worth 
$100.00.  He  said,  "If  you  can  get  the  Workmen's  Compensation  to 
O.  K.  it,  he  would  pay  $150.00."  Someone  took  it  up  with  Dr.  Horton, 
of  Raleigh,  and  he  said  he  would  pay  $37.00.  The  case  is  still  open. 

Dr.  Overman: 

Mr.  President,  we  are  not  represented  on  this  Commission.   I  wonder 
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if  just  physicians  have  the  say-so  as  to  what  the  fees  shall  be,  or  just 
who  is  on  that  Commission.  It  seems  to  me  if  we  are  going  to  do  dental 
work  for  them,  we  should  have  representation  the  same  as  physicians 
should  have. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

I  think,  Dr.  Overman,  you  are  entirely  right  in  your  position  there. 
However,  I  don't  know  whether  we  have  power  to  get  a  member  of 
our  profession  on  that  Board. 

Dr.  Fox: 

I  think  we  are  discussing  our  wrongs  and  troubles  with  the  Indus- 
trial Commission.   1  think  we  should  take  a  vote  on  it. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

You  have  heard  the  motion.  Those  in  favor,  please  vote  "Aye". 
Opposed,  like  sign.  Carried. 

1  will  appoint  Dr.  C.  E.  Minges,  Dr.  H.  O.  Lineberger  and  Dr.  K.  L. 
Johnson. 

Dr,  Everett  Smith: 

I  have  the  report  of  the  Ethics  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRANSACTIONS  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  STATE 
BOARD  OF  DENTAL  EXAMINERS 
JANUARY  I,  1943 
To  His  Excellency 
J,  M.  B  rough  ton, 
Governor  of  North  Carolina 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina 

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  dental  law,  1  beg  leave  to  hand  you 
herewith  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of 
Dental   Examiners  for  the  Calendar  year  of  1942. 

Four  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year. 

The  North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  met  in  a  special 
meeting  May  11,  1942  at  the  O.  Henry  Hotel,  Room  209,  Greensboro  for  the 
purpose  of  hearing  Honorable  Clyde  R.  Hoey,  informally,  in  regard  to  renewing 
the  license  of  Dr.  Ralph  C.  Flowers,  and  to  transact  any  other  business  coming 
before  the  Board  at  this  time. 

After  Mr.  Hoey  had  presented  the  case  of  Ralph  C.  Flowers,  as  he  saw  it, 
as  a  paid  attorney,  the  Board  decided  to  wait  until  June  22nd  at  its  annual 
meeting  for  the  final  decision  in  the  matter.  At  which  time  the  Board  voted 
unanimously  not  to  restore  his  license  in  the  manner  which  was  discussed  in  the 
conference  which  was  held  in  Greensboro,  N.  C,  O.  Henry  Hotel,  May  11,  1942. 

Honorable  Clyde  R.  Hoey,  attorney  for  Ralph  C.  Flowers,  was  notified  of  the 
action  of  the  Board,  the  letter  having  been  made  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  the 
annual  meeting. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Board  by  Dr.  Paul 
E.  Jones,  in  view  of  the  amount  of  work  accumulated  in  the  Secretary's  office, 
it  is  fitting  that  the  amount  paid  to  the  Secretary  and  his  assistant  be  increased. 

Upon  motion  by  Dr.  A.  C.  Current  and  seconded  by  Dr.  John  Ashby,  the 
Secretary's  salary  was  increased  to  |300.00  per  year.  The  Assistant  Secretary's 
salary  was  increased  to  $100.00  per  year,  retro-active  to  January   1,   1942. 

On  December  1st  Dr.  H.  D.  Stembridge  made  application  to  the  Board  for 
licensure  to  resume  practice  in  North  Carolina.  The  Secretary  having  investi- 
gated Dr.  Stembridge's  character,  submitted  evidence  obtained  from  various 
court  records  and  individuals,  also  from  the  Virginia  State  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners. 

On  December  29th  the  Board  voted  unanimously  not  to  renew  Dr.  Stem- 
bridge's  license.  He  was  so  notified.  On  January  6th  Dr.  Stembridge,  having 
failed  to  comply  with  the  order  to  close  his  office  and  desist  from  the  practice  of 
dentistry,  was  indicted  in  Person  County  Recorders  Court.  He  was  tried  January 
13,  1942,  entered  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere  and  received  a  sentence  as  follows: 

"Three  months  in  jail,  to  be  suspended  if  the  defendant  closes  his  oftke  in 
Roxboro,  North  Carolina  and  keeps  it  locked  at  all  times.  Defendant  must 
also  remove  all  signs  indicating  a  dental  office,  disconnect  and  dismantle  his 
dental  equipment  for  a  period  of  twelve  months,  unless  otherwise  licensed  to 
practice  dentistry  under  the  laws  in  North  Carolina.  Cost  of  court  to  be 
remitted  to  the  defendant  upon  compliance  with  the  judgment." 
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The  North  CaroHna  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  met  in  a  special 
meeting  Tuesday  night,  at  ten  o'clock  in  Room  209,  O.  Henry  Hotel,  Greensboro, 
N.  C.  to  hear  Dr.  H.  D.  Stembridge  who  demanded  to  be  heard  as  to  why  his 
license  should  not  be  renewed  in  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Stembridge  having  threatened  the  lives  of  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  the  Board,  due  precaution  was  taken  to  see  that  no  one  was  injured,  after 
which  Dr.  Stembridge  was  permitted  to  address  the  Board.  .After  Dr.  Stem- 
bridge  had  finished  his  presentation,  the  Board  decided  then  and  there  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  re-open  the  case  in  view  of  the  facts  in  the  case  as 
presented  by  Stembridge  and  the  information  submitted  b\-  the  Secretary. 

On  August  25th,  1942  Walter  Campbell,  a  negro  laboratory  technician,  was 
prosecuted  in  Cumberland  County  Recorders  Court  for  practicing  dentistry 
without  license.  He  entered  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere  and  was  sentenced  to 
jail  for  one  year,  taxed  with  the  cost  of  the  court,  the  sentence  to  jail  to  Be 
suspended  upon  payment  of  the  cost  and  provided  that  he  desist  from  the 
practice  of  dentistry  in  North  Carolina  in  any  way  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

On  account  of  an  accelerated  program  in  all  dental  schools,  made  necessary 
by  the  national  emergency,  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
voted  on  October  10,  1942  to  hold  an  examination  beginning  April  5,  1943.  This 
was  to  accommodate  all  applicants  about  to  be  inducted  into  the  armed  forces 
of  the  United  States. 

On  Tuesday,  December  20th,  one  Bill  Stewart,  a  laboratory  technician  of 
Monroe,  North  Carolina  was  prosecuted  in  Recorders  Court  of  Monroe.  De- 
fendant entered  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere,  received  the  following  judgment: 

Thirty  days  on  road;  commitment  not  to  issue  if  defendant  pays  costs  and 
does  not  violate  the  provisions  of  Chapter  66  of  the  public  laws  of  Session  1935 
for  a  period  of  one  year." 

The  North  CaroHna  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  held  its  sixty-second 
annual  meeting  at  Raleigh,  North  Carolina  beginning  June  22,  1942.  Forty-three 
applicants  having  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board  were  permitted 
to  take  the  examination. 

At  a  meeting  held  Wednesday  night,  June  24th  at  ten  o'clock,  Dr.  C.  A. 
Graham  was  elected  President  for  the  ensuing  year.  Dr.  Wilbert  Jackson  was 
re-elected  Secretary-Treasurer.  Drs.  Paul  E.  Jones  and  Wilbert  Jackson  were 
elected  delegates  to  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners.  Drs.  John 
Pharr  and  A.  C.  Current  were  elected  delegates  to  the  North  Carolina  Dental 
Society. 

A  per-diem  of  ten  days  was  voted  for  the  Raleigh  and  Greensboro  meetings. 
A  bill  of  S1S0.25  to  pay  part  expenses  of  three  members  of  the  Board  to  attend 
the  Congress  on  Dental  Education  in  Chicago  was  approved.  All  bills  in  con- 
nection with  the  examination  were  ordered  paid. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
was  held  in  Greensboro  at  the  O.  Henry  Hotel,  July  5th,  at  eleven  o'clock  in 
the  morning  for  the  purpose  of  tabulating  the  grades  of  applicants  for  dental 
licenses,  which  examination  was  given  beginning  June  22,  1942. 

The  results  of  this  tabulation  revealed  that  the  following  having  made  an 
average  of  80  or  more  had  passed  a  successful  examination  and  were  therefore 
entitled  to  licenses  to  practice  dentistry  in  North  Carolina. 
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Attached  hereto  is  the  financial  statement  as  of  January  1,  1942  to  January  1 
1943.

I  have  understood  that  Dr.  J.  D.  Gregg  is  practically  blind  and 
unable  to  work  and  possibly  it  would  be  the  best  plan  to  put  him  on 
the  inactive  list.    Do  1  hear  a  motion?

MONDAY  EVENING  SESSION 
May  3,  1943 

The  Monday  evening  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society 
was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Dr.  Paul  Fitzgerald,  of  Greenville, 
at  8:00  o'clock  in  the  Colonial  Room  of  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel,  Raleigh. 
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President  Fitigerald: 

Please  come  to  order,  gentlemen. 

In  this  evening's  session,  our  opening  lecture  happens  to  be  by  a 
man  who — unless  there  are  strangers  in  the  audience,  I  mean  decided 
strangers — needs  absolutely  no  introduction.  At  this  time  I  give  to  you 
Dr.  Wilbert  Jackson,  who  will  speak  on  "Examination  and  Licensure." 

EXAMINATION  AND  LICENSURE 

It  is  indeed  a  privilege  and  an  honor,  for  which  I  am  deeply  grateful,  to  be 
asked  to  appear  on  the  program  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  at  an 
annual  meeting  on  Monday  evening  at  8:00  o'clock  and  discuss  Examination  and 
Licensure,  as  to  history,  application  in  the  past  and  as  it  applies  today. 

In  the  beginning,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  Dr.  J.  Martin 
Fleming  for  the  History  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  so  wonderfully 
compiled  by  him.  Without  this  book  much  of  the  subject  matter  in  this  paper 
would  have  been  difficult  to  obtain.  I  commend  this  book  to  each  of  you  to 
read  and  reread  for  the  inspirations  you  may  receeive  from  its  pages  as  they 
portray  the  lives  and  sacrificial  service  of  the  individuals  who  made  the  dental 
profession  in  North  Carolina  possible,  and  laid  so  well  the  foundation  upon 
which  they  and  those  who  have  followed  have  built  the  great  profession  of 
dentistry. 

After  diligent  research  of  every  available  source,  we  have  found  nothing 
recorded  or  traditional  to  warrant  the  belief  that  dental  surgery  was  practiced  in 
North  Carolina  as  a  specialty  earlier  than  1833. 

Not  unlike  other  professions,  it  was  of  slow  growth  for  many  years,  even 
after  the  guise  of  a  profession  was  assumed  by  the  few  who  engaged  in  it. 

Among  the  earlier  practitioners  in  North  Carolina  were  to  be  found  gentlemen 
of  culture  and  refinement,  having  had  in  several  instances  educational  advantages 
sufficient  to  qualify  them  to  enter  any  of  the  learned  professions. 

As  late  as  1865  there  were  comparatively  few  dentists  in  the  state,  and  the 
catalogues  of  the  dental  colleges  show  a  small  attendance  up  to  1870.  Even  the 
number  who  placed  themselves  under  the  training  and  tutorship  of  preceptors 
were  few. 

As  the  facilities  began  to  increase  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  a  dental 
education,  which  had  been  denied  the  average  person  in  North  Carolina  since 
the  beginning  of  hostilities  between  the  North  and  South,  dentists  began  to  multi- 
ply, both  as  students  at  the  various  dental  colleges  and  of  private  instructors. 
In  a  short  while  there  were  dental  surgeons  in  every  city  or  town  of  any  note 
in  the  state,  as  well  as  itinerant  dentists  in  the  rural  districts. 

Legislation  that  would  regulate  the  practice  of  dentistry  was  inevitable,  legis- 
lation that  would  elevate  the  profession  and  protect  the  public  against  imposters 
who  would  exploit  the  people.  In  1866  there  was  introduced  in  the  General 
Assembly  of  North  Carolina  a  bill  to  be  entitled,  an  act  to  incorporate  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Association  and  for  the  establishment  of  a  Dental  Board  of 
Examiners.  Another  section  provided  that  said  Board  shall  have  power  at  any 
regular  meeting  to  rescind  any  license  by  them  granted  upon  satisfactory  proof 
to  them  that  any  dentist  so  licensed  has  been  guilty  of  grossly  immoral  or  un- 
professional conduct. 
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The  high  ideas  sought  for  the  profession  by  this  first  attempted  legislation  is 
ample  proof  that  the  leaders  in  dentistry  at  this  early  period  were  men  of 
culture  and  refinement,  as  well  as  honor  and  integrity.  The  object  of  these  men 
was  to  elevate  the  standard  of  the  profession  and  to  protect  the  public  against 
quacks  whose  chief  concern  was  exploitation  of  those  they  would  serve,  and  who 
by  their  acts  of  exploitation  have  caused  the  profession  to  be  held  in  ill  repute. 

in  1877  another  attempt  at  legislation  that  would  regulate  the  practice  of 
dentistry  was  unsuccessful. 

On  the  seventh  day  of  March,  1879,  the  first  Dental  Law  regulating  the 
practice  of  dentistry  in  North  Carolina  was  ratified.  The  title  of  this  act  was: 
"An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Practice  of  Dentistry  and  to  Protect  the  People  Against 
Quackery  in  Relation  Thereto  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  to  Provide 
Penalties  for  the  Violation  of  Same." 

This  Act  provided  for  the  election  of  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  by  the 
North  Carolina  Dental  Association  and  made  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
practice  dentistry  in  this  state  without  first  having  stood  examination  given  by 
the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  or  obtained  certificate  as  provided  for.  Any 
person  found  guilty  of  violating  this  act  shall  upon  conviction  be  fined  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

This  law  as  enacted  in  1879  was  a  great  step  forward  and  did  much  to  elevate 
the  standard  of  the  profession.  We  must  remember  that  prior  to  the  passage  of 
this  Law  in  1879  anyone  could  practice  dentistry  in  North  Carolina  without  any 
restriction  or  regulation  whatsoever.  Neither  did  this  Act  prevent  his  continuance 
in  practice,  provided  he  was  practicing  prior  to  its  ratification. 

Certain  laws  must  be  enacted  from  time  to  time  to  meet  varying  conditions. 
Accordingly,  in  1887  the  law  was  amended  to  provide  that  within  six  months 
from  the  date  this  act  takes  effect  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  who  at 
that  time  is  lawfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state  to  cause  his 
or  her  name,  residence,  date  of  diploma  or  license,  and  date  of  commencing  the 
practice  of  dentistry  to  be  registered  with  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Dental  Examiners,  authorized  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose. 

The  Amendment  as  passed  in  1887  was  intended  to  force  the  registration  of 
every  person  in  North  Carolina  who  was  legally  entitled  to  practice  dentistry: 
but  such  was  not  the  case.  It  was  a  great  help,  but  as  late  as  1916  the  Board 
was  forced  to  issue  license  to  a  man  who  had  been  rightfully  convicted  of  prac- 
ticing without  license:  but  who,  upon  presentation  of  satisfactory  evidence  that 
he  had  practiced  prior  to  1879,  should  have  his  license  issued  to  him  even  though 
he  was  only  thirteen  years  old  in  1879. 

The  first  Board  had  many  difliculties  and  were  forced  to  exercise  liberal 
judgment  in  raising  the  standard  from  a  trade  to  that  of  a  profession.  They 
could  not  immediately  say  one  must  have  a  diploma  nor  educational  requirement 
of  a  very  high  standard  when  many  of  those  coming  before  the  Board  were  from 
apprenticeships  without  college  training.  This  was  done  gradually  by  raising 
the  requirements  from  year  to  year. 

At  first  the  Board  was  very  lenient  to  those  who  had  come  from  ofllce  appren- 
ticeships without  college  training.  Later,  an  applicant  was  permitted  to  take 
the  examination  after  one  year  of  dental  college  training,  and  then,  there  was  a 
period  from  1890  to  1892  when  the  registration  of  a  diploma  from  a  dental  col- 
lege gave  an  applicant  the  right  to  practice  without  any  kind  of  an  examination. 
Until  1894,  the  examination  given  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  was  largely  oral. 
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It  was  in  1894  that  the  first  applicant  for  licensure  was  required  to  show  to 
the  Board  that  he  could  put  in  a  gold  filling,  the  late  Dr.  J.  H.  Wheeler  of 
Greensboro,  being  the  first  applicant  to  operate  before  the  Board. 

Since  1894  there  has  been  a  gradual  raising  of  educational  and  operative  re- 
quirements. It  was  not  unusual  for  applicants  for  licensure  to  come  up  for 
examination  after  they  had  completed  the  first  \ear  of  study  in  a  Dental  College. 
In  fact,  the  practice  became  so  common  until  in  1905  an  amendment  required 
all  applicants  for  licensure  to  present  a  diploma  from  a  recognized  dental  college 
before  being  permitted  to  take  the  examination  gi\en  by  the  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners. 

Manx'  dental  colleges  had  sprung  up  during  this  period,  many  whose  chief 
object  was  to  enrich  the  founders.  When  the  various  Boards  began  to  set 
standards  in  predental  education,  which  applicants  for  licensure  must  meet  before 
being  permitted  to  take  the  examination  for  licensure,  the  dental  colleges  said 
this  rule  should  not  be  enforced  too  rigidly.  At  first,  the  Board  began  by  re- 
quiring an  applicant  for  licensure  to  haN'e  at  least  a  high  school  education,  and 
later  that  it  must  be  from  an  accredited  high  school.  Again,  the  colleges  objected, 
saying  North  Carolina  had  so  few  accredited  high  schools  from  which  applicants 
could  obtain  a  high  school  education. 

The  Board  met  the  argument  by  saying  applicants  must  have  sufficient  high 
school  training  to  entitle  them  to  enter  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  that 
institution  being  a  state  college  which  enforced  the  same  rule.  So  it  became  a 
question  of  "units",  fifteen  Carnegie  units  being  the  entrance  requirement  at  the 
Universit}'  at  that  time.  For  a  time  this  seemed  satisfactory,  but  competition  for 
students  in  dental  colleges  became  so  keen  that  some  colleges  were  admitting 
students  of  doubtful  unit  qualifications.  It  was  then  that  the  Board  required  all 
applicants  for  licensure  to  present  a  transcript  of  their  entrance  qualifications  as 
presented  to  the  dental  college  on  matriculation  as  well  as  a  diploma  from  an 
approved  dental  college. 

As  a  result  of  this  requirement,  in  1938  one  applicant  for  licensure  in  North 
Carolina  was  found  to  have  forged  his  transcript  of  predental  and  dental  educa- 
tion from  at  least  three  colleges  in  the  United  States  and  had  finally  been  ad- 
mitted to  a  dental  college  in  Canada  on  a  forged  transcript,  and  would  have 
been  graduated  from  said  college  on  such  a  transcript  had  he  not  made  the  mis- 
take of  making  application  to  take  the  examination  given  by  the  North  Carolina 
State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  to  applicants  for  licensure  to  practice  in  North 
Carolina. 

As  you  have  already  recognized,  all  of  the  troubles  did  not  rest  with  those 
who  sought  license  to  practice  dentistry,  but  many  of  the  troubles  originated 
within  some  of  the  dental  colleges  which  had  sought  to  award  dental  diplomas 
as  quickly  as  possible  with  little  or  no  predental  training,  since  a  diploma  was 
all  that  had  been  required  for  licensure. 

Dental  Colleges  had  to  be  regulated,  standards  had  to  be  set  for  colleges 
to  measure  up  to.  To  accomplish  such  a  purpose  the  Dental  Educational  Council 
of  America  was  organized  in  Old  Point  Comfort,  Virginia  on  August  3rd,  19U9. 
At  that  time  Charles  B.  Bruyn  was  made  president  and  Henry  L.  Banzhof,  sec- 
retary. This  organization  did  much  to  raise  the  standard  of  Dental  Education. 
Dental  colleges  were  inspected  regularly  and  were  classified  according  to  the 
work  done  and  their  ability  to  do  their  work,  as  A,  B  or  C.  Standards  of  pre- 
dental education  were  raised.  Nearly  every  State  Board  in  the  country  depended 
upon  the  classification  and  the  standards  set  for  the  dental  colleges  by  the  Dental 
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Educational  Council  of  America.    For  obvious  reasons  the  organization  held  its 
last  meeting  July  12,  1936  in  San  Francisco,  California. 

Everyone  was  agreed  that  some  organization  must  carry  on  and  enlarge 
upon  the  work  heretofore  done  by  the  Dental  Educational  Council  of  America. 
To  meet  such  a  need  the  Council  on  Dental  Education  was  made  a  standing 
committee  of  the  American  Dental  Association,  and  as  such  is  supported  by 
the  American  Dental  Association. 

The  principal  task  immediately  before  the  Council  is  the  establishment  of 
an  approved  list  of  dental  schools.  Progress  is  being  made  to  that  end.  Twenty- 
three  of  the  thirty-eight  dental  schools  have  been  visited  officially  by  the  Com- 
mittees of  the  Council  since  the  first  of  last  October.  All  the  other  schools  will 
be  visited  by  the  first  of  July. 

The  Council  on  Dental  Education  in  Statement  of  Policy  and  Principles  and 
Preliminary  Statement  of  Criteria  covered  every  phase  of  predental  and  dental 
education,  and  the  type  of  school  which  will  be  approved  in  which  students  may 
obtain  their  predental  and  dental  education.  1  quote  from  the  preliminary  state- 
ment of  the  Council: 

"A  statement  of  the  objectives  of  an  institution  for  the  study  of  dentistry 
should  be  published  in  its  annual  announcement,  bulletins,  or  catalogues.  Pro- 
cedures for  accrediment  of  an  institution  will  include  consideration  of  the  nature 
of  its  objectives,  and  their  relation  to  its  educational  practices. 

"Education  for  dentistry  cannot  be  satisfactorily  conducted  where  the  motive 
for  financial  gain  is  associated  with  educational  procedures.  The  Council  will 
view  as  unacceptable  an  institution  for  the  study  of  dentistry  which  is  not  incor- 
porated and  functioning  on  non-profit  basis." 

This  statement  alone  if  adhered  to  by  the  Council,  and  it  will  be,  is  worth 
all  the  support  the  American  Dental  Association  ever  has  or  ever  will  give  in 
dollars  and  cents  to  this  Committee. 

"The  Council  adopts  as  a  minimum  basis  for  admission  to  an  approved  dental 
school  two  years  credit  toward  a  Baccalaureate  degree  in  a  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  accredited  by  an  agency  acceptable  to  the  Council.  The  following 
minimum  requirements  are  prescribed  by  the  Council  and  are  applicable  to 
students  admitted  to  dental  schools  beginning  with  the  1941-1942  session: 

"Biology,  6  semester  hours;  Inorganic  Chemistry,  8  semester  hours;  Organic 
Chemistry,  4  semester  hours;  Physics,  6  semester  hours;  English,  6  semester  hours; 
Electives,  30  semester  hours  or  more." 

In  1919  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  passed  a  resolu- 
tion that  beginning  with  the  June  examination  of  1928  each  applicant  for 
licensure  would  be  required  to  have  at  least  two  years  predental  college  training. 
The  Board  designating  the  subjects  that  these  two  years  should  embrace  and 
the  number  of  semester  hours. 

When  it  was  learned  that  the  Dental  Faculties  Association  would  require  two 
years  predental  college  work  beginning  with  1930,  the  Board  changed  the  resolu- 
tion to  conform  to  the  Dental  Faculties  Association  plan. 

In  1937  when  the  Dental  Educational  Council  was  no  more,  and  there  was  no 
accrediting  agency  to  which  the  Board  could  turn  for  classification  of  dental 
schools,  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  adopted  the  mini- 
mum predental  requirements  for  applicants  for  dental  licensure  in  North  Caro-

lina.  The  onl\-  difference  in  the  predental  requirements  of  \our  own  Board  and 
that  adopted  by  the  newly  created  Council  on  Dental  Education  three  years  later 
was.  the  minimum  requirement  of  the  Council  in  English  was  6  semester  hours; 
of  North  Carolina  State  Board,  12  semester  hours. 

Prior  to  1915  there  was  no  provision  made  in  the  law  for  enforcing  the  law 
as  to  illegal  practitioners  of  dentistry.  In  1905  in  High  Point,  the  North  Caro- 
lina Dental  Society  voted  to  discontinue  the  publication  of  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Society  and  use  that  money  for  the  prosecution  of  illegal  practitioners  of 
dentistry.  A  laxness  in  the  enforcement  of  the  dental  law  by  the  Constituted 
Authorities  was  probably  responsible  for  the  fact  that  the  illegal  practice  had 
grown  to  such  an  extent.  Numerous  ways  and  devices  were  used  in  an  effort  to 
practice  without  first  standing  examination  as  required  by  law.  One  was  found 
practicing  openly  claiming  to  be  operating  under  a  licensed  dentist's  name. 
Others  would  ha\e  temporary  licenses  which  were  years  out  of  date,  and  would 
proudly  display  said  license  to  the  sheriff  should  he  investigate  his  right  to 
practice.  Others  would  practice  under  some  local  political  protection  in  open 
violation  of  the  law.  A  local  lawyer  was  difficult  to  secure.  He  hesitated  to  prose- 
cute his  friend.  It  was  difficult  to  meet  such  a  situation.  We  had  no  renewal 
license  law.  That,  of  itself,  would  have  been  a  great  help,  but  we  had  no  such 
help.  It  was  at  this  time  and  under  these  circumstances  that  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  discontinued  the  publication  of  its  proceedings  and  used  the 
funds  as  a  nucleus  for  prosecuting  illegal  practitioners. 

One  man  was  put  at  the  head  of  this  work  and  he  immediately  appealed  to 
the  profession  at  large  to  report  to  him  all  cases  of  illegal  practice  and  he,  the 
prosecutor,  would  swear  out  the  warrants,  hire  the  lawyer  and  see  the  case 
through  the  courts.  Thus  the  work  was  started  and  within  a  few  years  more 
than  thirty-five  cases  were  successfully  prosecuted  and  illegal  practitioners  fined. 

Some  dentists  were  found  who  thought  they  might  hire  any  number  of  un- 
licensed men  to  work  in  the  home  office  of  a  licensed  man.  These  soon  learned 
that  only  an  Examining  Board  had  a  right  to  say  who  should  practice  at 
any  place. 

The  prosecution  of  unlicensed  practitioners  continued  under  this  plan  for 
several  years,  until  unlicensed  practice  was  no  longer  done  openly,  if  at  all. 
This  one  act  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  made  possible  the  high 
standard  that  has  been  set  by  the  profession  in  North  Carolina.  It  made  possible 
a  great  profession  m  a  great  state  whose  blessings  you  and  1  enjoy. 

The  Law  as  enacted  in  1935  gave  the  Board  of  Examiners  much  more 
authority  than  did  the  previous  Act  of  1879,  1887  and  1915.  Heretofore  the  chief 
offense  of  ail  violators  was  practicing  without  license.  The  Law  Governing  the 
Practice  of  Dentistry  and  Oral  Hygienists  as  passed  in  1935  gave  the  Board  the 
right  to  hear  and  determine  a  man's  right  to  keep  his  license  after  it  has  been 
given  him.  The  Board  has  the  power  to  rescind  the  license  of  a  dentist  who 
solicits  business  through  advertising,  working  an  unlicensed  person  or  persons. 

Dentists  who  have  been  licensed  to  practice  dentistry  in  North  Carolina  who 
shall  have  retired  from  practice  or  who  shall  have  moved  from  the  state  and 
shall  have  returned  to  the  state,  may,  upon  a  satisfactory  showing  to  the  Board 
of  his  proficiency  in  the  profession  of  dentistry  and  his  good  moral  character 
during  the  period  of  retirement,  be  granted  by  the  Board  a  license  to  resume 
the  practice  of  dentistry.  Since  1935,  five  undesirable  dentists  have  been  kept 
out  of  North  Carolina  under  this  law.  One  of  the  number  had  lived  in  another 
state  for  twenty  years,  serving  one  term  of  five  to  seven  years  in  state  prison  for 
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arson  and  one  term  of  three  to  five  years  in  federal  prison  for  violation  of  the 
Harrison  Narcotic  Act.  When  discharged  from  prison  the  last  time  his  license 
to  practice  dentistry  in  his  adopted  state  had  been  revoked.  The  natural  thing 
for  him  to  do  was  to  return  to  good  North  Carolina  since  his  license  had  not 
been  revoked  there.  When  his  application  for  license  to  resume  practice  was 
filed,  a  thorough  investigation  revealed  the  above  facts,  after  which  the  Board 
refused  to  issue  a  certificate  of  renewal  license  to  practice  dentistry.  This  char- 
acter was  by  no  means  the  worst  of  the  five  who  had  their  applications  for 
renewal  license  to  resume  practice  denied. 

These  concrete  cases  have  been  mentioned  only  to  show  to  you  that  the  law, 
under  which  your  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  operates  to  protect  the  innocent, 
unsuspecting  public  as  well  as  the  profession,  represents  the  best  thought  of 
the  best  men  in  the  profession  for  more  than  fifty  years. 

The  Law  that  governs  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  North  Carolina  did  not  just 
happen.  The  protection  against  quacks  and  would-be  dentists  that  the  innocent, 
unsuspecting  public  enjoy,  as  well  as  the  profession,  is  the  result  of  the  contri- 
butions made  by  the  stalwarts  in  the  profession;  such  as,  Dr.  V.  E.  Turner, 
whose  unselfish  service  to  the  profession  does  not  have  a  peer;  The  Drs.  Hunter, 
Dr.  D.  E.  Everette,  more  recently  our  own  Dr.  Fred  Hunt,  Martin  Fleming,  Gene 
Howie  with  many  others  whose  contributions  represent  sacrificial  giving  of  their 
money  and  time,  as  well  as  their  best  thought. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Dr.  Jackson,  on  behalf  of  the  membership,  1  wish  to  thank  you  for 
this  splendid  paper  on  "Examination  and  Licensure." 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Our  next  lecturer  has  chosen  the  same  subject — another  man  who 
needs  no  introduction  as  a  dentist  of  North  Carolina,  having  served  in 
I  think  about  every  office  that  we  can  give  him.  1  present  to  you  Dr. 
Paul  Jones.   (Applause) 

Dr.  Paul  Jones: 

It  looks  like  we  are  putting  on  a  Refresher  Course  in  Examination 
and  Licensure  here  to  you  older  boys. 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  N.  C.  Dental  Society  and  Guests: 

Dp  Jackson  has  given  you  a  clean  cut  and  intelligent  description  of  the  quali- 
fications required  to  be  eligible  for  admittance  to  the  examination  for  a  license 
to  practice  Dentistry  in  North  Carolina.  It  is  my  purpose  to  point  out  to  you 
in  a  simple  way  some  of  the  many  problems  that  arise  in  the  conduct  of  the  actual 
fact-finding  examination. 

I  am  sure  that  I  will  not  be  imparting  any  sensationally  new  information 
when  1  tell  you  that  there  is  a  continuous  efi'ort  on  the  part  of  a  vast  number 
of  more  or  less  unsuccessful  dentists  of  questionable  ethical  standards,  certainly 
not  in  keeping  with  the  high  standards  we  hope  to  maintain  here  in  North  Caro- 
lina, seeking  to  gain  a  license  to  practice  in  our  midst  and  who  have  no  interest 
in  the  development  and  advancement  of  dentistry  as  a  profession  nor  the  welfare, 
health,  and  well-being  of  those  whom  they  seek  to  serve.  1  have  always  felt, 
and  experience  has  confirmed,  that  a  dental  examiner  has  many  more  serious 
problems  to  confront  him  than  just  conducting  the  examination  for  licensure.

We  all  are  anxious  to  have  good  men  come  to  North  Carolina  and  our 
standards  of  today,  as  Dr.  Jackson  has  just  related  to  you,  are  of  such  a  high 
quality  as  to  attract  the  best  men;  and  it  is  the  aim  of  our  board  to  keep  the 
standard  of  North  Carolina  abreast  of  all  advancement  as  time  goes  on.  May  I 
express  the  hope  and  pra.\er  here  that  we  will  never  have  a  board  in  North  Caro- 
lina that  will  let  down  the  bars,  so  to  speak,  and  allow  our  State  to  become 
a  dumping  ground  or  haven  of  retreat  for  these  undesirable  practitioners  from 
other  areas. 

I  must  saj'  at  the  outset  that  1  am  impressed  very  favorably  with  the  very 
fine  work,  the  sincere  and  honest  approach  to  their  responsibilities  by  our  boards 
of  the  past.  We  have  always  had  the  very  best  Boards  to  be  found  in  any  state. 
1  have  not  known  of  any  professional  bodies  who  have  been  more  keenly  alert 
to  their  problems,  nor  any  who  searched  for  solution  with  more  energy  or  open- 
mindedness.    Let's  keep  it  that  way. 

Now  for  clarification:  Let  us  say  that  our  examination  will  consist  of  Part 
one  and  Part  two.  Part  one  being  the  theoretical,  and  Part  two  being  the  prac- 
tical. In  this  discussion,  I  shall  talk  principally  about  Part  one,  or  the  theoretical, 
as  the  problem  of  measurement  and  evaluation  in  Part  one  is  so  much  more 
difTicult  than  in  Part  two  (or  the  practical).  It  is  accepted  that  the  educational 
objective  of  the  dental  student  is  preparation  for  clinical  practice,  and  the  objec- 
tive for  the  qualifying  examination  is  to  determine  his  fitness  after  graduation 
for  such  clinical  practice.  It  is  questionable  whether  a  few  or  man}'  written 
examinations  and  a  few  technic  exercises  with  or  without  correlation  are  a 
sufficient  program  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  examiners  objective. 

Our  vocational  educators  have  recognized  that  the  written  examination  is  a 
very  inefficient  method  of  measuring  the  knowledge  accumulated  by  a  student  in 
a  given  course.  Its  best  service  is  probably  an  educational  disciplinary  weapon. 
Our  teachers  of  the  clinical  phases  of  Dentistry  have  also  learned  that  the  unit 
or  point  system  of  evaluating  a  student's  clinical  efforts  on  the  basis  of  indi\'idual 
operations  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Many  have  abandoned  this  method  on  the 
experience  that  under  such  a  program  a  student  may  learn  to  execute  individual 
technical  procedure  well  without  developing  the  proper  perspective  of  dental  care 
involving  clinical  judgment,  diagnostic  skill,  and  the  ability  to  plan  an  adequate 
program  of  dental  care  for  a  given  patient.  It  is  our  objective,  then,  as  examiners 
to  delve  into  the  mental  resources  of  the  applicant  as  far  as  possible  to  determine 
his  fitness  to  practice  Dentistry  by  testing  him  in  actual  practice,  and  at  the  same 
time  gain  the  opportunity  to  evaluate  his  knowledge  of  the  theoretical  back- 
ground of  Denistry  in  all  of  its  phases — clinical  and  pre-clinical  which  is  neces- 
sarily an  admitted  attribute  to  a  successful  dental  practice. 

The  conduct  of  the  qualifying  examination  demands  careful  planning  and 
considerable  thought.  By  this  I  mean  that  the  examiners  themsehes  must  devote 
much  time  and  study  to  prepare  adequately  for  the  role  they  are  to  play  in  the 
procedure  immediately  to  follow. 

The  most  important  quality  to  be  sought  in  any  examination  is  validity;  that 
is,  it  must  actually  measure  what  it  claims  to  measure.  An  examination  which  is 
valid  for  one  purpose  may  be  entirely  useless  for  another.  All  tests  are 
tools.  Like  all  other  tools,  some  are  suitable  for  one  use  and  others  for  different 
uses.  A  screw  driver  may  be  a  fine  tool  in  its  place  but  is  hardly  suitable  for 
removing  a  tooth.  The  first  question,  therefore  for  the  examiner  to  consider 
should  be  directed  to  himself;  what  is  the  purpose  of  this  examination?  Just  what 
am  1  trying  to  find  out  anyway?    What  type  of  question  will  get  at  this  thing

best?  The  objectives  of  Dental  education  and  of  Dental  licensure  are  funda- 
mentally the  same:  Namely,  to  insure  that  the  public  has  available  an  adequate 
supply  of  competent  dental  practitioners.  But  this  is  of  little  help  to  the  dental 
examiner.  The  common  objective  must  be  broken  down  into  more  specific  factors. 
For  example,  what  is  a  reasonable  standard  to  set  up  for  the  young  dentist  just 
entering  the  profession?  It  may  be  stated  that  the  applicant  for  admission  to 
dentistry  should  know  in  a  given  situation  what  is  the  right  thing  to  do,  why 
it  is  the  right  thing  to  do,  and  how  to  do  it  well.  In  other  words,  the  dentist 
must  not  only  have  a  well  digested  fund  of  professional  knowledge  upon  which 
to  draw;  he  must  also  possess  good  judgment,  and  he  must  have  acquired  a  variety 
of  skills.  The  primary  purpose  of  the  dental  examination  is  to  determine  the 
degree  to  which  these  and  other  objectives  have  been  achieved.  What  1  should 
like  to  emphasize  is  that  the  specific  examination  techniques  must  be  suited  to 
the  objective  to  be  measured  just  as  the  appropriate  medical  treatment  depends 
upon  the  disease. 

Knowledge  and  skill  are  not  measured  in  the  same  way.  Knowledge  may  be 
measured  by  paper  and  pencil  examinations  of  a  variety  of  types:  but  as  a  rule 
skill  can  be  determined  only  by  observing  the  worker  actually  on  the  job  or, 
at  least,  by  judging  the  merits  of  the  finished  product. 

For  instance,  suppose  we  wish  to  measure  the  applicant's  proficiency  in  oper- 
ative dentistry  or  prosthetic  dentistry.  I  sincerely  doubt  that  any  paper  and 
pencil  test  is  ever  going  to  be  fully  adequate  in  either  of  these  subjects.  The 
candidate,  for  example,  might  be  able  to  recognize  or  reproduce  the  text  book 
description  of  a  disease  without  being  able  to  recognize  the  disease  itself  or 
condition  in  the  patient's  mouth.  It  is  even  more  likely  that  he  might  recognize 
the  condition  and  still  not  possess  the  skill  needed  to  do  the  job  required.  It 
is  for  this  reason  that  a  part  of  the  examination,  at  least,  must  present  the  ap- 
plicant with  specific,  concrete  situations  in  order  to  discover  whether  or  not  he 
possesses  the  requisite  skills.  And  here  is  where  the  ticklish  problem  arises.  Not 
only  must  the  examination  be  valid  for  the  purpose  used,  it  must  also  not  con- 
sume too  much  of  the  examiner's  time  and  energy.  In  other  words,  a  testing 
technique  must  be  practical  and  usable,  as  well  as  valid.  The  solution  of  this 
probably  is  to  be  found  in  a  combination  type  of  examination  which  will  utilize 
two  or  more  kinds  of  theory  questions  together  with  the  practical  clinical  situ- 
ation. Just  here  is  where  the  objective  type  of  examinations  becomes  worthy  of 
serious  consideration.  It  economizes  time  and  enables  the  examiner  to  cover  a 
lot  of  territory  in  the  time  available. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  much  discussion  as  to  the  relative  merits  of 
the  essay  and  of  the  objective  examination.  The  fact  is  that  each  has  its  dis- 
tinctive merits  and  its  limitations.  The  essay  examination  has  one  outstanding 
weakness:  Marking  the  papers  is  laborious  and  highly  subjective.  But  this  does 
not  mean  that  the  essay  examination  must  be  abandoned  by  any  means.  If  only 
part  of  the  examination  is  the  essay  type,  the  examiner  can  afford  to  take  the 
time  necessary  to  set  up  adequate  rules  and  procedures  for  evaluating  the 
answer,  and  to  give  more  time  to  actual  marking  of  papers  than  usually  devoted 
to  it.  When  used  with  sufficient  skill  and  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  best 
adapted,  the  essay  test  is  very  useful.  For  example,  it  does  a  better  job  than 
the  objective  examination  in  measuring  whether  or  not  the  applicant  has  his 
knowledge  in  organized  form  and  whether  he  can  relate  it  effectively  to  a  specific 
problem.  On  the  other  hand,  the  objective  test  has  two  outstanding  merits;  In 
the  first  place,  it  affords  a  far  more  extensive  sampling  of  the  applicant's  knowl- 
edge in  the  time  available  and  in  the  second  place,  the  marking  of  the  papers  is 
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both  rapid  and  entirel>'  objective.  Objective  tests  unless  prepared  with  great 
care  and  skill,  may  measure  only  the  applicant's  memory  rather  than  his  knowl- 
edge in  a  given  subject.  In  Dentistry,  memory  for  isolated  iacts  or  bits  of 
knowledge  is  much  less  important  than  the  ability  to  evaluate  and  intelligently 
apply  whatever  knowledge  the  applicant  possesses. 

It  is  necessary  to  recognize  that  while  the  primarj-  purpose  of  the  State  Board 
Examination  is  to  measure  as  accurately  as  possible  the  candidate's  proficiency 
at  the  time  of  his  admission  into  Dentistry,  the  examination  has  an  important 
secondary  function.  This  function,  whether  deliberate  or  otherwise,  is  to  influence 
the  content  of  the  candidate's  previous  education.  We  know  that  a  candidate 
will  point  for  the  examination,  and  that  therefore,  he  will  tend  to  study  in 
school  and  out  what  he  expects  to  be  in  the  examination:  The  implication  of 
this  is  very  clear.  If  certain  dental  procedures  are  becoming  less  important  than 
they  used  to  be,  one  of  the  quickest  ways  of  eliminating  them  is  to  omit  them 
from  the  State  Board  Examination  for  a  few  years.  On  the  other  hand,  if  cer- 
tain other  procedures  are  deemed  increasingly  important,  such  as  radiography 
or  Children's  Dentistry.  One  of  the  surest  ways  to  increase  the  emphasis  on  these 
things  in  the  candidate's  preparation  is  to  give  more  attention  to  them  on  the 
State  Board  Examination. 

Second  Principle:  Word  the  questions  so  that  the  Content  rather  the  form  de- 
termines the  answer. 

This  principle  is  often  violated  in  several  ways,  in  the  first  place,  the  wording 
of  a  question  may  give  a  strong  clue  to  the  answer.  These  answer  clues  are  called 
"specific  determiners."  in  such  cases  the  test  measures  the  student's  understanding 
of  the  English  language  rather  than  his  knowledge  of  Dentistry.  The  true  and 
false  test  is  especially  liable  to  this  error.  It  has  been  experimentally  determined, 
as  might  be  expected,  that  strongly  worded  statements  are  much  more  likely  to 
be  false  than  true.  As  an  example,  statements  containing  such  words  as  always, 
all,  none,  never  and  the  like  are  much  more  likely  to  be  false  than  true.  It  may 
be  questioned  whether  on  a  dental  examination  one  would  be  justified  in  marking 
as  true  the  statement.  "The  Doctor  should  never  choke  the  patient."  There  are 
exceptions  to  most  rules,  you  know;  It  has  also  been  found  that  mildly  worded 
statements,  or  statements  with  qualifications  are  much  more  likely  to  be  true 
than  false.  Examples  of  such  tell-tale  words  are  some,  sometimes,  can,  and  may. 
You  have  heard  the  statement,  "Anything  may  happen  and  often  does."  In  dental 
examinations  usually  all  that  is  required  is  a  little  common  sense  and  some 
knowledge  of  non-technical  phraseology.  For  example,  this  question  to  be  marked 
true  or  false,  was  used  a  year  or  so  ago;  "Gauze,  to  be  used  for  drainage,  should 
be  packed  rather  firmly  in  the  wound."  One  would  not  need  to  be  a  profound 
student  of  Dentistry  to  know  that  the  ideas  "drainage"  and  "firmly  packed"  are 
contradictory.  The  statement  is  false  on  the  face  of  it.  Let  me  illustrate  by  giving 
you  a  multiple-choice  question  that  afl'ords  an  unwarranted  clue,  and  one  that 
should  prove  easy  to  any  careful  reader  whether  trained  in  Dentistry  or  not. 
"A  patient  with  an  abnormal  enlargement  or  overgrowth  of  the  gingival  tissue 
causes  a  condition  known  as  -  (A)  Pyorrhea,  (B)  Vincent  angina,  (C)  Stomatitis, 
(D)  Hypertrophic  gingivitis."  Here,  two  clues  are  afforded  the  applicant,  neither 
of  which  depends  on  his  knowledge  of  dentistry.  The  word  gingival  would  natural- 
ly suggest  gingivitis  in  the  answer,  even  if  the  prefix  "hyper"  in  "hypertrophic" 
were  not  synonymous  with  "over"  in  "overgrowth,"  used  in  the  statement.  '" 
fact,  the  less  the  applicant  knows  about  the  finer  distinctions  among  the  four 
terms,  the  more  he  is  likely  to  use  a  superficial  linguistic  clue,  which  in  this  case 
leads  to  the  correct  answer. 
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Questions  containing  vague  or  indefinite  language  are  likely  to  leave  the  dis- 
criminating student  in  doubt  as  to  the  meaning  intended.  Surprisingly  enough, 
the  less  discriminating  applicant  seems  not  to  be  bothered  at  all.  Such  vague 
words  as  few,  much,  many,  and  several  should  be  avoided  whenever  possible 
so  that  the  content  of  the  question  rather  than  the  form,  determines  the  answer. 
The  language  of  the  question  should  neither  give  the  point  away,  nor  make  the 
meaning  needlessly  vague  or  obscure.  It  should  neither  provide  clues  which  are 
too  obvious  to  the  candidate,  nor  impose  unreasonable  linguistic  obstacles  in 
his  path. 

Third  Principle:  Prepare  the  Examination  in  preliminary  form  and  later  subject 
it  to  a  critical  revision. 

Good  examinations  do  not  just  happen.  They  are  rarely  the  result  of  a  few 
moments  of  high  inspiration.  On  the  contrary  they  represent  careful  time  con- 
suming, deliberate  thinking.  One  is  reminded  of  Edison's  definition  of  a  genius  as 
being,  "one  per  cent  inspiration  and  ninety-nine  per  cent  perspiration." 

A  careful  reading  of  an  examination  after  an  interval  of  time  will  usually 
reveal  some  objectionable  item,  that  you  will  want  to  remove.  One  of  the  best 
ways  to  avoid  the  use  of  questions  which  may  involve  points  which  are  considered 
controversial,  obsolete  or  of  doubtful  importance,  is  to  submit  the  proposed 
examination  to  a  critical  reading  by  an  associate  examiner.  Special  care  must 
be  given  to  the  wording  of  the  item  so  as  to  avoid  unwarranted  clues  or  ambiguity 
of  interpretation. 

A  teacher  of  Ancient  History  asked  this  question:  "Name  two  Ancient  sports." 
He  naturally  expected  such  answers  as  wrestling,  long  distance  running,  discus 
throwing,  and  the  like,  and  he  was  wholly  unprepared  for  one  answer  he  received, 
namely,  "Two  of  the  greatest  sports  1  ever  heard  in  ancient  times  were  Anthony 
and  Cleopatra."  There  is  no  accounting  for  the  ingenuity  of  applicants  in  mis- 
interpreting an  examination  question;  only  the  most  critical  scrutiny  by  two  or 
more  members  of  a  board  will  reveal  the  loopholes  through  which  a  resourceful 
candidate  may  find  an  avenue  of  escape.  You  can  use  your  best  skill  in  preparing 
an  examination,  but  the  constructive  criticism  of  a  fellow  examiner  will  improve 
its  valid  quality  a  great  deal. 

Now  to  summarize  in  as  few  words  as  possible  what  I  have  endeavored  to 
convey  to  you  about  the  problem  of  examination  procedure.  First  in  constructing 
an  examination,  choose  a  form  of  test  which  is  most  appropriate  for  the  purpose 
it  is  to  serve,  and  as  an  examiner  you  will  usually  wish  to  measure  more  than 
one  type  of  objective,  and  will  need  to  employ  more  than  one  type  of  test 
questions.  The  clinical  test  will  afford  the  most  direct  approach  to  the  measure- 
ment of  skill  in  diagnosis  and  treatment.  A  skillful  combination  of  multiple-choice 
and  essay  questions,  will  most  likely  provide  as  satisfactory  a  measure  as  any 
of  the  applicant's  discrimination,  sound  judgment,  and  general  command  of  the 
essential  background  of  Dental  Theory. 

Second:  The  question  must  be  worded  so  that  the  content  and  not  the  form 
determines  the  answer,  being  sure  that  the  wording  of  the  question,  reveals  no 
clue,  as  to  the  answer  expected,  and  no  doubt  as  to  the  meaning  intended,  as  we 
are  testing  the  student's  understanding  of  dentistry  rather  than  his  knowledge  of 
the  English  language. 

Third:  An  examiner  must  prepare  his  examination  in  preliminary  form,  and 
subject  it  to  a  very  rigid  revision  after  more  careful  analysis  as  to  value  and 
validity,  as  well  as  seek  the  counsel  and  collaboration  of  a  fellow  examiner.     It

may  interest  you  to  know  that  all  questions  on  all  subjects  used  by  your  board 
are  approved  after  discussion  by  \our  board  as  a  whole.  1  am  convinced  that  every 
board  man  of  experience  is  fully  cognizant  of  the  fact,  that  the  mere  answering 
in  words  of  any  question  does  not  mean  a  full  knowledge  of  the  subject.  In  view 
of  this  fact  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  completeness  of  the  fundamentals 
of  dentistry  in  the  licensure  examination.  As  I  view  it  we  are  more  concerned 
from  the  standpoint  of  whether  or  not  the  applicant  can  execute  enough  of  the 
Basic  principles,  to  be  entrusted  with  the  public  welfare  of  patients.

Our  results  could  not 
have  been  possible  had  it  not  been  for  the  splendid  and  patriotic  cooperation 
given  us  by  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society,  the 
Officers  and  Members  of  the  Old  North  State  Medical,  Dental  and  Pharmeceutical 
Association  (negro),  the  State  and  National  Selective  Service  Headquarters,  and 
the  Local  Draft  Boards.  To  all  these,  your  Committee  wishes  to  express  its 
sincere  thanks  and  appreciation. 

DIRECTORY   BOARD— PROCUREMENT  &  ASSIGNMENT  SERVICE 
CORPS  AREA  CHAIRMAN 

The  State  Chairman's  office  has  at  all  times  had  prompt  and  courteous 
treatment  from  the  office  of  the  Directing  Board,  Procurement  and  Assign- 
ment Service.  Especially  do  we  wish  to  mention  Dr.  Frank  H.  Lahey,  Dr.  C. 
Willard  Camalier  and  Executive  officers,  Lt.  Colonel  Sam  F.  Seeley  and  Com- 
mander M.  E.  Lapham,  Corps  Area  Chairman  Dr.  Edgar  H.  Green  and  Dr. 
Oren  Oliver. 

WAR  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

The  War  Service  Committee,  of  the  American  Dental  Association,  through 
its  Washington  and  Chicago  offices,  has  kept  your  Committee  informed  regard- 
ing transactions  in  Washington  and  in  the  Centra!  Office.  Dr.  Camalier,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  represents  dentistry  on  the  Procurement  and 
Assignment  Service  Directive  Board. 

Your  State  Chairman  has  been  privileged  to  serve  on  the  War  Service  Com- 
mittee for  several  years  and  has  thereby  been  greatly  aided  in  carrying  on  the 
work  in  North  Carolina. 

NATIONAL  SELECTIVE  SERVICE  HEADQUARTERS 

On  October  27,  1942,  Captain  C.  Raymond  Wells,  of  General  Hershey's  office 
of  Selective  Service,  visited  our  state  and  addressed  the  Fourth  District  Dental 
Society.  Dentists  from  all  parts  of  our  state  were  present.  His  message  did 
much  to  clarify  many  of  our  problems. 
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Captain  Wells  visited  the  State  Headquarters  of  Selective  Service  and  par- 
ticipated in  our  Navy  Day  celebration,  all  of  which  strengthened  the  position 
of  Procurement  and  Assignment  in  this  state. 

THE  SURGEON  GENERAL'S  OFFICE 

The  Surgeon  General's  office  of  the  Army,  Navy,  and  United  States  Public 
Health  have  all,  on  several  occasions,  helped  us  in  rendering  to  the  Armed  Forces, 
the  civilians,  and  the  dentists  of  North  Carolina  the  service  for  which  the  Pro- 
curement and  Assignment  Service  was  inaugurated. 

STATE  SELECTIVE  SERVICE  HEADQUARTERS 

The  State  Committee  of  the  Procurement  and  Assignment  Service  has  en- 
joyed a  very  close  and  pleasant  relationship  with  the  State  Headquarters  of 
Selective  Service.  Our  local  committeemen  have  found  local  draft  hoards  most 
considerate.  In  many  counties  the  local  boards  have  asked  that  their  dentists 
be  classified  as  essential.  This  course  was  usually  followed  until  other  dentists 
could  be  transferred  to  that  section. 

REHABILITATION 

Most  of  our  dentists  were  made  available  and  many  filled  out  form  No.  231, 
stating  that  they  would  aid  in  correcting  dental  defects  in  rejected  draftees. 
This  program  did  not  materialize  in  North  Carolina.  The  Authorities  decided 
to  draft  men  with  dental  defects  and  to  make  corrections  after  their  induction. 

THE  STATE  SET-UP 

In  our  report  last  year  we  gave  our  State  set-up  and,  in  the  main,  our  pro- 
cedure has  remained  unchanged.  However,  in  order  that  you  might  have  a 
more  comprehensive  picture  of  those  most  important  operations,  we  would  like 
to  again  review  for  you  a  few  of  our  problems. 

ROLE  OF  DENTISTS 

One  of  the  results  of  this  all  out  war  activity,  by  the  members  of  the  Dental 
Profession,  is  certain  to  produce  a  more  accurate  roll  of  dentists  in  this  coun- 
try. In  North  Carolina  the  roll  as  carried  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners  was  found  to  be  accurate  as  to  the  name  and  address,  but 
for  other  detailed  information  we  had  to  turn  to  the  various  dental  societies 
and  to  the  individual  dentist. 

STATE  CHAIRMAN'S  OFFICE  SET-UP 

A  master  card  file  was  set  up  in  the  Central  Office.  On  the  individual  den- 
tist's card  is  carried  his  full  name,  address,  and  age  when  first  licensed.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  all  pertinent  information,  when  received,  is  added  to 
card,  such  as:  when  cleared  by  the  Procurement  and  Assignment  Service,  when 
commissioned,  and  when  ordered  into  service,  with  rank  and  station  to  which 
assigned.   This  information  is  being  constantly  added  to  and  kept  up  to  date. 

ESSENTIALS  AND  AVAILABLES 
A   second   card    index   roll    is   broken    down    into   two    files,    Availables    and 
Essentials. 

The  Availables  and  Essentials  are  broken  down  into  counties  and  are  not 
carried  in  alphabetical  order,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Master  File. 

In  the  original  Available  file  was  placed  all  Dentists  under  45  years  of  age. 

In  the  Essential  file  are  placed: 
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I — All   Dentists  over  4^   years   of  age. 

2 — All  women  Dentists. 

3 — Dentists  known  to  be  physically  unfit. 

In  a  Third  File  is  carried  all  Dentists  in  the  Armed  Forces. 

A  large  map  of  North  Carolina,  giving  the  counties,  is  posted  in  the  Central 
Office  and  carries  the  following  information : 
1— Population,  1940. 

2 — Number  of  licensed  Dentists  giving  the  county  as  their  home. 
3 — Number  of  Essentials. 
4 — Number  of  Availables. 
5 — Number  of  negro  dentists. 
6 — Number  now  in  Service. 

(.A.I1  the  above  information  is  pinned  into  place  and  can  be  easily  changed  so 
that  the  map  may  be  kept  up  to  date.) 

DISTRICT  CHAIRMAN'S  OFFICE 
The  Fi\e  District  Chairmen  carry  in   their  office   a   complete  file  of  every 
dentist  in  their  District.    Any  and  all  cases  in  question  are  now  checked  through 
both  offices  before  final  decisions  are  made. 

On  June  22,  1942,  the  following  letter  was  sent  out  to  all  Dentists  in  North 
Carolina  under  forty-five  years  of  age: 

THE  AMERICAN  DENTAL  ASSOCIATION  AND 
PROCUREMENT  AND  ASSIGNMENT   QUESTIONNAIRES 
One  of  our  first  objectives  was  to  get  the  dentists  of  North  Carolina  to  fill 
out  and  return  the  A.  D.  A.  and  Procurement  and  Assignment  questionnaires. 

All  State  and  District  Society  officers  cooperated  in  a  fine  way  with  the 
committee  and  our  returns  were  very  encouraging. 

The  A.  D.  A.  War  Service  Committee  reported  the  following  concerning 
North  Carolina: 

91.99  per  cent  of  Dentists  returned  A.  D.  A.  questionnaires. 

44.31  per  cent  of  Dentists  are  over  45  years  of  age. 

20.81  per  cent  of  Dentists  are  37-44  years  of  age. 

20.70  per  cent  of  Dentists  are  under  37  years  of  age. 

889  was  total  number  of  North  Carolina  Dentists  used  in  tabulation.

The  Surgeon  General,  U.  S.  Army,  has  announced  that  all  dentists  up  to 
and  including  the  age  of  thirty-seven,  regardless  of  their  classification  by  Selec- 
tive Service,  may  make  application  for  commission  in  the  grade  of  first  lieu- 
tenant. Dental  Corps,  Army  of  the  United  States. 

This  office  has  been  furnished  with  availability  clearance  forms,  and  deals 
directly  with  the  Medical  Department  Recruiting  Board  at  Fort  Bragg.  The 
Recruiting  Board  at  Fort  Bragg  has  the  authority  to  initiate  the  application 
blank,  procure  the  physical  examination,  make  final  decision  and  commission 
outright  those  who  are  available  and  qualified. 
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The  telegram  from  Lt.  Colonel  Seeley,  Executive  Officer,  Procurement  and 
Assignment  Service,  Washington,   D.  C,  is  self-explanatory: 

"USE  EVERY  MEANS  TO  PUBLICIZE  BY  SCIENTIFIC  OR  LAY 
PRESS  IMMEDIATE  NEED  FOR  SEVERAL  THOUSAND  DENTISTS 
UNDER  THE  AGE  OF  38  FOR  IMMEDIATE  DUTY  IN  THE  DENTAL 
CORPS  OF  THE  ARMY.  THOSE  OVER  38  WHO  ARE  IN  CLASS  1-A  SE- 
LECTIVE SERVICE  SHOULD  ALSO  APPLY.  INSTRUCT  THEM  TO 
CONTACT  THEIR  STATE  CHAIRMAN  PROCUREMENT  AND  ASSIGN- 
MENT IMMEDIATELY  WHO  WILL  CAUSE  THEIR  NAMES  TO  BE 
PLACED  BEFORE  ARMY  RECRUITING  BOARDS  IN  EVERY  STATE. 
ALL  IN  THE  ABOVE  AGE  GROUP  WHO  HAVE  INDICATED  ARMY 
FIRST  CHOICE  ON  ENROLLMENT  FORM  ARE  HEREBY  OFFICIALLY 
ASKED  TO  APPLY  FOR  COMMISSIONS." 

Please  note  the  latter  part  of  the  telegram  wherein  Colonel  Seeley  states 
that  this  is  the  ofTicial  call  to  all  those  men  who  indicated  that  service  in  the 
Army  was  their  first  choice.

WAR  MANPOWER  COMMISSION   DIRECTIVE 

On  September  30th  the  War  Manpower  Commission  issued  a  directive: 

Subject:  Order  of  Selection  of  Dentists  for  Service  in  the  Army  of  the 
United  States. 

This  directive  placed  all  dentists  in  one  of  the  following  Dependency  Cate- 
gories : 

1 — Single — without  dependents. 
2 — Single — with  dependents. 
3 — Married. 
4 — Married — with  children. 

The  instructions  to  all  State  Chairmen  that  "State  Chairmen  should  attempt 
to  arrange  their  lists  of  available  dentists  in  these  various  dependency  cate- 
gories so  that  they  may  anticipate  those  most  apt  to  be  placed  next  in  Class  1-A." 

In  order  to  get  the  above  information  it  was  necessary  to  issue  a  question- 
naire to  all  dentists  in  North  Carolina.  (A  copy  of  which  follows.) 

No.  questionnaires  mailed  out  882. 

No.  questionnaires  returned  635. 

The  following  letter  and  questionnaire  was  sent  out  on  November  27,  1942:

The  War  Manpower  Commission  has  asked  all  states  to  arrange  our  dentists 
in  the  various  dependency  categories  in  order  that  we  may  anticipate  those 
most  apt  to  be  placed  next  in  Class  1-A. 
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Your  Committee  appreciates  that  some  of  the  information  asked  for  on 
the  enclosed  blank  was  furnished  in  your  original  Procurement  and  Assignment 
Enrolling  Blank,  however,  that  information  has  not,  as  yet,  been  furnished  the 
State  Committees.  It  is  therefore  imperative,  regardless  of  former  questionnaires, 
that  you  fill  in  and  return  this  blank  promptly.  Use  enclosed,  self-addressed 
envelope — no  postage  required. 

We  want  to  take  this  opportunit.\-  to  express  appreciation  for  the  very  fine 
cooperation  that  North  Carolina  Dentists  have  given,  and  ask  for  the  further- 
ance of  your  support  to  the  end  that  justice  and  fairness  may  be  practiced  in 
all  decisions,  as  far  as  humanly  possible. 

Many  of  our  young  dentists  are  ser\ing  with  the  Armed  Forces  and  many 
in  the  older  brackets  have  taken  over  positions  vacated  by  the  young  men.  Stjll 
others  have  moved  into  defense  areas  to  help  care  for  the  tremendous  influx  of 
defense  workers.  If  every  dentist  will  continue  to  willingly  serve  and  sacrifice 
we  shall  be  able  to  care  for  dental  demands  during  this  emergency.

SOME  RESULTS  OF  QUESTIONNAIRE 

Practically  50  per  cent  of  the  Dentists  above  military  age  indicated  that 
they  would  do  either  part-time  or  full-time  institutional  Health  Service  or 
part-time  civilian  service  in  defense  areas,  if  it  should  become  necessary  or  if  it 
would  relieve  someone  of  the  military  age  for  active  duty  with  the  armed  forces. 
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Several  dentists,  in  the  older  brackets,  have  already  relieved  young  men  in 
county  Health  Work. 

The  committee  has  been  instrumental  in  getting  many  dentists  to  relocate 
in  defense  areas. 

The  committee  has  authorized  the  issuing  of  a  Certificate  of  Transfer.  (Copy 
attached.) 

CHANGING  POPULATION 

The  Armed  Forces  have  drawn  very  heavily  upon  our  population.  North 
Carolina,  like  the  nation  at  large,  is  called  upon  for  a  certain  definite  quota. 
What  has  been  required  of  the  civilian  population  has  also  been  required  of 
the  members  of  the  Dental  Profession.  The  Procurement  and  Assignment 
Committee  has  been  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  furnishing  our  quota  of 
dentists  for  the  Armed  Forces,  and  at  the  same  time,  maintaining  an  adequate 
dental  service  for  the  civilian  population.  This  undertaking  has  been  made 
more  difficult  by  the  shifting  of  the  population  to  the  defense  areas.  The  State 
Committee,  working  through  local  groups,  has  inaugurated  programs  which 
have  amply  taken  care  of  all  demands.  In  most  of  the  congested  centers  the 
dentists  have  taken  their  turns  in  acting  as  relief  dentist  for  the  day.  The  plan, 
where  given  a  fair  trial,  has  worked  most  satisfactorily.  It  is  urged  that  the 
patient  be  relieved  of  pain  before  he  is  referred  to  another  dentist  if  possible. 

RELOCATION  OF  DENTISTS 

On  February  22,  1943,  a  special  directive  No.  193  was  issued  from  the  Office 
of  Directing  Board,  Procurement  and  Assignment  Service,  outlining  the  pro- 
cedure for  transferring  a  dentist  from  one  section  to  another  in  the  state 
Special  forms  No.  186  are  to  filled  out  and  from  these  facts  the  following 
will  be  determined: 

1 — Whether  the  applicant  is  qualified  for  the  work  desired. 

2 — Whether  the  area  where  he  is  at  present  located  is  in  need  of  his  services. 

3 — If  he  is  not  needed  in  his  present  location,  whether  there  is  a  critical  area 
within  the  state  where  his  services  may  be  needed. 

Any  one  desiring  to  relocate  should  ask  for  form  No.   186. 
DENTAL  QUOTAS 

On  February  20,  1943,  Dr.  J.  T.  O'Rourke,  Chairman  Committee  on  Den- 
tistry, Procurerhent  and  Assignment  Service,  issued  a  statement  regarding  the 
availability  and  allocation  of  Dentists.  Most  of  the  information  was  confiden- 
tial until  released  by  the  War  Manpower  Commission.  However,  it  is  inter- 
esting to  note  how  the  quotas  were  arrived  at,  and  this  we  can  do  without 
giving  any  figures  or  tabulations,   quote: 

"The  method  used  in  determining  the  number  of  dentists  required  to  meet 
the  1942  and  1943  States'  quotas  as  of  November  30,  1942  was  as  follows:  The 
number  of  dentists  enumerated  in  the  1940  Federal  Census  was  taken  as  the 
pre-war  base.  The  number  of  dentists  who  would  have  been  in  each  state  on 
December  31,  1942,  if  the  first  quota  had  been  exactly  met  (with  no  state  hav- 
ing either  a  deficiency  or  an  excess)  was  computed  and  expressed  as  a  ratio 
to  the  estimated  civilian  population  on  December  31,  1942.  (Preliminary  popu- 
lation estimate  No.  1  prepared  by  the  National  Institute  of  Health.)  A  weight 
for  each  state  to  be  used  in  determining  its  second  quota  was  computed  by 
multiplying  the  number  of  dentists  by  the  above  ratio." 
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Dr.  Parrott,  of  the  National  Institute  of  Health,  in  his  report  to  the  War 
Service  Committee  in  Chicago  on  February  20.  1943.  stated  how  his  depart- 
ment aided  in  arriving  at  a  quota  basis.  One  paragraph  in  his  report  is  most 
interesting,  quote: 

"When  the  1942  quota  was  calculated  we  found  a  number  of  states  that 
had  already  gone  over  their  1942  quota,  and  when  we  then  divided  up  the 
figure  of  5,884  for  the  1943  quota,  we  found  that  some  states  were  still  over  that 
quota  too.  There  were.  1  think,  32  states  who  had  exceeded  the  first  1942  quota 
and  16  who  had  exceeded  the  second  quota.  These  sixteen  were  .Mabama,  Ari- 
zona, Arkansas.  Delaware.  Florida,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Mississippi, 
New  Mexico,  North  Carolina,  Oklahoma.  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Texas,  and 
Virginia." 

AVAILABILITY  OF  DENTISTS 

The  Selective  Service  System  at  first  determined  the  availability  of  all  men 
under  45  years  of  age  by  his  draft  number.  Under  this  system  many  single 
dentists  just  under  45  years  of  age  were  called  up  for  classification,  placed  in 
1-A.  If  these  dentists  had  no  other  reason  for  deferment,  they  were  commis- 
sioned.    The  Dental  Corps  was  soon  filled  and  closed  temporarily. 

On  July  1,  1942,  a  directive  was  issued  re-opening  the  Dental  Corps  for 
dentists  under  37  years  of  age,  and  those  from  37  to  45  who  were  classified  in 
1-A  by  the  Local  Draft  Boards.  This  recruiting  was  stopped  September 
30,  1942. 

On  April  15,  1943,  the  age  limit  was  again  changed  to  39  years  of  age  and 
to  dentists  up  to  44  years  of  age  who  were  reclassified  as   1-A. 

AVAILABILITY  OF  PHYSICIANS  AND  DENTISTS  FOR  SERVICE   IN 
NON-MILITARY   GOVERNMENTAL   AGENCIES 

"We  are  now  reaching  the  state  in  our  procurement  program  where  it  is 
necessary  to  prevent  men  who  are  qualified  for  military  duty  from  serving  with 
non-military  agencies.  To  this  end,  we  are  requesting  all  non-military  govern- 
mental agencies  which  employ  physicians  to  approach  only  those  physicians  who 
are  not  qualified  for  military  duty  because  they  are: 

(1)  Physically  disqualified  and  have  been  so  adjudged  by  the  United  States 

Army, 

(2)  Forty-five  years  of  age  or  over,  or 

(3)  Women." 

CONSCIENTIOUS  OBJECTORS 
Occasionally  cases  have  arisen  in  which  there  is  a  question  as  to  the  greatest 
usefulness  that  can  be  made  of  dentists  who  are  conscientious  objectors  and 
who  have  been  certified  as  such  by  Selective  Service  and  placed  in  Class  4-E.  If 
no  action  is  taken,  this  classification  results  eventually  in  their  assignment  to 
concentration  camps  where  they  may  or  may  not  render  dental  service.  It  is 
suggested,  therefore,  that  when  a  dentist  who,  as  a  conscientious  objector,  comes 
to  the  attention  of  the  State  Chairman,  it  be  determined  whether  or  not  he 
IS  in  an  essential  position  and  whether  or  not  he  can  be  placed  in  an  essential 
position.  In  either  case,  he  should  then  be  marked  essential  and  his  designa- 
tion as  such  submitted  to  the  Board  which  classified  him  4-E.  It  is  hoped  in 
this  way  to  retain  the  services  of  most  of  these  individuals  in  civilian  positions. 
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ELIGIBILITY  OF  DENTISTS  FOR  TIRES  AND  GASOLINE  UNDER  THE 
MILEAGE  RATIONING   REGULATIONS 

Quote : 

"No  member  of  any  medical  profession  is  per  se  eligible  for  such  mileage. 
The  C  book,  tailored  to  actual  requirements  by  the  local  War  Price  and  Ration- 
ing Boards,  is  granted  to  physicians,  surgeons,  and  dentists  for  the  purpose  of 
making  necessary  professional  calls  or  for  rendering  necessary  professional  serv- 
ices, if  the  qualifications  for  the  B  ration  are  met." 

VISIT  DEFENSE  AREAS 

Your  State  Chairman  of  the  Procurement  and  Assignment  Service  is  also  a 
member  of  the  War  Manpower  Commission.  In  this  capacity  it  has  been  my 
duty  to  visit  many  of  the  defense  areas.  The  dentists  in  all  of  these  areas  are 
called  upon  for  extra  work,  but  in  every  case  they  have  risen  to  their  responsi- 
bility and  are  meeting  the  demands  in  a  most  satisfactory  way.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  dentists  from  areas,  not  so  busy  with  war  work,  will  find  it  possible 
to  transfer  to  the  defense  areas  for  the  duration. 

DENTAL  LABORATORIES 

The  Military  Affairs  Committee,  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Profes- 
sional Relations  Committee,  has  aided  the  laboratories  in  every  way  we  could 
during  this  war  emergency. 

Committees  of  local  dentists  have  appeared  before  the  local  Selective  Service 
Boards  in  the  interest  of  dental  technicians  and  in  many  cases  have  secured 
deferment  of  key  technicians.  The  State  Committee  interceded  for  all  cases 
referred  to  the  State  Headquarters.  In  all  cases  it  was  pointed  out  that  the 
dental  technician  was  rendering  service  to  many  dentists  and  thereby  aiding  in 
maintaining  health  service.  Technicians  were  urged  to  remain  in  commercial 
laboratories  rather  than  serve  as  private  technicians  or  change  to  other 
defense  work. 

DENTAL   TECHNICIANS  AND   SELECTIVE   SERVICE 

The  War  Manpower  Commission  has  determined  that  the  dental  laboratory 
is  an  essential  activity,  and  therefore.  Selective  Service  will  give  due  considera- 
tion to  the  deferment  of  qualified  dental  technicians  when  it  is  known  that 
the  particular  laboratory  or  technician  is  essential  to  the  rendering  of  a  dis- 
tinct and  necessary  service  to  the  dental  profession. 

The  procedure  for  requesting  deferment  of  technicians  is  as  follows:  It  is 
necessary  to  submit  to  the  appropriate  local  board  a  claim  for  the  deferment 
of  a  registrant  on  DSS  Form  42A.  Information  should  be  given  to  the  local 
board  concerning  the  nature  of  the  work  performed  by  the  registrant,  the  amount 
of  training  and  skill  necessary  in  the  performance  of  such  work,  the  available 
supply  of  trained  and  skilled  workers  for  replacement,  and  the  length  of  time 
required  to  train  a  replacement. 

A  Questionnaire  was  issued  by  Military  Affairs  committee  to  all  Dental 
Laboratories  in  the  state  in  order  that  more  accurate  information  might  be 
available.  In  addition  to  securing  facts  concerning  the  laboratory  personnel, 
we  also  ascertained  their  ability  to  aid  in  processing  dental  restorations  for  the 
Armed  Forces  in  their  vicinity.

DEFERMENT  OF  DENTAL  LABORATORY  TECHNICIANS 

The  War  Service  Committee  approved  the  tentative  plans  for  surveying  the 
Dental  Technician  field,  and  approved  a  motion  to  contact  immediately  State 
Military  Affairs  Chairmen,  emphasizing  the  importance  of  the  status  of  the 
dental  laboratory  technician  and  the  necessity  for  attempting  to  defer  a  sufficient 
number  for  civilian  use.  In  Occupational  Bulletin  No.  44  Dental  Technicians 
are  classified  as  being  in  one  of  the  "Critical  Occupations". 

Your  Committee  has  this  year  endeavored  to  carry  out  all  directives  ad- 
dressed to  us  by  Procurement  and  Assignment  Service,  The  War  Manpower 
Commission,  and  the  A.  D.  A.  War  Service  Committee.  We  have  mailed  out 
hundreds  of  letters  and  questionnaires  in  an  effort  to  keep  our  membership 
advised  as  to  the  various  programs  and  plans. 

The  information  received  from  the  dentists  of  the  state  has  aided  us  greatly 
in  making  those  vital  decisions  which  were  demanded  of  us.  in  making  our 
rulings  we  have  always  kept  in  mind  the  welfare  of  the  individual,  the  State, 
and  the  Nation.  Every  dentist  who  has  entered  the  service,  up  to  this  date, 
has  done  so  with  his  own  free  will  and  accord.  Several  have  been  requested  to 
remain  in  civilian  practice  because  we  felt  they  were  needed  and  could  not  be 
replaced  at  this  time. 

It  has  been  a  hard  year  and  the  one  just  ahead  is  destined  to  be  even  harder 
than  any  we  have  experienced.  If  your  letter  and  returned  questionnaires  can 
be  relied  upon,  and  I  am  sure  they  can,  then  we  certainly  have  in  North  Caro- 
lina a  united,  patriotic  and  sacrificial  Dental  Profession. 

Your  Committee's  concluding  directive  to  you,  if  we  may  call  it  such,  is  that 
you,  as  an  individual  dentist,  remember  that  to  your  patients  in  your  locality, 
you  are  the  Dental  Profession.  Help  your  city  and  county  Societies  solve  your 
local  problems.  They  in  turn,  will  cooperate  with  your  District,  State,  and 
National  Organizations.  In  this  way,  our  Armed  Forces  and  civilian  popula- 
tion will  be  best  served  and  that  ultimate  and  much  desired  goal — Dental  Serv- 
ice to  all — reached. 

Let  us  all  pull  together  and  we  will  pull  through.

Gentlemen,  we  are  all  very  proud  that  one  of  our  members  happens 
to  be  a  Trustee  of  the  American  Dental  Association.  Dr.  Clyde  Minges 
is  to  make  the  Trustee's  Report. 
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Dr.  Clyde  Minges: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen:  I  never  in  my  life  felt  more  like 
making  a  three-hour  speech  than  1  do  at  the  present  time.  To  tell  you 
that  1  am  inspired  b\-  the  report  given  by  the  best  work-horse  in  Ameri- 
can dentistr\-  is  putting  it  mildly.  1  want  to  say  to  you  that  there  is  no 
state  that  has  a  man.  according  to  my  conception,  who  has  done  and  is 
willing  to  do  the  work  that  Henry  Lineberger  has  done  for  dentistry.

I  had  prepared  about  a  five  to  ten  minutes'  report  to  present  to  you 
on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but  after  listening  to  Dr.  Robinson  this  morn- 
mg  and  Dr.  Timmons  and  Dr.  Lineberger  this  evening,  anything  1 
might  say  to  you  gentlemen  would  be  just  a  repetition  and  a  waste 
of  \our  time  and  I  know  >our  time  is  valuable.  Mine  isn't.  You  have 
heard  a  lot  about  what  the  American  Dental  Association  is  doing  but 
we  are  trying  to  do  a  great  deal  more  even  than  Henry  Lineberger  or 
Gerald  Timmons  or  Ben  Robinson  told  you.  We  are  trying  to  do  every- 
thing we  can  to  keep  dentistry  out  of  the  claws  of  socialism  and  that 
sort  of  thing. 

As  I  said,  1  am  not  presenting  the  report  1  had  prepared  but  am 
bringing  you  a  word  of  greeting. 

1  don't  believe  1  have  anything  further  to  say. 

1  want  to  thank  you  all.    (Applause) 
President  Fitzgerald: 

At  this  time  1  recognize  Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards. 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  and 
Guests:  When  anyone  who  likes  to  talk  as  much  as  my  good  friend 
Clyde  Minges  can  introduce  a  speaker  in  so  few  words  as  he  did  this 
morning,  1  think  his  e.xample  is  worthy  of  emulation,  especially  by  a 
man  who  has  an  aversion  for  talking. 

Our  next  speaker  is  a  man  who  is  as  well  known  in  North  Carolina 
as  he  is  in  his  own  home  state,  but  in  consideration  of  his  modesty  and 
his  desires,  1  shall  not  detail  to  you  any  of  his  magnificent  professional 
accomplishments.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  and 
your  privilege  to  hear  him  on  numerous  occasions  and  whenever  1 
have  heard  him  and  have  met  him,  1  did  not  have  the  feeling  similar 
to  that  of  an  old  maid  1  heard  about  the  other  day.  It  seems  that  this 
old  maid  was  on  her  death  bed  and  she  called  all  the  family  connections 
by  her  to  give  final  instructions  with  reference  to  distribution  of  her 
worldly  goods  and  among  other  things,  she  said,  "Whatever  you  do, 
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please  erect  a  headstone  at  my  grave  and  on  this  headstone  be  sure  to 
inscribe  the  name  just  plain  'Mary  Jones'  and  whatever  you  do,  don't 
put  'Miss'  in  front  of  my  name,  because,"  she  said,  "I  haven't  missed  as 
much  in  this  world  as  you  think  I  have." 

My  friends,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  present  to  you  my  friend  and 
your  friend,  Dr.  Guy  Harrison,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  whose  subject  is  "A 
Consideration  of  Some  Phases  of  Maxillofacial  Surgery." 

Dr.  Harrison  spoke  from  slides  and  gave  a  most  instructive  and 
helpful  presentation. 


TUESDAY  NOON  SESSION 
May  4,  1943 

The  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  was  called  to  order  at  12:00  noon 
in  the  Colonial  Room  of  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel,  Tuesday,  May  4th,  by 
the  President,  Dr.  Paul  Fitzgerald,  of  Greenville. 

President  Fitigerald: 

At  this  time,  I  am  pleased  to  recognize  Dr.  H.  O.  Lineberger. 
Dr.  H.  O.  Liiieherger  (Raleigh): 

Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Members:  A  few  weeks  ago  when  the 
North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  met  in  Raleigh,  there 
was  a  young  man  who  applied  for  admission  in  North  Carolina.  1 
wouldn't  say  he  was  so  young,  either.  1  will  say  this  for  him — he  is  as 
big  as  any  of  the  rest  of  us.  He  is  a  good  big  fellow,  as  you  will  see 
when  he  stands  up.  When  the  smoke  of  battle  is  all  cleared  up  he  plans 
to  join  us  in  the  practice  of  dentistry.  The  Board  has  seen  fit  to  pass  our 
next  speaker  and  we  are  very  proud  of  him.  There  is  an  old  saying 
down  this  way.  Colonel,  that  the  Lord  gave  us  our  relatives,  but,  thank 
God,  we  can  choose  our  friends.  Now,  when  a  man  that  has  been  living 
for  a  long  time  in  another  State  and  has  a  fme  reputation  and  every- 
thing comes  to  North  Carolina,  we  just  feel  like  it  is  quite  a  compli- 
ment, and  fellows,  1  am  mighty  glad  to  present  to  you  at  this  time  a 
man  who  has  come  to  be  one  of  us,  Lt.  Col.  Rudolph  H.  Friedrich, 
Dental  Corps,  Camp  Davis,  and  he  will  address  you  at  this  time. 

Lt.  Col.  Rudolph  H.  Friedrich: 

Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society:  If  Dr.  Lineberger  hadn't 
told  me  he  was  introducing  me,  I'd  have  thought  I  was  in  the  wrong  room.  As 
far  as  taking  the  Board  is  concerned,  several  things  enter  into  that — mainly, 
I  had  stayed  nine  months  here  and  went  back  to  Chicago  in  the  middle  of  the 
Christmas  Holidays.  When  I  left  Camp  Davis,  we  had  been  going  in  our 
shirt  sleeves  and  enjoying  the  sunshine  and  when  I  got  to  Washington  there 
was  a  blizzard  which  got  worse  all  the  way  to  Chicago.  I  decided  then  I  was 
going  to  take  this  Board  sooner  or  later.  1  am  very  appreciative  of  having 
been  given  a  license  in  this  State. 
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During  this  period  of  stress  and  pressure  we  are  all.  whether  in  the  armed 
services  or  outside,  faced  with  the  problem  of  accomplishing  the  greatest  amount 
of  good  for  the  greatest  number  of  patients.  We  are  all  blessed  with  more  work 
than  time  and  ph)'sical  endurance  will  allow  to  be  done.  There  is  a  tremendous 
increase  in  the  amount  of  emergency  and  essential  preventive  treatment  to  the 
point  where  the  luxury  phase  of  dental  treatment  must  be  restricted  to  make 
room  for  the  patients  requiring  emergency  treatment.  More  and  more  exo- 
dontia  is  coming  into  the  dental  offices  of  this  region  of  congested  war  industrial 
centers.  The  production  schedules  which  are  dependent  on  your  patients'  health 
must  not  be  held  up. 

In  the  army  we  are  faced  with  a  tremendous  amount  of  routine  exodontia 
which  must  be  accomplished  with  the  least  possible  amount  of  interference  with 
the  full  duty  time  of  tactical  personnel.  Our  training  schedules  must  not  be 
interfered  with. 

We  have  worked  out  methods,  techniques,  and  rationale  of  treatment,  which 
have  proven  of  value  in  accomplishing  our  objective.  We  make  no  claim  for 
discoveries  or  originality  of  treatments.  This  is  merely  the  development  of  a 
program  using  sound  fundamentals  as  a  base,  which  can  increase  the  quantity 
of  exodontia  treatment,  and  return  the  patient  to  a  state  of  full  working 
efficiency  with  a  minimum  of  convalescence.  In  tiiis  way  the  patient  receives 
the  ultimate  of  quality  service.  Under  no  circumstances  do  we  advocate  any 
increase  of  quantity  efficiency  based  on  short  cuts,  or  the  sacrifice  of  sound 
principles  or  techniques  to  speed.  We  can  offer  no  laboratory  research  for  proof, 
but  we  do  offer  the  results  of  20,000  extractions  and  surgical  removals,  from 
the  simple  anterior  to  the  impacted  molars  and  cuspids,  with  no  choice  of 
patient  or  case.  Our  records  show  a  continual  drop  in  the  percentage  of  post- 
operative treatment  (from  an  initial  rate  of  33-1/3%  to  less  than  10%)  and  the 
almost  complete  elimination  of  dry  sockets.  Inasmuch  as  our  clinic  is  outpatient 
in  nature,  our  anesthesia  is  limited  to  the  use  of  Procaine. 

For  extractions  involving  only  a  few  teeth  in  the  maxilla,  infiltration  anes- 
thesia is  perfectly  adequate.  However,  if  the  operation  will  involve  an  extensive 
area,  we  use  conduction  injections  of  the  zygomatic  surface  of  the  maxilla, 
posteria  palatine  foramen,  anterior  palatine  foramen,  and  the  infra-orbital 
foramen,  in  operations  of  the  mandible  we  use  the  conduction  injection  of  the 
mandibular  nerve,  in  conjunction  with  the  long  buccal  injection.  The  injection 
of  the  mental  foramen,  while  a  possibility,  is  not  particularly  valuable  due  to 
the  fact  that  it  involves  a  good  deal  of  exploration  with  the  needle  to  locate 
an  extremely  variable  location  of  the  mental  foramen  and  it  does  not  anesthetize 
the  lingual  tissue  of  the  mandible. 

While  to  many  of  you  a  discussion  of  the  techniques  of  the  various  injections 
is  probably  a  rehash  of  long  known  facts,  it  may  be  of  refresher  interest. 

The  tuberosity  of  zygomatic  injection  accomplishes  the  anesthesia  of  the 
upper  second  and  third  molars  and  part  of  the  first  molar.  If  the  anesthesia 
of  the  first  molar  is  desired,  a  few  drops  at  the  mesiobuccal  root  are  necessary. 
The  injection  is  made  by  inserting  the  needle  high  in  the  buccal  fold  above  the 
distobuccal  root  of  the  upper  second  molar,  with  the  needle  at  an  angle  of  45 
degrees  to  the  occlusal  plane  of  the  upper  teeth.  The  needle  is  passed  inward, 
backward,  and  upward,  keeping  the  point  of  the  needle  in  contact  with  the  bone, 
until  a  depth  of  one  inch  has  been  reached.  The  solution  is  deposited  very  slowly 
as  the  needle  is  inserted  until  the  objective  has  been  reached,  when  the  remainder 
is  deposited.  The  objection  to  this  injection  lies  in  the  occasional  hematoma 
and  black  eye  which  may  result  if  the  needle  punctures  any  of  the  blood  vessels 
of  the  zygomatic  plexus. 
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The  infraorbital  injection  accomplishes  the  anesthesia  of  anterior  teeth  and 
biscuspids  of  the  side  injected  except  for  the  anastomosing  fibres  from  the  other 
side  in  the  central  area,  and  those  fibres  from  the  posterior  alveolar  nerves  in  the 
second  bicuspid  area.  The  infraorbital  foramen  is  palpated  with  the  index 
finger,  about  J/2  to  cm.  below  the  infraorbital  ridge,  at  the  same  time  holding  the 
lip  out  with  the  thumb.  The  needle  is  inserted  high  in  the  labial  fold,  in  the 
region  of  the  lateral  tooth,  in  the  direction  of  the  palpating  finger.  When  its 
arrival  is  felt,  a  few  drops  of  solution  are  deposited  and  the  foramen  is  gently 
probed  for,  and,  when  found,  the  rest  of  the  solution  is  deposited  into  the  canal. 

The  anterior  palatine  foramen  is  injected  using  the  large  elevation  of  the 
rugae  in  the  midline  just  posterior  to  and  between  the  central  incisors  as  a 
guide.  The  elevation  is  the  covering  of  the  incisive  foramen,  and,  if  the  needle 
is  inserted  through  it  in  line  with  the  central  incisors,  it  will  arrive  at  the  fora- 
men and  enter  the  canal.  It  is  best  to  deposit  a  few  drops  of  solution  before 
entering  the  canal  to  reduce  the  pain  of  injection.  This  injection  produces  anes- 
thesia of  the  palatal  alveolar  plate  and  mucous  membrane  back  to  the  first 
bicuspid  on  both  sides. 

The  posterior  palatine  foramen  lies  5  to  6  m.m.  anterior  to  the  junction  of  the 
hard  and  soft  palates  and  two  thirds  of  the  distance  laterally  from  the  median 
line  to  the  gingival  border  of  the  last  erupted  tooth,  in  an  area  of  slight  depres- 
sion. The  needle  is  inserted  into  this  area  and  into  the  foramen  where  a  few  drops 
of  the  solution  will  accomplish  anesthesia  of  the  palatal  alveolar  plate  and  the 
palatal   mucousa   to   the   midline   and   as   far   forward   as   the   second   bicuspid. 

Again,  it  is  possible  to  accomplish  the  same  area  of  anesthesia  with  infiltra- 
tion. For  ordinary  routine,  uneventful  extraction  of  one  or  two  teeth  the 
anesthesia  will  be  adequate.  As  a  general  rule,  however,  any  operation  involving 
bone  surgery,  where  deep  anesthesia  is  necessary,  should  be  done  under  con- 
duction anesthesia.  As  an  example,  if  the  antrum  is  to  be  explored  for  a  root 
tip,  a  deep,  large  cyst  is  to  be  exfoliated,  or  for  the  removal  of  bone  in  extensive 
surgical  removals,  your  patient's  comfort  will  be  enhanced  by  their  use. 

The  mandibular  injection  produces  anesthesia  of  the  teeth,  alveolar  process 
and  mucosa  of  one  half  of  the  lower  jaw  except  for  the  gum  tissue  on  the  buccal 
side  of  the  lower  molars,  the  lingual  mucous  membrane,  and  the  midline  area 
where  the  anastomosing  fibres  of  the  nerve  to  the  opposite  side  must  be  blocked. 
This  injection  can  be  very  easily  accomplished,  if  a  few  rules  are  followed. 
Place  the  index  finger  of  the  free  hand  along  the  occlusal  surfaces  of  the  lower 
teeth,  with  the  finger  tip  in  the  retromolar  triangle  and  the  finger  nail  catching 
the  internal  oblique  line.  Now,  approaching  from  the  direction  of  the  lower 
bicuspids  of  the  opposite  sides,  enter  the  tissue  at  the  midline  of  the  index 
finger  immediately  in  front  of  it  and  continue  on  in  until  the  needle  strikes 
bone.  If  the  solution  is  deposited  as  the  needle  is  carried  in  to  its  objective, 
adequate  anesthesia  of  the  lingual  nerve  will  be  accomplished. 

The  long  buccal  injection  which  is  a  necessary  adjunct  to  the  mandibular 
injection,  in  order  to  anesthetize  the  buccal  mucosa  opposite  the  lower  molar 
teeth,  is  accomplished  by  injecting  the  mucosa  posterior  to  the  teeth  to  be  re- 
moved. Inasmuch  as  the  long  buccal  nerve  follows  a  wandering  course  through 
the  tissue,  an  injection  almost  anywhere  in  the  buccal  sulcus  will  block  it. 

In  cases  involving  only  the  lower  six  anterior  teeth,  the  incisive  fossa  may  be 
injected  with  about  1  c/c  of  solution,  and,  if  accompanied  by  a  lingual  infiltra- 
tion, will  furnish  adequate  anesthesia. 
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In  general,  with  all  local  anesthesia,  if  the  operator  will  always  use  a  sharp 
needle,  keep  the  needle  bevel  toward  the  bone,  deposit  the  solution  slowly,  and 
continually  \isualize  the  anatomic  picture  of  the  area  involved  by  the  injection, 
he  should  be  able  to  attain  maximum  anesthetic  efficiency  with  uniform  results 
and  a  minimum  of  post-operative  disturbances  due  to  the  anesthetic.  A  periodic 
study  of  the  foramina  invohed  in  the  various  conductive  injections  and  their 
related  structures  will  prove  \er\-  \aluable  in  keeping  your  technique  accurate 
and  efficient. 

The  deri\ation  of  the  word  extract  is  the  Latin  root;  EX,  meaning  out,  plus 
TRAHERE,  to  draw,  meaning  to  draw  out.  No  place  have  1  been  able  to  find 
any  interpretation  of  the  root  meaning  of  the  word  that  would  include  the  words, 
yank.  jerk.  rip.  tug.  or  drag.  It  has  always  been  my  contention  that  a  tooth 
removed  with  power  generated  above  the  wrist  was  being  subjected  to  too  much 
in  the  way  of  power  tactics.  We  have  probably  all  heard  the  popular  lay 
expression  that  so-and-so  should  be  able  to  extract  teeth — he  is  big  enough.  It 
is  my  belief  that  the  best  extractions  are  done  by  the  operator  who  is  easy 
enough.  With  the  use  of  properly  designed  forceps  which  engage  a  maximum 
of  tooth  surface,  a  slow,  but  steady,  spreading  or  stretching  of  the  process,  and 
separating  of  the  peridental  membrane,  will  accomplish  much  more  in  delivering 
the  roots,  as  well  as  the  crowns  of  teeth,  with  a  minimum  of  damage  to  the 
alveolar  process,  than  will  any  technique  based  on  quick,  powerful  applications 
of  force.  The  less  damage  done  to  the  tissues,  the  quicker  the  healing,  the  less 
discomfort  to  the  patient,  and  the  sooner  the  patient  is  back  to  full  working 
efficiency.  Again,  visualize  the  anatomic  picture  of  the  structure  you  are  dealing 
with  while  you  are  removing  the  tooth  and  you  will  find  \ourself  adjusting  your 
pressures  and  strains  to  the  tissues. 

The  bony  structure  of  the  maxilla  presents  the  gr-eatest  problem  to  the  non- 
traumatic removal  of  teeth.  The  central  and  lateral,  with  their  conical  shaped 
roots,  require  only  a  rotating  movement  to  separate  the  fibres  of  the  peridental 
membrane.  In  the  removal  of  the  cuspid,  a  slow  steady  labial  spread  of  the 
process  until  there  is  an  initial  movement,  followed  by  a  rotation  to  separate 
the  fibres,  will  in  most  cases,  deliver  the  tooth.  If  it  is  apparent  that  the  tooth 
will  not  loosen  without  the  application  of  extreme  force,  lay  back  a  flap  from 
an  incision  over  the  lateral  incisor  and  remove  the  labial  bone  necessary  to 
deliver  the  tooth.  Trim  the  excess  bone  and  sharp  edges  of  the  cuspid  prominence 
and  suture  the  flap. 

In  the  removal  of  the  bicuspids,  the  use  of  a  forcep  designed  to  engage  the 
maximum  of  tooth  surface  is  absolutely  essential.  With  the  forcep  placed  as 
high  on  the  tooth  as  possible,  again  use  a  slow,  steady  pressure  to  the  buccal  until 
the  first  separation  of  the  peridental  membrane  is  felt.  Then  slowly  deliver  the 
tooth  from  the  socket.  The  first  bicuspid  requires  the  most  care  due  to  the 
prevalence  of  root  bifurcation  and  the  occasional  incidence  of  three  roots. 

It  is  probably  more  difficult  to  accomplish  the  extraction  of  the  first  and 
second  molars,  without  trauma,  than  it  is  any  other  tooth.  The  long,  heavy, 
widespread  roots  require  the  application  of  a  greater  force  to  dislodge  them. 
The  buccal  plate  is  generally  so  thin  that  the  required  force  will  shatter  it,  or, 
in  the  cases  of  extremely  heavy  bone  formation,  the  tooth  will  break  before  the 
bone  will  spread  enough  to  allow  delivery.  If  the  slow,  steady  application  of 
pressure  does  not  cause  enough  spread  to  give  a  visible  buccal  lingual  movement, 
a  flap  should  be  laid  back  and  the  buccal  plate  removed  with  a  chisel  to  the 
point  where  delivery  of  the  tooth  is  possible. 
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Many  times  the  upper  third  molar  is  ordinarily  a  simple  matter  of  a  buccal 
and  distal  movement  due  to  the  distal  curvature  of  the  roots.  In  the  few 
cases  when  the  third  molar  presents  the  normal  structure  of  the  other  upper 
molars,  which  as  a  rule  can  be  sensed  at  the  first  application  of  pressure,  use 
the  usual  upper  molar  technique. 

In  the  extraction  of  the  mandibular  teeth,  the  anteriors  present  little  resistance 
to  a  slight  rotation  motion,  nor  do  the  bicuspids.  The  bicuspids,  however,  due 
to  their  proclivity  for  exostosis  and  hooked  root  tips,  may  require  surgical 
removal  of  bone. 

The  lower  first  and  second  molars  are  ordinarily  easily  removed  using  the 
leverage  of  a  heavy  cowhorn  design  forcep  between  the  heavy  process  and  the 
tooth  at  the  bifurcation. 

The  lower  third  molar  is  usually  more  easily  removed  by  the  use  of  an 
elevator  between  the  second  and  third  molar  from  the  buccal  rolling  the  tooth 
out  in  the  line  of  the  distal  curvature  of  the  roots. 

The  use  of  elevators  in  exodontia  should  be  held  within  certain  prescribed 
limits.  The  hollow  ground  or  gouge  elevator  may  be  used  to  good  advantage 
to  prepare  the  way  for  the  high  placement  of  a  forcep,  separating  the  peridental 
attachment  of  the  sublingual  space,  and  spreading  the  crest  of  the  alveolar 
process.  It  is  also  sound  technique  to  use  elevators  to  lift  or  tip  roots  when 
the  path  for  their  removal  has  been  cleared  by  the  surgival  removal  of  bone 
and  the  operative  field  is  fully  visible.  An  elevator  by  word  derivation  is  an 
instrument  with  which  to  lift.  It  is  not  meant  to  be  used  as  a  crowbar  or  a 
chisel  t&  remove  obstacles  to  the  delivery  of  a  tooth.  The  only  place  we  use  an 
elevator  to  remove  bone  is  in  the  removal  of  the  roots  of  the  lower  molars  where 
the  bony  wall  between  the  roots  is  penetrated  to  gain  a  purchase  on  the  root 
to  be  removed,  and,  in  this  case,  the  field  of  vision  is  usually  good. 

The  blind  use  of  elevators  in  gouging  thrusts  can  drive  teeth  out  of  their 
sockets.  For  the  speed  of  the  operation,  the  patient  may  bless  you,  but  the  time 
gained  by  not  laying  back  a  flap  will  be  more  than  lost  in  the  convalescent 
period  and  the  waiting  time  before  replacement  can  be  inserted. 

When  difficulty  is  encountered,  take  the  simplest  way  out;  remove  the  obstacle 
surgically,  and  the  tooth  or  root  will  soon  follow.  The  patient  will  be  back  to 
work  that  much  quicker. 

When  conditions  are  encountered  which  will  not  allow  for  the  removal  of 
a  tooth  by  the  simple  forceps  technique,  the  surgical  technique  should  be 
instituted.  A  flap  designed  to  cause  a  minimum  of  interference  with  the  blood 
supply  should  be  laid  back,  being  sure  that  it  includes  the  periostium. 

We  prefer  to  make  the  incision  anterior  to  the  operative  field  in  an  area  that 
will  allow  the  suture  line  to  lie  on  sound  bone  at  the  termination.  It  may  be 
necessary  to  make  a  distal  incision  to  prevent  trauma  of  the  tissue  during 
retraction,  but  we  prefer  to  avoid  this,  if  at  all  possible.  The  flap  should  be 
laid  back  so  as  to  adequately  expose  the  operative  field.  In  general  the  following 
rules  govern  the  design  of  flaps. 

1.   Outline  the  flap  in  the  light  of  preserving  the  maximum   blood  supply; 

2.  It  should  be  large  enough  to  adequately  expose  the  operative  field,  and  the 
incisions  should  be  so  placed  as  to  allow  suturing  on  sound  bone  when 
the  flap  is  returned  to  place; 

3.  It  should  be  large  enough  so  that  the  field  may  be  exposed  without  stress, 
and  subsequent  trauma  being  inflicted  on  the  flap; 
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4.    The  post-operative  scar  should  al\va\s  be  kept  in  mind,  so  that  there  will 
be  no  interference  with  any  prosthetic  appliance  which  ma\'  be  inserted. 

With  the  flap  laid  back  and  the  bone  exposed,  the  impeding  hone,  which  is 
usually  the  buccal  plate,  should  be  removed  in  the  direction  of  the  long  axis 
of  the  tooth  with  sufficient  bone  being  removed  along  the  mesio  and  disto  buccal 
angles  of  the  tooth  to  afford  a  good  le\erage  for  a  pick  or  elevator  to  tip  or 
lift  the  root  out  of  the  socket,  in  those  cases  where  the  entire  tooth,  as  for 
instance  an  upper  first  molar,  will  not  deliver  b\-  the  procedure  alone,  the  roots 
should  be  sectioned  and  removed  separately.  .At  no  time  apply  any  force  or 
leverage  against  poorly  supported  tissue,  or  against  the  tooth  in  a  direction 
which  will  move  it  any  way  but  out.  In  sectioning  a  tooth  use  either  a  surgical 
bur  or  a  chisel  and  mallet.  If  the  chisel  technique  is  used,  be  sure  that  the  tooth 
is  not  loose  when  struck:  that  the  chisel  is  sharp;  that  the  direction  of  the  blow 
is  in  line  of  the  long  axis  of  the  tooth  and  never  against  weakly  supported 
tissue.  The  sectioning  will  be  best  accomplished  by  a  sharp,  clean  blow.  In  the 
removal  of  roots  of  the  lower  molars,  the  Potts  spoon  design  elevators,  or  the 
Winters  pointed  spoon  elevator  will  usually  deliver  the  roots,  by  the  removal 
of  the  process  between  the  roots,  without  necessitating  a  flap. 

Finally,  in  all  surgical  removals  of  teeth,  roots,  or  root  fragments,  be  sure 
\'ou  can  see  what  you  are  trying  to  get  out  and  have  an  adequate  picture  of  the 
location  of  the  root  and  the  best  advantage  for  leverage.  While  eventually  you 
may  worry  a  root  out  of  the  socket,  that  method  involves  a  great  deal  of 
unnecessary  trauma  and  subsequent  slow  recovering.  The  old  rule  that  "if  you 
can't  see  it,  you  can't  hit  it,"  applies  equally  here,  "if  you  can't  see  the  root, 
you  can't  take  it  out." 

After  the  removal  of  the  teeth,  the  operator  is  still  faced  with  the  problem 
of  preparing  the  operative  field  for  closure.  All  bone  chips  or  attached,  but 
broken  fragments,  should  be  removed.  Sharp  spicules  or  ridges  should  be 
trimmed  with  a  ronguer  forcep  and  smoothed  off  with  a  bone  file. 

In  regard  to  the  removal  of  granulomatous  tissue  the  judgment  of  the 
operator  is  of  extreme  importance.  The  routine  curretage  of  the  sockets  of 
infected  teeth  with  the  attendant  danger  of  lighting  up  severe  bone  infections  is 
not  sound  surgery.  The  amount  of  destruction  apparent  on  X-ray  examination 
must  determine  the  procedure. 

With  the  number  of  residual  cysts  we  are  finding  and  the  large  grandulomas 
which  are  in  the  process  of  becoming  cystic,  we  feel  that  any  large  area  of 
chronic  infection  about  the  apices  of  teeth  should  be  investigated  and  remo\ed. 
It  has  been  our  experience  that  most  impacted  cuspids  which  have  contact  with 
the  residual  deciduous  teeth  are  in  the  beginning  stages  of  cyst  formation.  After 
the  removal  of  impactions  it  is  necessary  that  all  the  tissue  of  the  encapulating 
enamel  forming  organ  be  removed. 

After  the  bone  has  been  shaped  and  smoothed  to  the  best  advantage  and  all 
sources  of  irritation  removed,  after  possible  causative  factors  of  future  pathology 
have  been  dealt  with,  the  operative  field  is  insuflated  with  sulphanilamide 
powder. 

While  the  assistant  keeps  the  field  clear  with  the  aspirator,  the  powder  is 
rather  generously  blown  into  the  entire  field.  The  first  suturesis  then  placed 
as  quickly  as  possible.  The  resulting  clot,  instead  of  forming  around  a  block  of 
sulphanilamide,  has  the  powder  incorporated  within  it.  As  to  packing  sockets, 
we  prefer  not  to.  Should  the  clot  break  down,  there  will  be  time  enough  for 
that.    At  least  allow  primary  healing,  if  it  is  possible.     If  the  socket  involves  ?n 
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opening  into  the  antrum,  the  socket  should  never  be  packed.  Even  though  a 
root  tip  is  left  in,  with  intention  of  removing  it  through  the  lateral  wall  of  the 
antrum,  allow  the  tooth  socket  to  heal  first.  We  have  yet  to  experience  our 
first  failure  to  heal  by  primary  organization  of  the  blood  clot,  using  the  sul- 
phanilamide  powder  and  routine  closure. 

The  patient  should  be  instructed  to  be  very  careful  in  blowing  the  nose,  and 
keeping  the  mouth  open  when  sne  zing.  He  should  also  be  prepared  for  a  day 
or  two  of  sinusitis,  but  should  be  treated  for  this  only  by  nasal  drainage,  through 
shrinking  of  the  nasal  antral  opening,  and  lying  down.  The  sinus  should  not 
be  irrigated  or  subjected  to  pressure. 

Our  experience  with  the  use  of  sulphanilamide  is  based  entirely  on  the  empiric 
results  we  have  attained.  Since  we  have  been  using  the  insuflation  method  of 
applying  the  powder  to  the  post-operative  field,  our  post-operative  treatments 
have  been  practically  eliminated.  The  actually  infected  dry  socket  is  not  seen, 
except  in  rare  instances.  Our  surgical  removals  are  healing  by  primary  intention. 
We  are  not  packing  or  dressing  sockets.  Our  patients  come  back  once  for  the 
removal  of  sutures  and  are  discharged  from  quarters  to  duty.  From  our 
observation  the  sulphanilamide  powder  does  produce  a  bacteriostatis  to  throw 
the  initial  advantage  with  the  healing  mechanism. 

To  those  who  argue  that  the  flow  of  blood  alone  will  wash  the  powder  out, 
our  answer  is  that  we  can  demonstrate  the  powder  incorporated  in  the  blood 
clot.  We  have  the  records  of  some  ten  or  twelve  chronically  infected  cysts 
which  have  been  exfoliated,  the  cavity  treated  with  sulphanilamide,  and  sutured 
shut,  to  heal  by  primary  organization  of  the  blood  clot.  1  do  believe  that  the 
use  of  the  powder  gives  less  foreign  body  reaction  than  suppositories  or  parts 
of  tablets  used  as  suppositories.  I  am  convinced  that  the  routine  use  of  the 
powder  is  accountable  for  a  great  deal  of  our  quick  healing. 

The  technique  for  alveolectomy  is  no  different  than  the  trimming  of  bone 
after  the  surgical  removal  of  single  teeth,  except  that  a  large  area  is  involved. 
The  trimming  and  filing  of  bone  is  a  very  simple  procedure.  The  important 
thing  is  the  use  of  proper  judgment  about  the  amount  of  tissue  to  remove.  1 
have  attempted  during  this  entire  discussion  to  stress  the  theme  of  tissue  con- 
servation. This  is  extremely  important  in  the  surgical  preparation  of  ridges. 
1  believe  the  prosthedontist  will  bear  me  out  in  the  contention  that  the  answer 
to  the  question  "How  much  tissue  should  be  removed?"  is,  "As  little  as  possible." 
Just  enough  to  allow  the  construction  of  a  denture  base  without  interference. 
1  feel  that  the  main  objective  of  alveolectomy  should  be  the  smooth  configuration 
of  the  ridges,  to  remove  obstructing  undercuts  and  sharp  prominences. 

We  do  all  of  our  alveolectomies  at  the  time  the  teeth  are  extracted.  Removing 
the  buccal  and  labial  plate  which  would  form  the  undercut  in  the  same  manner 
as  for  surgical  removal  of  the  teeth.  This  prevents  the  fracture  of  bone  not 
intended  to  be  removed.  Then  just  enough  of  the  labial  aspect  of  the  interseptal 
bone  is  filed  down  to  remove  sharp  edges  and  ridges.  The  ridge  portion  of  the 
interseptal  bone  is  merely  rounded  enough  to  allow  the  soft  tissue  to  cover 
it  without  strain.  The  interpromial  tabs  of  the  gum  tissue  are  removed  to  allow 
an  even  suture  line.  The  operative  field  is  then  thoroughly  dusted  with  sul- 
phanilamide powder,  and  the  gum  flaps  are  sutured: 

In  summation: 

No  operator  can  carry  out  the  required  detail  of  sound  surgery  on  a  patient 
who  is  not  relaxed  and  comfortable.  There  must  be  no  incentive  to  rush  through 
in  order  to  shorten  the  pain  of  the  ordeal.   As  a  result  we  must  provide  adequate 
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anesthesia.  We  recommend  the  use  of  conduction  anesthesia  in  most  instances 
in  preference  to  infiltration.  We  prefer  a  more  profound  anesthesia  than  is  nec- 
essary to  anesthesia  falling  just  short  of  complete  coverage. 

The  surgical  technique  must  at  all  times  he  based  on  the  application  of  sound 
principles,  and  carried  out  with  a  minimum  of  trauma.  The  main  etTort  should 
he  made  along  the  line  of  improving  technique.  The  increase  in  manual  dexterity 
will  itself  build  up  the  speed.  Speed  can  onl\'  be  an  asset  when  it  follows  experi- 
ence and  ability.  In  itself  it  is  no  asset  if  the  price  is  prolonged  healing  and 
excess  loss  of  tissue. 

A  thorough,  but  conservative,  toilet  of  the  operative  field  must  be  instituted 
to  assure  the  most  favorable  healing  environment.  All  tissue  which  will  retard 
healing  or  cause  future  patholog\'  should  be  removed.  The  ridges  should  be  left 
in  the  most  fa\'orahle  condition  for  the  prosthodontist.  The  burden  on  the 
healing  mechanism  should  be  decreased  as  much  as  possible  by  the  institution 
of  sulphanilamide  therapy.  Finally,  the  closure  should  be  made  with  firm,  but 
gentle,  suturing  to  assure  the  accurate  approximation  of  the  wound.  Make 
certain  that  nothing  you  have  done,  or  failed  to  do,  adds  to  the  burden  of  the 
natural  processes. 

President  Fitigerald: 

Colonel  Friedrich,  1  am  glad  to  thank  you  for  this  instructive  ad- 
dress and  I  do  it  on  behalf  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society. 

Gentlemen,  we  are  going  to  have  about  a  ten  minute  talk  on  the 
gasoline  situation  in  North  Carolina  as  it  relates  to  dentists. 

1  now  recognize  Dr.  L.  M.  Massey. 
Dr.  L.  M.  Massey  (Zebulon)  : 

Gentlemen,  a  chance  remark  a  day  or  so  ago  that  Doctors  were 
abusing  the  privilege  of  gasoline  accommodation  caused  me  to  suggest 
that  we  have  a  little  explanation  of  that  to  these  men  at  this  oppor- 
tunity. Dentists,  I  believe,  are  honest  and  I  think  failure  to  understand 
was  probably  the  cause  of  some  stretching  of  the  use  of  gasoline  privi- 
leges that  were  given,  so  I  am  very  glad  that  we  have  the  opportunity 
and  that  the  busy  State  Director  of  the  OPA  has  consented  to  come 
down  and  talk  to  us  for  a  few  minutes  about  that  privilege  and  the 
abuse  problems.  Honorable  Theodore  S.  Johnson,  OPA  Director  of 
North  Carolina.    (Applause) 

Hoii.  Theodore  S.  Johnson: 

The  only  trouble  with  this  situation  is  that  1  wi'=h  I  had  more  of  your 
fellows  here  to  talk  to.  It  is  a  dangerous  thing  to  let  me  get  in  front  of  any 
group  to  talk  about  the  objections  and  the  procedures  of  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration,  because  it  is  that  sort  of  a  subject  that  could  be  expanded  upon, 
I  think,  with  orofit  to  you  and  to  our  people  generally,  but  I  shall  not  even 
contemplate  the  temptation  of  going  into  that  general  phase  of  this  v.'ork. 

The  immediate  occasion  that  brought  this  matter  between  Dr.  .Massey  and 
myself  was  an  action  of  the  Wake  County  Rationing  Board,  actinp  in  good  faith, 
suggesting  to  one  of  Dr.   Massey's  patients  that  she  could  get  service  here  in 
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Raleigh  and  not  have  to  go  to  Zebulon  to  his  office  for  that  purpose  Well,  they 
were  overreaching  their  instructions  and  the  regulations  in  doing  that,  but  I 
should  say  and  that  leads  me  to  this  one  first  principle — we  are  in  an  emergency. 
You  have  heard  that,  no  doubt,  and  probably  many  of  you  already  realize  that. 
We  are  in  an  acute  emergency  on  gasoline,  an  emergency  which  is  not  likely  to 
be  lifted.  That  is  one  thing  we  must  get  in  our  heads.  We  are  not  playing  with 
this  damned  gasoline  business.  We  are  in  a  jam  on  gasoline  in  these  eastern  states 
and  we  mean  business  about  it  and  you  ought  to  mean  business  about  it.  It 
isn't  1 — if  i  may  divert  for  a  moment.  I  think  the  general  impression  is  that  the 
OPA  is  imposing  restrictions  that  we  want  and  that  you  don't  want.  That  is 
cock-eyed.  If  you  don't  want  them,  we  don't  have  any  business  doing  anything 
about  it  at  all.  We  are  in  a  joint  enterprise  to  win  the  war.  One  of  the  ways 
that  the  seven  eastern  states  can  help  win  the  war  is  to  reduce  gasoline  con- 
sumption to  the  absolute  minimum.  That  is  a  fundamental  principle.  L'pon  that 
basis,  the  Boards  are  trying  to  do  their  jobs.  1  think  honestly  they  are  trying 
to  do  a  good,  intelligent  job  of  saving  gasoline  and  that  may  run  across  your 
desires.  It  may  even  run  well  across  and  cut  over  completely  into  your  con- 
venience, but  it  must  be  gauged,  not  on  your  liking  and  your  convenience,  but 
on  the  needs  of  the  community. 

Now  one  of  those  fundamental  needs  is  that  we  dare  not  sacrifice  the  health 
of  the  people  in  this  emergency  and  in  view  of  that  fact,  the  fact  that  your  work 
as  dentists  or  doctors  is  considered  absolutely  vital  to  the  maintenance  of  our 
life  here,  is  as  important  as  to  put  a  soldier  on  the  battlefield.  The  home  front 
has  got  to  keep  going,  but  it  has  got  to  be  based  on  community  needs  and  not 
upon   individual  convenience  or  desire. 

Now,  then,  with  that  as  a  background,  let's  look  for  a  moment  at  the  three 
types  of  gasoline  rationing.  The  "A"  is  of  no  concern  to  us  here  at  all.  If  you 
got  an  "A"  book,  you  can  do  what  you  want  to — no,  what  you  have  to.  Nobody 
with  even  an  "A"  book  has  a  right  to  burn  gasoline.  Some  people  come  in  and 
say,  "1  have  been  saving  my  gasoline,  can't  1  get  some  more?"  Don't  you  see — 
that  is  like  all  morals.  You  can't  build  up  a  credit  in  good  morals — behave 
yourself  five  years  and  raise  Hell  for  two  more.  Saving  is  good.  Then  don't  go 
burn  the  gasoline  or  else  you  have  wiped  out  all  the  virtue  you  had.  Even  an 
"A"  book  don't  use  more  than  you  have  to.  That  isn't  saying  a  whole  lot. 
There  is  not  much  to  use. 

"B"  book  is  assigned  to  people  who  find  it  necessary  in  the  conduct  of  their 
occupation.  What  is  necessary?  Getting  to  the  office,  where  you  have  got  to 
get  from  home  to  a  fixed  place  of  work.  You  do  it  with  as  direct  travel  as 
you  please,  and  can  and  if,  incidental  to  that  driving,  you  want  to  do  other  things, 
all  right,  go  ahead,  so  long  as  you  try  to  save  gasoline.  What  does  constitute 
the  regular  work  of  your  occupation?  Well,  I  know  some  of  you  had  this  ques- 
tion up  and  talked  at  length  with  my  good  friend  and  neighbor  and  your  very 
good  friend  Dr.  Lineberger.  1  exposed  him  to  the  Kiwanis  Club  for  doing  some- 
thing, but,  well,  I  won't  tell  any  more  about  it.  He  is  trying  to  do  his  job  right. 
He  has  to  go  to  the  hospital.  He  uses  a  "B"  book.  All  right.  If  he  has  to  go 
there  to  see  patients  and  operate,  all  right.  That  is  his  work.  You  can  use  "B" 
gasoline  to  go  to  the  home  of  someone  who  is  sick  and  in  an  emergency  if  Re 
can't  get  to  your  office.  You  are  entitled  to  use  "B"  gasoline  to  go  to  his  home. 
Now,  there  is  a  lot  right  there,  and  that  is  about  the  end  of  it. 

Take  coming  to  these  meetings.  We  have  had  that  up.  I  think  maybe  1  was 
too  generous,  according  to  the  regulations.  1  feel  that  to  come  here  and  get  the 
benefit  of  talks  like  the  Doctor  from  Camp  Davis  just  gave  is  occupational  use. 
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We  felt  that  it  was  hut  the  regulations  did  not  pro\ide  that  you  could  come 
to  dental  conventions.  May  1  say,  by  way  of  illustration,  if  you  come  here  with 
the  needs  of  your  profession  well  in  mind,  with  an  intention  to  improving 
yourselves  as  dentists,  nobody  is  going  to  argue,  but  if  you  come  here  to  have 
a  darned  good  time,  if  you  use  gasoline  to  get  here,  there  is  nothing  to  com- 
pensate for  that  extra  sacrifice  of  gasoline.  There  is  no  gasoline  good  enough  to 
use  to  come  to  ha\e  a  good  time  and  fellowship  along  along  with  the  other 
people.  We  are  in  war — therefore.  1  say  if  you  came  on  "B"  gasoline  and 
haven't  really  devoted  \ourself  to  work  of  the  conference  and  convention,  you 
have  been  off  on  the  shad\-  edge  of  misuse  of  your  gasoline. 

Now.  then,  I  think  you  see  the  need  for  conserving  all  the  gasoline  you  can. 
The  question  comes  up  about  incidental  uses  of  "B"  gasoline.  This  wasn't  a 
Doctor,  but  1  have  some  neighbors  who  went  fishing  the  other  day.  I  know 
they  didn't  go  on  "A'  gasoline.  1  have  got  to  draw  lines  around  myself.  They 
are  about  to  exterminate  me  and  put  me  on  some  foreign  land  because  they  are 
afraid  1  am  going  to  punish  them.  You  agreed  to  use  it  for  occupational  pur- 
poses.   That  is  enough  for  that. 

"C"  gasoline  is  preferred  mileage  given  only  on  most  special  necessities  of 
the  case.  If  you  are  accustomed  or  have  been  accustomed  to  going  out  of  your 
office  frequently — and  you  will  have  to  be  the  judge  of  what  is  frequent  in- 
tervals— for  the  purpose  of  dental  work,  dental  surgery  or  what  not — if  you 
have  been  accustomed  to  travel  over  considerable  territory  and  "B"  gasoline 
won't  do  it,  and  it  is  necessary  for  dental  work,  you  can  get  a  "C"  book  for  it. 
How  many  of  you  now  make  a  regular  practice  of  going  out  and  doing  major 
operations  outside  the  office?  You  don't  do  it  and  I  don't  think  but  very  few 
of  the  dentists  1  am  acquainted  with  do,  so  1  don't  think  you  have  any  remote 
chance  of  being  qualified  for  "C"  gasoline.  It  is  preferred  mileage  for  medical 
purposes,  if  you  are  going  to  some  clinic  regularly  and  your  "B"  gasoline  won't 
take  care  of  it.  you  go  to  the  Board  and  state  your  case  and  1  think  they  will 
take  care  of  it. 

When  it  comes  to  the  other  side  of  the  fence — is  the  patient  entitled  to 
gasoline  to  come  to  your  office— that  is  a  thing  that  has  to  be  dealt  with  with 
a  good  deal  of  reason.  Some  man  comes  in  and  says,  "My  dentist  is  in  Florida." 
He  comes  in  about  the  first  of  December  and  says,  "1  want  to  go  to  see  my 
dentist  in  Florida."  What  would  you  do?  Would  you  give  him  gasoline  to  go 
to  see  his  dentist  in  Florida?  We  have  some  people  come  in  and  say  they  must 
go  to  see  their  dentist  in  Winston-Salem,  they  want  to  go  to  their  dentist  in 
Winston-Salem  once  a  week.  Well,  that  is  coming  a  little  closer,  yes,  we  will 
agree  to  that,  but  wouldn't  it  be  possible  for  that  person  to  go  by  train  or  bus 
to  Winston-Salem?  If  the  dental  condition  is  so  precarious,  it  would  hurt  to 
ride  on  the  train,  how  in  the  Devil  are  they  going  to  drive  an  automobile  and 
go  there?  1  think  most  of  us  are  accustomed  to  running  bills  with  our  regular 
dentists.  We  have  established  a  line  of  credit  and  therefore  we  want  to  go  to 
him,  and  nobody  wants  to  interfere  with  that  sort  of  treatment,  and  yet,  if  1 
were  off  somewhere  else  temporarily  and  1  had  some  simple  repair  work  to  be 
done,  1  think  I'd  be  crazy  and  certainly  it  would  be  against  the  gasoline  regula- 
tions, if  I  went  to  Raleigh  for  a  ten  minute  job  that  somebody  could  do  where 
1  happened  to  be.  We  are  trying  to  apply  the  rule  of  reason.  If  you  have  a 
patient  that  lives  in  some  other  town  and  you  feel  that  it  is  right  for  her  or 
him  to  go  to  your  office,  you  write  a  statement  of  that  and  give  it  to  that 
patient  that  you  have  been  treating  the  person  or  that  you  believe  that  it  is 
impossible  for  a  person  t(j  use  an  alternative  means  of  transportation  and  that 
it  is  necessary  for  them  to  call  at  your  office,  let  that  patient  take  that  to  the 
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Board  and  I  believe  you  will  get  cooperative  treatment  from  the  Board.  Don't 
you  see  that  you  have  some  responsibilities?  I'd  love  to  be  telling  this — unim- 
portant as  it  may  seem — to  all  Doctors  and  Dentists.  You  have  some  obliga- 
tions there,  too.  You  have  to  forego  some  business,  some  practice,  in  the  interest 
of  this  economy,  if  that  person  really  and  truly  has  to  come  and  you  are 
familiar  with  the  work  you  are  doing  and  don't  want  to  turn  the  patient  over 
to  somebody  else  and  you  think  it  is  right  for  him  to  come,  tell  him  to  come, 
but  if  somebody's  teeth  need  cleaning,  which  doesn't  require  familiarity  with 
case  history,  tell  the  person  to  go  to  a  fellow  dentist  in  the  town  that  person 
lives  and  cut  out  unnecessary  travel.  1  try  to  think  it  is  a  professional  obligation 
that  you  labor  under  all  the  time  and  I  believe  you  are  under  a  peculiarly 
professional  obligation  to  use  certificates  wisely. 

I  had  a  case  of  a  woman  who  has  always  gone  to  Florida  every  winter.  She 
got  a  Doctor's  certificate  that  said  she  was  subject  to  car  sickness  and  on  the 
strength  of  car  sickness  she  got  64  gallons  of  gasoline  to  go  to  Florida  and  by 
all  the  bad  luck  in  the  world,  she  flashed  the  same  certificate  in  Florida  and  got 
another  64  gallons  of  gasoline — car  sickness — 1  think  in  that  particular  case  it 
would  be  more  accurate  to  say  her  dog  didn't  like  to  travel  in  a  sleeper.  She 
took  the  dog.  It  was  a  delicate  animal.  It  can  ride  in  an  automobile.  That  wasn't 
a  dentist— but  I  will  say  this — the  Doctor  told  the  truth,  but  he  didn't  tell 
the  whole  truth.  He  was  a  Raleigh  Doctor.  The  woman  thinks  she  is  in  a  very 
bad  way.  The  Doctor  says  she  isn't.  She  insists  that  she  is  a  very  sick  woman. 
She  has  been  to  the  Duke  Clinic.  She  thought  that  it  ought  to  be  necessary 
for  her  to  go  to  Florida  and  the  Doctor  gave  her  a  certificate.  The  Board  called 
up  this  particular  Doctor  and  said,  "Would  you  mind  telling  us  a  little  more 
about  it?  Why  did  you  give  her  a  certificate?"  He  said,  "Why,  she  asked  me 
to."  We  said,  "Well,  now,  can  she  ride  on  the  train?"  He  said,  "Sure,  she  can 
ride  on  the  train."  By  going  back  to  the  Doctor,  he  modified  the  thing.  If  we 
had  taken  the  thing  at  its  face  value — it  said  she  had  to  go  to  Florida  and  if 
she  didn't  go  to  Florida  by  car,  her  life  would  be  imperiled.  The  root  of  it 
was  purely  a  question  of  convenience  and  desire  and  the  Doctor  met  her  wishes. 
I  know  the  man  and  he  is  a  grand  chap  and  when  1  explained  it  to  him,  he  gave 
me  his  word  he'd  never  issue  another  certificate  like  that.  There  is  no  imputing 
of  his  motives,  but  it  was  a  certificate  which  would  and  did  mislead  the  Board 
and  tended  toward  a  wastage  of  gasoline. 

This  is  one  theory — we  have  got  to  broaden  our  general  policy.  1  feel  sort 
of  strongly  about  it  because  this  morning  I  caught  Hell  from  three  different 
people  who  wrote  letters  complaining  about  individuals  who  had  more  gasoline 
than  they  ought  to  have  had  or  saying  that  the  restaurants  were  charging  out- 
rageous prices  for  meals  or  crying  about  rent  somewhere.  There  isn't  any 
organization  on  earth  that  can  start  out  here  and  impose  regulations  like  this 
reaching  into  every  phase  of  your  life  and  then  have  policemen  enough  or 
enforcement  officials  enough  to  watch  everything.  We  have  to  rely  upon  public 
understanding  and  public  cooperation  in  enforcing  them.  The  Doctor  is  looking 
at  his  watch  and  1  am  going  to  quit.  1  do  plead  finally  and  genuinely  that  in  the 
midst  of  this  emergency  that  you  watch  these  regulations  as  they  apply  to  you. 
Don't  try  to  evade  them.  Don't  try  to  get  around  them.  Try  rather,  more 
than  anything  else,  to  see  how  little  you  can  abuse  them. 

Last  Friday  here  the  stores  in  town  were  besieged  with  people  who  had  gotten 
along  a  whole  month  on  a  certain  amount  of  meat  and  yet  said  they  had  some 
red  coupons  unused  in  the  book  and  besieged  and  bedeviled  the  stores  trying 
to  get  the  meat  on  those  coupons.  They  were  entitled  to  it,  too.  Wouldn't  it 
have  been  patriotic  to  have  said,  "I   don't  need  the  coupons.    Here,  put  them 
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away  or  let  them  expire."  Let's  see  how  much  waste  we  can  eliminate  by  follow- 
ing and  aiding  and  abetting  the  regulations,  rather  than  see  how  we  can  elude  or 
get  around   them.

The  staff  of  the  Division  of  Oral  Hygiene  has  been  drawn  on  rather  heavily 
for  dentists  to  go  into  the  war  service.  However,  the  remaining  members  of 
the  staff  are  carrying  on  the  program  and  doing  everything  possible  to  com- 
pensate for  the  loss  of  men  and  for  the  necessity  of  reducing  the  amount  of 
time  spent  in  the  various  counties. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  these  dentists  for  the  fine  spirit  they 
are  manifesting  in  this  time  of  emergency.  While  their  remuneration  is  not  great 
in  dollars  and  cents,  they  must  derive  great  satisfaction  from  knowing  that  they 
are  rendering  an  outstanding  service  to  humanity  and  especially  to  that  part  of 
society  that  is  classed  as  underprivileged. 

The  hours  of  service  of  the  public  health  dentist  are  exacting  and  arduous. 
He  drives  varying  distances  in  order  to  be  at  his  school  when  it  opens  in  the 
morning  and  is  working  continuously,  with  the  exception  of  a  short  lunch  period, 
until  schools  close  in  the  afternoon.  But,  even  then,  his  day's  work  is  not  done. 
He  is  yet  to  meet  with  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  attend  a  faculty  con- 
ference or  drive  back  to  the  County  Seat  to  talk  over  the  situation  and  plan 
the  work  with  the  Health  Officer,  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the 
dental  member  of  the  County  Board  of  Health  or,  sometimes,  with  all  three  of 
them.  He  may  visit  another  of  the  county  schools  to  confer  with  the  teachers 
and  children  about  some  mouth  health  project  that  they  are  carrying  on  under 
his  direction.  He  will  not  do  all  this  every  day,  but  all  of  this  is  a  part  of  his 
work  and  every  day  brings  some  such  duty  after  school  hours.  Often  he  has 
meetings  to  attend  at  nigiit  and,  as  a  teacher,  he  has  preparations  to  make  for 
the  next  day's  work. 

Working  for  children  is  not  an  easy  job.  It  requires  the  very  best  there  is 
in  a  man.  If  he  is  to  do  it  effectively  and  acceptably  it  necessitates  his  putting 
his  very  best  into  it,  not  only  the  best  of  his  time  but  the  best  of  his  attention 
and  preparation.  Any  idea  that  public  health  dentistry  is  an  easy  job  should 
be  dispelled. 

The  public  health  dentist  is  expected  to  do  his  work  in  the  schools  in  such 
a  manner  that  he  favorably  impresses  the  children  not  only  as  a  professional 
man  but  also  as  a  friend.  This  helps  to  inculcate  in  the  children  a  friendly 
feeling  toward  all  dentists  and  to  allay  any  fears  that  may  be  in  their  minds. 
This  unusual  service  can  be  rendered  only  by  men  who  have  been  especially 
trained.  We  feel  that  the  training  of  the  school  dentists  for  their  specialized 
teaching  is  well  worth  all  of  the  effort  and  cost  attached  thereto. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  present  staff  of  the  Division  of  Oral  Hygiene 
may  be  kept  intact  and  that  the  program  may  continue  along  the  lines  that 
have  stood  the  test  of  time  and  have  proven  successful.  We  are  not  entirely 
unselfish  in  this  desire.  It  is  not  only  for  the  sake  of  the  children  of  the  State 
that  we  want  it  but  also  for  the  dentists  in  private  practice. 

In  what  other  way  could  the  necessary  dental  corrections  be  made  for  over 
60,000  children?  Even  though  these  children  cannot  pay  for  the  service,  no  one 
would  want  them  to  have  to  go  without  it  and  suffer  for  lack  of  it.    If,  in  these 
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tn'ing  da\s,  this  charity  load   shoyld   be  added   to  our  practice  we  would   not 
be  able  to  handle  it. 

In  recognition  of  the  unusual  work  that  the  Division  of  Oral  Hygiene  is  doing, 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Good  Teeth  Council  for  Children  held  its  annual 
meeting  in  the  Oral  H>giene  Building  on  May  first  and  second.  This  Board  is 
made  up  of  eminent  physicians,  dentists,  nutritionists  and  educators.  It  was  a 
privilege  to  meet  this  group  of  scientists  who  are  interested  in  public  health  and 
to  listen  in  on  their  discussions  and  deliberations.  They  were  outspoken  in 
their  praise  of  the  achievements  in  the  field  of  mouth  health  education  of  our 
Oral  Hygiene  Division.

REPORT  OF  THE  ORAL   HYGIENE  COMMITTEE 
NORTH  CAROLINA  DENTAL  SOCIETY 

We  believe  that  the  most  significant  achievem.ent  of  the  past  sear  in  the 
field  of  Oral  Hygiene  has  been  the  publication  of  the  "Mouth  Health  Catechism" 
prepared  by  the  Division  of  Oral  Hygiene.  This  publication  reaches  a  group 
which,  heretofore,  has  not  been  reached  as  effectively  as  has  been  desired.  The 
group  to  which  we  refer  is  made  up  of  the  mothers  of  young  children.  The 
Catechism  is  now  being  distributed  to  mothers  throughout  the  State,  not  only 
by  the  public  health  dentists,  but  also  by  the  dentists  in  private  practice.  The 
reception  of  this  booklet,  both  by  the  mothers  and  the  dentists  of  the  State,  has 
been  most  gratifying. 

Another  noteworthy  development,  in  the  field  of  health  education,  is  the 
artistic  arrangement,  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Oral  Hygiene  Building,  of  mouth 
health  exhibits  in  the  form  of  "Little  Jack's  Fair."  The  children  of  the  State 
are  invited  to  visit  this  Health  Fair,  and  many  grades  with  their  teachers  have 
done  so.  When  traveling  conditions  are  again  normal  we  predict  that  this  will 
be  one  of  the  most  noted  and  frequented  places  of  interest  for  the  children  who 
come  to  the  Capital  City.  In  connection  with  the  exhibit  is  a  poster  displa>' 
which  has  been  constructed  by  staff  members  and  the  children  in  the  schools 
and  which  leaves  no  doubt  as  to  the  educational  value  of  such  health  propaganda. 

The  number  of  counties  participating  in  the  dental  program,  the  length  of 
time  spent  in  each  county  and  the  number  of  children  worked  for  naturally  show 
decreases  on  account  of  the  decreased  number  of  dentists  on  the  staff.  However, 
the  reports  show  that  through  March  of  this  school  year  42,433  underprivileged 
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children  had  the  necessary  dental  corrections  made  for  them  by  the  school 
dentists  and  that  an  even  greater  number  of  privileged  children  were  referred  to 
dentists  in  private  practice.  In  addition  to  the  corrective  work,  the  school  dentists 
have  taught  mouth  health  to  approximately  100,000  children  in  their  own  class- 
rooms and  have  distributed  to  the  teachers  many  thousands  of  sheets  of  the 
mouth  health  education  material  prepared  by  the  educational  consultant  on 
the  staff. 

A  study  of  the  statistical  reports  of  the  Division  of  Oral  Hygiene  show  that, 
during  an  average  month,  for  the  5,000  children  receiving  dental  corrections,  it 
was  necessary  to  extract  only  200  six-year  molars.  This  is  a  very  small  number 
compared  with  the  number  that  had  to  be  extracted  some  years  ago.  Used  as 
a  measuring  stick,  this  presents  very  convincing  evidence  that  we  are  making 
progress  in  our  mouth  health  education  program. 

During  this  same  month,  the  dentists  filled  1,600  six-year  molars.  I  lad  it  not 
been  for  this  service  provided  for  the  underprivileged,  these  teeth,  in  all  prob- 
ability, would  have  been  neglected  and,  eventually  lost.  The  fact  that  this 
tragedy — for  the  loss  of  a  six-year  molar  is  a  dental  tragedy — has  been  averted 
for  so  many  children  should  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  us  all. 

The  dental  service  is  available  to  the  pre-school  children  of  the  underprivileged 
group  if  their  rnothers  will  take  them  to  the  schools.  We  are  glad  to  report  that 
more  and  more  mothers  are  taking  advantage  of  this  opportunity  each  year. 
Many  of  the  pre-school  children  are  also  reached  through  the  nursery  schools. 

The  puppet  show  is  now  rounding  out  its  eighth  year  in  the  schools.  The 
school  people  recognize  it  as  an  outstanding  educational  activity  and  report  to 
us  that  its  teachings  are  carried  over  into  the  lives  of  the  children,  resulting  in 
the  establishment  of  many  desirable  habits. 

The  success  of  the  oral  hygiene  program  is  due  to  the  co-operation,  not  only 
of  the  members  of  the  stalf  of  the  Division  of  Oral  Hygiene,  but  also  of  the 
dental  profession  of  the  State.  We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
members  of  The  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  for  their  interest  and  support.

A  few  of  the  men  paid  their  dues  to  participate  in  the  Life  Membership 
plan.

1  mo\e  that  this  recommendation  be  adopted. 
Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

I  second  the  motion. 

Dr.  Fox: 

Ma\'  I  ask  one  word  in  respect  to  the  District  Secretary — if  a  man 
fails  to  pay  his  A.D.A.  dues,  will  that  affect  this  Life  Membership  in 
the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society,  or  must  he  continue  his  A.D.A. 
membership  in  order  to  qualify  for  this  Life  Membership?  I'd  like  to 
have  that  point  cleared  up  because  1  know  it  is  going  to  come  up.  There 
are  some  men  whose  State  and  District  dues  are  being  remitted  but 
most  of  them  were  paying  the  $6.00  A.D.A.  dues  and  a  few  of  them 
are  not  even  paying  that.  Will  they  be  entitled  to  Life  Membership 
even  though  they  don't  pay  their  A.D.A.  dues? 

President  Fitzgerald: 

As  I  understand  it,  this  applies  to  those  men  in  military  service  for 
the  duration.  1  do  not  think  the  A.D.A.  dues  have  anything  to  do 
with  it. 

Dr.  A.  L.  Wooten: 

1  think  if  we  omit  dues  while  they  are  in  service,  we  should  not  con- 
sider A.D.A.  dues,  for  after  all,  membership  in  our  Association  has 
nothing  to  do  with  A.D.A. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Those  in  favor  of  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
please  indicate  by  saying  "Aye".  Opposed,  like  sign.    (Carried) 

Secretary  Medlin: 

Adding  Section  13,  Article  1,  as  follows — That  a  staggered  Post- 
War  Planning  Committee  be  appointed  to  formulate  plans  for  render- 
ing necessary  health  service  to  certain  groups.  T'hat  the  committee  shall 
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consist  of  five  members,  one  being  elected  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years,  one  for  five  years  and  one 
each  year  thereafter  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

President  Fit:(gerald: 

Gentlemen,  we  have  at  the  present  time  two  staggered  committees. 
By  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
Legislative  Committee  are  staggered  and  it  was  thought  wise  to  have 
this  committee  staggered  so  that  at  all  times  there  would  be  members 
on  it  who  understood  it  and  had  the  record.  You  have  heard  the  amend- 
ment as  read.

REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

Your  Committee  did  not  sponsor  any  new  legislation  before  the  recent  session 
of  the  General  Assembly.  We  were  kept  busy  from  the  beginning  to  the  very 
end  fighting  proposed  and  actually  introduced  legislation. 

There  was  sent  out  from  Washington,  D.  C,  to  all  State  Legislatures,  "A 
Draft  of  Proposed  Legislation  to  Authorize  and  Provide  for  the  Temporary  Ad- 
mission of  Dentists  to  Practice  in  This  State  to  Protect  the  Health  of  the  Civilian 
Population  During  the  War  Emergency  Period."  This  bill,  while  contemplated, 
was  never  introduced. 

A  bill  to  consolidate,  for  budgetary  purposes,  all  Licensing  Boards  was  reported 
to  contain  dentistry  but  in  the  final  draft  dentistry  was  eliminated. 

The  Dental  Hygienists  question,  which  was  referred  to  our  Committee  from 
a  recent  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  came  up  for  discussion.  Many 
viewpoints,  both  pro  and  con,  were  presented.  The  fact  was  brought  out  that 
the  hygienist,  or  dental  nurse  could  render  a  very  important  service  in  our  pro- 
fession, especially  in  the  institutional  work.  The  members  of  the  State  Board 
who  were  present  were  of  the  opinion  that  State  Institutions  and  hospitals  could 
secure  the  services  of  the  hygienist  under  our  present  law.  Some  of  our  members, 
now  with  the  Armed  Forces,  opposed  the  introduction  of  a  revised  Hygienist 
Law  at  this  time  while  so  many  were  absent  from  the  state  and  would  not  have 
any  voice  in  the  action.  Many  legislative  problems  and  experiences  were  brought 
up  for  discussion.  Finally  the  educational  facilities  for  the  Hygienist  were  dis- 
cussed and  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  Army  was  calling  for  their  services  and 
would  probably  employ  all  hygienists  graduated  during  the  next  few  years. 

After  a  thorough  discussion  all  present  agreed,  and.  the  Committee  voted, 
that  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  sponsor  any  dental  legislation  during  this  Session 
of  the  General  Assembly. 
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A  bill  which  would  have  permitted  Dr.  Ralph  Flowers  to  enter  the  Armed 
Forces,  as  a  Dental  officer,  was  introduced  during  the  last  days  of  the  Session. 
The  bill  received  an  unfavorable  report  b.\-  the  House  Calendar  Committee. 

The  legislative  fight  has  been  fast  and  furious  in  the  National  Congress.  The 
Bill  introduced  into  the  Congress  by  Congressman  (Dr.)  Traynor,  Delaware, 
known  as  the  "Mail  Order  Denture  Bill"  which  successfully  passed  during  the 
last  days  of  the  77th  Congress,  was  discussed.  Our  own  Congressman,  A.  L. 
Bulwinkle,  Eleventh  North  Carolina  Congressional  District,  played  a  very  im- 
portant part  in  both  the  framing  and  passage  of  the  Bill.  The  Committee  voted 
to  send  Congressman  Bulwinkle  a  letter  of  appreciation  and  also  to  advise  all 
of  our  dental  members  in  his  district  of  his  fine  piece  of  work  in  our  behalf. 
.A.  copy  of  the  letter  mailed  out  by  our  Committee,  and  the  one  by  Dr.  Sterling 
Mead,  to  Dentists  in  the  Eleventh  Congressional  District  is  filed  herewith. 

A  Bill  has  passed  the  Congress  creating  the  rank  of  Rear  Admiral  for  the 
Navy  Dental  Corps. 

Senate  Bill  S.  1007,  which  provides  "The  Temporary  Promotion  of  Officers 
of  the  Dental  Corps  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States."  "is  now  pending.  Your 
Committee  endorses  the  Bill  and  requests  the  unanimous  support  of  this  body. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends  that  this  body  go  on  record  as  endorsing 
the  entire  program  of  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  American  Dental  Associa- 
tion and  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  fine  service  being  rendered  the 
Legislative  Committee  by  Dr.  Sterling  V.  Mead,  Chairman  and  Mr.  George  H. 
Fox,  Secretary. 

We  further  wish  to  thank  Secretary  Fox  for  the  fine  service  he  rendered  the 
State  Legislative  Committees  in  his  coverage  of  the  State  Legislatures. 

Our  Committee  wishes  to  thank  Dr.  William  K.  Chapman,  a  member  of 
our  Committee,  for  his  interest  in  the  problems  which  have  been  presented  to 
our  Committee.  We  understand  Lt.  Chapman  is  now  with  the  Armed  Forces  in 
Africa.  We  wish  for  him  great  experiences  and  a  happy  return  to  the  Old 
North  State.

Dr.  Lineberger  seems  to  me  to  be  getting  along  pretty  easy  with 
State  Legislation.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  you  failed  to  mention  who  the 
local  men  were  who  rendered  service.  You  mention  Major  Bulwinkle, 
but  you  failed  to  mention  the  local  men  and  what  they  had  done.  I 
know  of  some  help  that  the  Legislative  Committee  has  had  from  State 
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Representatives  and  I  would  like  to  have  their  names  incorporated  into 
an  amendment  to  your  report. 

Dr.  Lincherger: 

We  did  have  some  might\-  fine  help.  This  was  mentioned  in  the 
Bulletin — Representative  J.  H.  Hutchins.  not  a  member  of  the  State 
Society,  from  up  beyond  Asheville,  who  happens  to  be  a  Republican 
member  of  the  Senate,  Archie  Allen  and  old  friend  Gregg  Cherry  intro- 
duced a  bill  in  the  Legislature  which  helped  us  out  in  several  ways, 
but  1  don't  know,  we  just  didn't  mention  it. 

Dr.  Minges: 

I  know  of  the  kinship  existing  between  you  and  Governor  Cherry. 
Wouldn't  it  be  nice  to  accept  an  amendment  that  a  letter  of  suitable 
appreciation  be  written  Mr.  Cherry,  Mr.  Hutchins  and  Archie  Allen, 
of  Wake?  Would  you  accept  that  as  an  amendment  to  your  report? 

Dr.  Lineberger: 

There  are  other  members  of  the  Legislative  Committee  —  Dr.

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards:

Dr.  Paul  J  ones: 

I  happen  to  know  about  the  very  fine  reception  at  the  hand  of  our 
good  friend,  the  Legislator  here  in  Raleigh  and  1  must  disagree  with 
my  friend  here,  Zach  Edwards,  because  1  think  Gregg  Cherry  really 
went  out  of  his  way  to  help  us  out  and  I  am  certainly  glad  and  willing 
to  let  the  members  of  the  Society  know  that  but  for  him  something 
might  have  gotten  out  of  control  before  we  caught  it.  As  it  happened, 
we  had  a  man  who  was  on  the  job  and  we  were  able  to  stop  from  going 
through  by  the  help  and  influence  of  Gregg  Cherry. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Minges: 

1  can't  agree  with  Dr.  Edwards.  This  is  not  something  that  has 
just  existed  for  the  last  year.  It  has  been  going  on  over  a  period  of 
years.  Mr.  Cherry  has  gone  out  of  his  way  to  assist  the  dental  profes- 
sion in  every  way  possible  and  1,  personally,  can  not  see  wh\'  and  do 
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not  believe  that  these  proceedings  should  be  deleted  from  the  record 
and  I  think  the  Secretary  should  be  instructed  to  write  Mr.  Cherry, 
Mr.  Allen  and  Mr.  Hutchins  letters  of  appreciation.  We  don't  know 
when  we  may  need  them  again. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  report,  as  submitted,  with  a  motion  for  adoption  is  before  the 
House.  The  amendment,  1  do  not  believe  can  be  accepted  because  there 
is  not  a  majority  of  the  Legislative  Committee  present.  After  this  report 
is  disposed  of.  that  can  come  up. 

Dr.  Minges: 

Three  men  are  present. 
President  Fitzgerald: 

Only  two  are  in  favor  of  it. 
Dr.  Minges: 

The  majority  of  any  committee  is  a  quorum. 
President  Fitzgerald: 

Do  you  accept  the  amendment? 
Dr.  Lineberger: 

1  want  to  say  one  thing  in  regard  to  the  help  that  Paul  mentioned. 
I  will  say  that  during  the  last  few  days  of  the  Legislature,  when  there 
were  only  three  days  to  go  I  think  it  was — Paul  will  recall— he  came  to 
my  office  just  after  Cherry  had  called  me  from  the  Hotel  telling  me 
that  Flowers  was  in  town  with  a  bill  to  introduce.  He  had  not  asked 
him  to  introduce  it  but  had  the  bill  here  and  I  think  Paul  will  bear 
me  out  that  we  immediately  got  in  touch  with  Ike  Bailey.  Paul  was  up 
here  that  day  to  the  Legislature  It  was  some  good  help,  but  1  am  in 
a  rather  bad  spot  on  this  situation.  I  know  he  has  done  us  a  lot  of 
good  and  1  don't  know  whether  it  should  go  through  the  committee  or 
some  other  motion.  1  don't  vote  on  motions  in  the  House  of  Delegates 
because  1  am  not  a  member. 
Dr.  Minges:  I 

1  contend  that  parliamentarily  1  am  right. 
Dr.  Edwards: 

I  would  like  to  call  the  gentleman's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Legislative  Committee  has  not  been  called  in  session. 

Dr.  Lineberger : 

1  could  call  the  Legislative  Committee  in  session,  but  I'd  rather  not 
do  that. 
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Dr.  Edii'ards: 

We'd  have  to  get  out  of  here. 
Dr.  Limber  get: 

I  mo\'e  the  adoption  of  the  original  report. 
Dr.  .Minges: 

I  withdraw  my  motion  and  ask  the  indulgence  of  this  body  to  place 
a  special  motion  before  it  at  the  proper  time. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Those  in  fa\'or  of  adoption  of  the  report,  please  signify  b\-  sa\ing 
"Aye".    Opposed,  like  sign.   (Carried) 

The  Chair  will  recognize  Dr.  Ralph  Jarrett. 

Dr.  Ralph  Jarrett  (Charlotte)  : 

I  just  come  to  this  body  to  ask  if  you  will  not  appoint  a  committee 
to  study  the  possibilities  of  requiring  a  dental  interneship  in  North  Caro- 
lina some  time  in  the  future.  I  think  we  have  a  grand  opportunity  and 
1  find  a  lot  of  young  men  want  the  dental  interneship.  One  state  has 
already  passed  this  requirement — Delaware.  We  could  use  these  dental 
internists  in  a  way  that  will  help  us  take  care  of  the  indigent  people  of 
North  Carolina,  thereby  at  the  end  of  a  year's  service  bring  into  the 
profession  men  with  a  year's  honest  experience  and  not  only  run 
his  office  but  know  how  to  render  a  better  service.  It  will  bring  to  us  a 
closer  relationship  between  the  physicians,  the  hospitals,  which  we  have 
been  talking  about  but  have  done  nothing  about  for  a  hundred  years. 
It  will  elevate  the  profession  to  the  place  that  it  duly  should  be  at 
this  time.  1  hope  that  you  will  consider  this.  1  hope  that  you  will 
appoint  a  committee  to  study  this  question  in  our  State. 

President  Fit:(gerald: 

Gentlemen,  this  suggestion  coming  from  Dr.  Jarrett  merely  proposes 
a  committee  to  study  the  subject,  for  no  action  at  all,  to  come  before 
the  convention  at  a  later  date. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Watkins: 

I  move  that  a  committee  to  study  it  be  appointed. 

.  .  .  Motion  seconded,  vote  taken  and  carried.  .  .  . 
Dr.  Minges: 

Is  this  the  time  for  new  business? 
President  Fitzgerald: 

Yes,  we  will  adjourn  the  meeting  within  the  next  five  minutes. 
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Dr.  Minges: 

I'd  like  at  this  time  to  make  a  motion  that  the  North  Carolina  Dental 
Society,  as  cognizant  of  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  Mr.  R.  G. 
Cherry,  Mr.  J.  H.  Hutchins  and  Mr.  Archie  Allen,  and  in  recognition 
of  that  service,  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  write  them  a  suitable 
letter  of  thanks  and  appreciation. 

Dr.  Pridgen: 

1  second  the  motion. 

.  .  .  \'ote  taken  and  carried.  .  .  . 

Dr.  D.  L.  Pridgen: 

I  have  a  Resolution  which  the  Fourth  District  Society  has  requested 
me  to  present. 

WHEREAS,  the  district  societies  are  components  of  the  state  society, 
and  the  American  Dental  Association,  where  all  membership  must  be 
elected. 

WHEREAS,  the  better  the  programs  of  the  district  societies,  the 
more  interest  is  created,  and  the  greater  is  the  stimulation  to  an  increase 
and  maintenance  of  membership. 

WHEREAS,  the  state  society  has  requested  the  district  societies  to 
refrain  from  soliciting  advertisements  for  their  programs,  in  competi- 
tion with  the  Bulletin  of  the  state  society. 

WHEREAS,  the  only  source  of  income  left  for  the  district  societies, 
is  that  derived  from  the  payment  of  the  two  dollars  annual  dues  by 
each  active  member. 

AND  WHEREAS,  this  income  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  district  societies. 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  state  society  be  re- 
quested to  refund  to  the  district  societies  one  dollar  for  each  active 
member  paying  the  annual  dues,  during  the  year  1943  and  thereafter.

D.  L.  Pridgen 

Dr.  Medlin: 

Restate  the  last  part  of  that.  Dr.  Pridgen. 

Dr.  Pridgen: 

"That  the  state  society  be  requested  to  refund  the  district  societies 
one  dollar  for  each  active  member  paying  the  annual  dues,  during  the 
year  1943  and  thereafter." 
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Secretary  Medlin: 

is  that  for  all  the  districts? 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Dr.  Pridgen.  unfortunatel\-  for  \our  Resolution,  1  feel  that  it  is  out 
of  order.  1  think  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  state  that  these  fees 
shall  be  collected  for  the  state.  Now  it  is  a  fact  that  a  refund  could  be 
made  and  probabl\-  would  he  in  order,  so  that  is  a  matter  brought  to 
m\-  attention  before — 1  don't  know  whether  to  say  that  probably  should 
come  before  the  general  session  or  not.  but  then  it  is  a  Resolution,  and 
1  think  you  have  the  right  to  vote  on  it.  However,  I  would  like  a 
discussion. 

Secretary  Medlin  : 

Mr.  President,  I  haven't  given  this  the  thought  that  I  should.  But 
1  have  given  the  matter  some  thought  because  1  have  heard  that  it  was 
coming  up.    1  realize  the  needs  of  the  district  societies. 

Dr.  K.  L.  Johnson: 

To  ret  the  matter  before  the  House  we  should  have  a  motion. 
Dr.  D.  L.  Pridgen: 

I  move  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution. 
Dr.  Fred  Hunt: 

I  second  the  motion. 
Dr.  Medlin: 

1  realize  it  is  true  that  a  chain  is  no  stronger  than  its  weakest  link, 
but  you  are  treading  on  very  close  territory  there.  I  want  to  assure  you 
that  the  State  Dental  Society  is  not  as  well  off  as  some  may  believe. 
We  are  in  good  shape.  I  heard  Dr.  Johnson's  report  before  the  Fourth 
District  in  which  he  said  there  was  a  balance  of  $2,381.00,  but  at  that 
time  the  Proceedings  had  not  been  paid  for,  which  was  between  1750.00 
and  S800.00,  and  some  other  expenses  of  the  meeting  had  not  been 
paid  for.  When  the  District  Societies  get  $3.00  and  the  State  Society 
only  gets  $5.00 — so  far  as  the  meetings  are  concerned,  that  would  be  a 
fair  proportion,  but  the  State  Society  has  expenses  all  during  the  year. 
It  has  lots  of  expenses  other  than  the  meeting.  We  are  appropriating  a 
sum  to  carry  on  Dr.  Lineberger's  work.  The  State  income  is  being  cut 
on  account  of  the  service.  Every  time  a  man  goes  into  service,  we  lose 
$3.00  income.  Perhaps  in  1944  we  will  have  150  men  in  service.  There  is 
$450.00  cut  in  the  income  of  the  State  Society  right  there.  1  am  thor- 
oughly in  favor  of  helping  the  District  Societies  but  1  would  like  to 
see  it  worked  out  some  other  way  than  to  take  $1.00  off  the  $6.00  accord- 
ing to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  that  should  come  to  the  State. 
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Dr.  S.  E.  Moser: 

As  a  point  of  information  I  would  like  to  ask  a  question — informa- 
tion has  been  circulated  that  the  State  Dental  Society  Treasurer  bought 
17,500.00  worth  of  bonds — 1  want  to  know  if  that  is  ridiculous. 

Secretary  Medlin: 

We  have  invested  |4,7 12.00  in  bonds,  the  maturity  value  of  which 
is  $6,300.00. 

Dr.  Moser: 

I  don't  know  the  rate  at  which  these  were  bought,  but  as  Dr.  Pridgen 
says  in  his  Resolution,  it  is  true  that  the  District  Societies  are  com- 
ponent parts  of  the  State  Society  and  if  we  have  a  deficit  in  the  Dis- 
tricts, we  certainly  shouldn't  have  the  expense  of  building  a  big  surplus 
in  the  State  treasury. 

Dr.  A.  L.  Wooten: 

Mr.  President.  I  know  very  little  about  the  financial  situation  of 
either  District  or  State  Societies,  but  if  the  State  Society  is  accumulating 
too  much  money,  I  can't  see  why  the  State  Society  should  refund  money 
to  the  Districts.  Simplv  let  the  Districts  reduce  their  own  dues  and 
never  send  them  to  the  State  Society  in  the  first  place.  It  leaves  it  one- 
sided if  the  State  Society  is  getting  more  than  it  needs.  That  is  some- 
thins;  I  know  just  about  as  much  about  as  the  average  man  in  here,  and 
that  is  exactly  nothing.  I  don't  know  whether  it  is  too  much  or  too 
little  and  if  it  is  determined  that  the  State  Society  is  pilins;  up  more 
money  than  it  needs,  every  member  of  a  District  Society  in  North  Caro- 
lina would  be  glad  to  hear  somebody  say  to  him  that  his  dues  were 
reduced.  "Whv  send  the  money  to  the  State  Society  and  ask  them  to 
return  it?  Just  don't  collect  it  in  the  first  place. 

Dr.  Fox: 

1  think  Dr.  Wooten  had  a  little  misunderstanding.  It  wasn't  the  idea 
to  refund  it  to  the  members  but  to  the  Districts  to  enable  them  to  put 
on  better  programs.  However,  although  I  came  to  this  meeting  instructed 
bv  mv  District  to  request  refund  or  division  of  the  $6.00  received  by 
the  State.  That  was  passed  by  the  Second  District  and  supposed  to  be 
brought  before  the  Society,  and  although  I  have  those  instructions  from 
my  District  along  with  the  other  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates 
from  my  District,  I  don't  feel  that  in  the  rush  here  of  trying  to  get 
away  for  the  banquet  that  we  should  take  a  vote  on  this  and  I'd  like 
to  suggest,  if  Dr.  Pridgen  is  agreeable,  that  the  President  appoint  a 
committee  to  investigate  this  matter  and  report  back  to  us  tomorrow 
morning  what  their  findings  are  so  we  can  make  a  correct  decision  in 
this  and  not  rush  into  it.    I'd  like  to  suggest  that  if  Dr.   Pridgen  is 
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agieeable  that  we  get  that  passed  on  in  the  morning  after  the  committee 
has  investigated  it. 

Dr.  Fred  Hunt: 

We  wouldn't  get  an^-where  unless  we  know  the  financial  situation 
of  the  State  Societx'.  I'd  like  to  second  the  motion  Dr.  Fox  made  and 
let  them  go  into  the  financial  standing  of  the  Societ\'  and  if  it  is  so.  let 
a  refund  go  back  to  the  Districts  in  order  to  let  them  put  on  better 
programs.   .-Xfter  all,  they  are  ke\stones  of  the  State  Society. 

Dr.  Minges: 

In  reply  to  Dr.  W'ooten,  I  am  not  positive  it  is  a  fact  but  I  am 
reasonably  certain — the  dues  in  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  are 
less  than  any  other  State  in  the  Union.  1  believe  that  that  is  a  fact. 
Some  of  the  States  go  as  high  as  |25.00  a  year,  I  think  maybe  a  few 
higher  than  that.  We,  in  the  Fifth  District,  are  1 13.00  so  we  aren't 
paying  too  much  for  dues  and  as  I  said  before,  1  am  not  absolutely 
certain  that  this  is  true,  but  1  do  believe  that  our  dues  at  present  are 
less  than  any  other  State  Society  in  the  Union. 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

We  don't  seem  to  be  getting  anywhere  here.  This  thing  came  up  all 
of  a  sudden.  The  average  member  hasn't  given  it  any  consideration. 
We  don't  know  the  details  or  the  facts.  We  have  a  standing  Resolutions 
Committee  therefore,  1  move  that  this  Resolution  be  referred  to  the 
Resolutions  Committee. 

Dr.  Minges: 

I  will  second  that  motion. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Dr.  Edwards,  do  \ou  mean  that  as  an  amendment  to  the  motion 
that  has  been  made? 
Dr.  Fox: 

Mr.  President,  I  am  willing  to  withdraw  m}'  motion  if  Dr.  Hunt  will 
withdraw  his  second,  provided  Dr.  Edwards  include  in  his  motion  that 
they  report  back  to  us  at  the  session  tomorrow  morning. 

Dr.  Hunt: 

I  would  like  to  add  also  if  that  is  not  enough  money,  every  member 
of  the  Fifth  District  is  ready  to  increase  dues. 

.  .  .  Motion  taken  on  Dr.  Edwards'  motion  and  carried.  ... 

President  Fitter  aid: 

Gentlemen,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  a  banquet  at  6:30,  is 
there  a  motion  to  adjourn?

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TUESDAY  EVENING  BANQUET 
May  4,  1943 

The  annual  banquet  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  was  held 
in  the  Virginia  Dare  Ball  Room  at  6:30  o'clock  Tuesday  evening,  May 
4,  1943,  with  Dr.  Walter  T.  McFall  as  Toastmaster.  The  tables  were 
beautifully  decorated  and  at  the  end  of  the  room  opposite  the  speakers' 
table  was  an  illuminated  banner  bearing  112  service  stars  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  who  are  in  the  armed  forces. 

Dr.  McFall  gave  the  Invocation. 

Toastmaster  McFall: 

At  this  time  Dr.  Medlin  will  give  a  portion  of  the  program  that  1 
am  sure  we  will  all  be  interested  and  proud  to  hear  about. 

Lights  turned  on  the  banner  bearing  the  stars. 
Dr.  Medlin: 

From  all  reports  that  I  have  been  able  to  get,  we  have  been  having 
a  fine  meeting,  but  if  we  left  Raleigh  without  giving  due  honor  to  those 
dentists  of  North  Carolina  who  are  fighting  for  us — and  if  you  can 
see  the  number  on  the  flag,  there  are  one  hundred  twelve  of  them — I 
think  we  would  have  missed  something  we  should  have  done. 

1  want  to  say  that  the  dentists  of  North  Carolina  are  doing  their 
share  in  the  war  efTort.  Our  quota  for  1942  was  exceeded.  Our  quota 
for  1943  has  been  exceeded  and  if  this  titanic  struggle  continues  our 
1944  quotas  will  be  exceeded. 

1  want  also  to  say  that  the  civilian  dentists  are  meeting  the  chal- 
lenge. The  dentists  of  North  Carolina  are  working  longer  hours 
than  they  ever  worked  before.  They  are  collecting  scrap  metal  and 
rubber  out  of  their  offices.  They  are  buying  war  bonds.  So,  I  just  want 
to  say  that  we  want  you  to  keep  in  mind  though  these  112  that  you 
see  there  who  are  fighting  our  battles  for  us.    Don't  forget  them. 

One  of  the  dentists  of  North  Carolina,  I   have  just  heard  through 
Colonel  Davis,  is  today  in  a  Japanese  prison — Captain  Alba  Hamilton, 
son  of  Judge  Hamilton  of  Morehead  City, 
of  the  State. 

Toastmaster  McFall: 

Thank  you,  Dr.  Medlin. 

Honor  guests  presented.

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Toast  ma  iter  McFall: 

At  this  time  we  are  going  to  have  one  of  the  happ\-  parts  of  our 
program.  I   recognize  Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards. 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

Mr.  Toastmaster,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  It  was  at  our  annual  con- 
vention in  the  beautiful  cit)-  of  Asheville  in  1931  that  it  was  m\  privi- 
lege to  introduce  in  the  House  of  Delegates  a  Resolution  providing  that 
each  retiring  President  should  receive  what  was  designated  as  a  Past 
President's  emblem.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  see  each 
retiring  President  receive  such  an  emblem.  On  several  occasions  it  has 
been  m\'  personal  privilege  to  present  it  to  several  of  my  close  personal 
friends,  but  never  have  I  seen  any  man  who  was  eligible  or  who  received 
this  Past  President's  emblem  who  has  done  more  and  few  as  much  as 
has  the  recipient  this  evening.  Many  of  us,  including  myself,  came  to  be 
President  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Societ\-  the  eas\-  waw  but  not 
so  Paul  Fitzgerald,  serving  as  Treasurer  of  the  Fifth  District  several

it  a  distinguished  service  badge,  so  on  behalf  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  1  present  to  you  this  as  a  token  of  our  appreciation  for 
the  service  which  you  have  so  faithfully  rendered  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society.  (Applause) 
President  Fitzgerald: 

Dr.  Edwards,  Mr.  Toastmaster,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  I  accept  this 
token  of  respect  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  given.  I  hope  to  be  able  to 
wear  it  with  dignity  and  with  honor  to  the  organization  it  represents. 
1  thank  }0u.  (Applause) 
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Toastmaster  McFall: 

Now  at  this  time  1  want  to  introduce  to  you  a  very  charming  and 
lovely  lady.  When  she  came  up  she  was  sitting  by  her  handsome  hus- 
band but  1  broke  that  up  right  quick.  It  is  not  always  that  1  have  an 
opportunity  to  sit  by  so  lovely  and  charming  a  lady,  the  first  lady  of 
North  Carolina  and  she  could  grace  that  office  anywhere  in  the  world. 
Mrs.  Broughton.  (Applause) 

These  are  busy,  trying  days  that  we  are  living  in  now.  The  Gov- 
ernor of  our  State  has  many  demands  made  upon  him.  1  think  that  he 
has  honored  our  profession  tonight,  because  we  know  what  a  busy 
man  he  is,  when  he  comes  to  talk  to  us  about  Dentistry  and  the  War 
Effort.  We  are  proud  of  him  in  North  Carolina  for  many  reasons.  The 
gentleman  to  speak  to  us  tonight  is  the  Governor  of  North  Carolina 
who  has  been  given  more  power  than  any  Governor  we  have  ever  had 
and  responsibility  gravitates  to  a  man  who  can  use  it  and  take  it.

Toastmaster  McFall: 

Just  one  word — I  am  sure  it  will  be  said  much  better  tomorrow  by 
President  Paul  and  the  incoming  President  Clyde  Minges,  but  I  want 
to  show  the  Raleigh  Dental  Society  and  Howard  Branch,  General  Chair- 
man, particularly,  our  appreciation  for  this  wonderful  meeting,  the  best 
any  group  ever  attended  in  North  Carolina.

GENERAL  SESSION 
Tuesday  Evening,  May  4,  1943 

The  General  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  was 
called  to  order  by  the  President,  Dr.  Paul  Fitzgerald,  at  9:45  p.  m., 
May  4,  1943.  in  the  Colonial  Room  of  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  will  please  come  to  order. 

The  purpose  of  this  meeting  this  evening  is  to  elect  officers  and  1 
believe  hear  some  reports.  The  Chair  will  now  make  one  or  two  an- 
nouncements and  recognize  one  or  two  people.  First,  the  flowers  at  the 
head  table  at  the  banquet  this  evening  were  sent  to  Dr.  Sam  Hord  who 
is  seriously  ill  in  the  hospital. 

Today  1  received  a  letter  from  Dr.  Lipscomb,  our  Vice  President, 
stating  that  illness  prevented  his  attendance  and  1  instructed  the  Secre- 
tary at  that  time  to  send  to  Dr.  Lipscomb  a  telegram  expressing  our 
regrets  at  his  being  unable  to  attend. 

Dr.  Bowman,  of  Roanoke,  Virginia,  expressed  the  official  greetings 
of  the  Virginia  State  Dental  Society  to  our  meeting  here. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  recognize  Dr.  Clyde  Minges  who  will  say 
just  one  word. 

Dr.  Clyde  Minges: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society: 
Out  of  consideration  of  our  very  gracious  President  saying  "Just  a 
word  or  two"  (Laughter) — 1  was  surprised,  in  fact  astounded,  to  learn 
this  afternoon  that  we  still  have  350  copies  of  our  History,  a  magniffcent 
book.  1  have  heard  men  all  over  the  United  States  speak  about  what  a 
wonderful  history  North  Carolina  has  prepared  and  what  a  great  deal 
of  labor  and  time  was  spent  on  it,  and,  as  1  say,  1  was  astounded  to 
learn  that  only  about  150  copies  had  been  sold.  We  have  about  350 
copies  left.  Gentlemen,  there  is  no  place  in  the  world  where  \ou  can 
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buy  a  book  for  |6.00  that  should  mean  as  much  and  contain  as  many 
facts  about  things  you  love  and  people  you  love  as  that  book  does. 
We  have  some  copies  here.  Dr.  Chamblee  has  some  copies  over  there. 
When  the  supply  is  gone,  there  is  not  another  edition.  They  will  be 
gone  and  gone  forever.  Your  name  is  in  there.  The  names  of  the 
friends  you  love  are  in  there  and  the  profession  you  love  and  cherish 
and  l^as  been  good  to  you  and  good  to  me  is  outlined  from  beginning 
to  end.  1  plead  with  you  and  ask  you  to  show  the  Committee  and  the 
Society  and  the  people  you  love  the  respect  and  consideration  you 
should  and  buy  a  copy  of  the  History  if  you  feel  that  you  can. 

Thank  you,  Mr.  President.   (Applause) 

Member: 

You  mentioned  sending  Dr.  Lipscomb  a  telegram.  Dr.  A.  P.  Hard- 
man  is  ill  in  Winston  Salem  and  1  would  like  to  ask  that  you  send  him 
a  message. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  Secretary  is  instructed  to  send  Dr.  A.  P.  Hardman  a  telegram 
of  regrets. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

At  this  time  the  Chair  recognizes  Dr.  Walter  T.  McFall. 

Dr.  Walter  T.  McFall: 

Mr.  President  and  Fellows:  I  won't  take  but  a  minute  of  your  time. 
Charlie  Johnson,  who  got  the  |25.00  prize  in  the  Bean  guessing  contest 
asked  me  not  to  say  anything  about  it,  but  he  very  graciously  has  given 
it  to  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Relief  Fund.  Hurrah  for  Charlie! 
(Applause) 

President  Fitzgerald: 

As  1  stated  before,  the  order  of  business  this  evening  is  the  election 
of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  Our  election  committee  will  consist  of 
Paul  Jones,  C.  M.  Parks,  W.  M.  Matheson.  The  District  Secretaries 
will  assist  in  the  election. 

Dr.  Murray  permitted  to  take  the  place  of  Dr.  H.  L.  Monk,  Jr., 
Secretary  in  the  Third  District,  who  was  absent. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  first  order  of  business  is  the  election  of  a  President-Elect  for 
the  incoming  year.  Nominations  are  now  in  order. 

Dr.  Henry  Carr  (Durham) : 

I'd  like  to  bring  before  you  a  man,  quiet,  unassuming  man,  who  has 
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been  a  fellow  member  of  this  Society  for  thirt\-  years.  He  is  a  man  who 
has  served  in  his  District  in  all  the  offices  it  had  to  offer  and  has  served 
on  important  committees  in  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Societw  He  is 
always  present.  He  always  acts  as  a  gentleman  and  has  man\'  friends  in 
the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society.  He  is  a  man  who  1  feel  will  fill  that 
place  with  honor  and  dignity.  He  is  a  man  who.  when  he  attempts  to 
do  a  thing,  will  do  it  with  the  best  abilit\'  that  he  has.  He  is  a  man  who 
has  practiced  dentistry-  for  thirty  years  in  this  State  and  when  he  does 
his  work,  he  is  conscientious  and  does  fine  dental  work  in  his  office.  That 
is  the  t\pe  of  man  we  need  to  help  our  Societv  in  this  State.  He  has 
not  asked  for  this  place.  His  friends  have  gotten  behind  him  and  pushed 
him  for  this  position  and  1  have  long  noticed  this  man  in  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society,  his  faithfulness  to  his  profession  and  it  is  an 
honor  that  1  have  tonight  to  present  this  man  to  you  for  Presidenl- 
Elect  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society.  The  man  whom  I  have 
in  mind  is  Owen  C.  Barker,  of  Asheville,  the  First  District.

Elect.  (Applause) 

Dr.  Robert  M.  Olive: 

The  type  of  man  that  we  always  want  in  the  North  Carolina  Dental 
Society  is  the  type  of  man  that  my  friend  Carr  just  named.  1  happen 
to  know  this  gentleman.  He  is  a  scholar.  He  is  an  exceptionally  good 
conscientious  dentist.  I'd  like  to  second  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Barker. 
(Applause) 

Dr.  J.  R.  Edwards  (Fuquay  Springs) : 

If  it  is  in  order,  I'd  like  to  second  Dr.  Carr's  motion.  1  have  known 
Dr.  Barker  since  he  was  a  boy.  In  other  words,  we  used  to  play  together 
as  boys.  We  played  in  the  branch  together.  We  hunted  together.  We 
were  in  school  together.  1  have  known  him  all  of  his  life  and  he  is 
every  inch  a  gentleman  and  a  Christian  gentleman.  I'd  like  to  second 
his  nomination. 

Dr.  Ralph  Jarrett  (Charlotte) : 

Gentlemen,  1  bring  to  you  a  man  of  equal  character,  well  educated 
and  who  will  be  as  good  a  President  as  anybody  in  the  Society.  He  is 
my  life  long  friend  in  dentistry,  Dr.  Everett  Moser,  of  Gastonia.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  Duke  University,  and  a  graduate  of  Atlanta  Southern 
Dental  College.  He  has  well  prepared  himself  to  become  President  of 
any  organization.  He  is  the  past  President  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Gas- 
tonia. He  is  past  President  of  the  Country  Club  of  Gastonia.  He  has 
headed  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  Gastonia.  I  lis 
father  served  the  Methodists  for  thirty  years  in  North  Carolina.  He  is 
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an  educated  man.  He  is  progressive.  He  is  a  good  dentist.  He  has  served 
for  years  free  in  the  Orthopedic  Hospital  in  Gastonia.  He  gave  his 
services  to  this  charitable  institution.  He  will  make  you  an  able  Presi- 
dent. He  will  lead  the  Society  during  stress.  He  is  well  prepared  for  the 
job  and  at  no  time  has  he  ever  been  against  anything  that  would  help 
dentistry  in  North  Carolina  rise. 

1  present  to  you  my  friend,  Dr.  Everett  Moser,  of  Gastonia,  North 
Carolina.  (Applause) 

Dr.  Amos  Bumgardner : 

Mr.  President,  I'd  like  to  second  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Moser.  Dr. 
Moser  was  a  class  mate  of  mine.  1  have  known  him  intimately  for  many 
years.  1  think  he,  too,  would  carry  on  with  the  same  degree  of  devotion 
and  energy  as  every  man  who  has  preceded  him  has  done  so  nobly.  The 
profession  in  North  Carolina  is  a  great  profession.  We  should  continue 
to  elect  those  men  who  shall  so  serve.  I'd  like  to  second  the  nomination 
of  Dr.  Moser.  (Applause) 

Dr.  D.  E.  McConnell  (Gastonia) : 

We  have  had  a  number  of  energetic  Presidents  in  the  State  Society  in 
the  last  few  years,  but  if  you  want  to  see  a  man  just  put  everything 
he  has  into  it,  1  recommend  Dr.  Moser. 

Preside7it  Fitzgerald: 

Gentlemen,  are  there  any  other  nominations?  If  not,  1  declare  the 
nominations  closed,  with  the  candidates  Dr.  O.  C.  Barker  and  Dr.  S.  E. 
Moser  as  the  men  nominated  for  election. 

The  District  Secretaries  will  please  come  forward  and  assist. 
Dr.  Paul  Jones: 

We'd  like  to  vote  you  all  as  quickly  and  conveniently  as  possible. 
Please  pass  through  by  the  adding  machines  and  vote  one  at  a  time  and 
come  out  in  the  hall  and  back  through  the  door  on  this  side. 

Membership  votes. 
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President  Fitzgerald: 

1  would  like  to  state  also  during  this  interim  that  Dr.  Hunt  wishes, 
after  the  entire  election  is  completed,  to  make  the  Insurance  Commit- 
tee's report.  He  thinks  that  it  is  important  enough  so  that  he  wants  a 
good  crowd  to  hear  this  report  and  he  knows  tomorrow  morning  there 
will  not  be  nearly  so  many  men  present,  so  if  \ou  will  remain  a  few 
minutes  after  the  election,  he  will  make  this  report. 

Dr.  Paul  Janes: 

There  were  cast  145  votes,  of  which  Dr.  Barker  received  104,  Dr. 
Moser  41. 

Dr.  S.  E.  Moser: 

Mr.  President,  I  make  a  motion  that  we  elect  Dr.  Barker  unani- 
mously.. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Gentlemen.  \ou  have  heard  the  motion  that  Dr.  Barker  be  elected 
President-Elect  unanimously  Those  in  favor  of  this  let  it  be  known  by 
saying  "Aye."  Opposed,  by  like  sign.  (Carried) 

Speech ! 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  Chair  will  recognize  Dr.  Barker  at  this  time. 

Dr.  0.  C.  Barker: 

Mr.  President  and  my  friends — and  when  I  say  friends,  1  mean  my 
very  good  friends,  including  rny  opponent,  Dr.  Moser,  and  all  others 
of  those  who  supported  him.  1  count  them  as  my  friends.  1  am  of  the 
opinion  that  Dr.  Moser  would  have  made  you  a  much  better  President 
than  I  can,  but  you  have  cast  the  die  and  by  so  doing,  you  have  made 
me  feel  very  humble,  and  I  want  you  to  know  that  1  deeply  appreciate 
this  high  honor.  I  realize  that  there  are  many  heavy  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities that  go  with  this  office  and  1  wish  that  1  had  the  confidence 
in  myself  that  you  have  expressed  by  your  action. 

On  one  occasion  while  getting  a  new  suit  of  clothes,  I  had  to  take  my 
trousers  back  to  the  tailor  three  different  times  before  he  succeeded 
in  cutting  them  down  to  my  size.  One  of  my  little  girls  said,  "Daddy, 
1  know  what  the  trouble  is — that  tailor  is  not  used  to  working  for  such 
a  little  guy."  Now  the  thought  comes  to  me  that  during  the  next  year 
1  will  have  to  do  a  lot  of  growing  up,  but  1  am  encouraged  by  what 
the  Governor  said  tonight,  that  these  meetings  must  be  streamlined 
and  trimmed  down.  I  do  hope — I  am  speaking  very  earnestlx' — I  do 
hope  that  every  member  will  realize  that  1  shall  cerlainly  need  the  ac- 
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tive  support  of  every  one  of  you  and  I  shall  most  heartily  welcome 
any  suggestion  for  the  good  of  the  Society  from  any  member  of  the 
Society. 

The  only  other  thing  that  1  can  add  at  this  time  is  that  1  will  do 
everything  1  can  to  serve  you  as  1  think  you  would  like  me  to  do. 
(Applause) 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  next  order  of  business  is  the  election  of  a  Vice  President  for 
the  incoming  year.  The  meeting  is  open  for  nominations. 

Dr.  D.  L.  Pridgen: 

Mr.  President,  the  Raleigh  dentists  have  again,  as  always,  done  a 
magnificent  job  in  taking  care  of  our  needs  at  our  annual  meeting  and 
one  of  those  this  year  who  has  borne  the  brunt  of  the  responsibility 
is  the  Chairman  of  our  General  Arrangements  Committee  and  1  should 
therefore  like  to  nominate  for  Vice  President  Dr.  Moward  Branch,  of 
Raleigh. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Branham  (Raleigh): 

1  don't  like  to  take  credit  for  what  the  Raleigh  dentists  have  done, 
but  1  would  like  to  second  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Branch,  who  has  done 
the  work.  Dr.  Branch  was  a  personal  friend  of  mine  in  prep  school  and 
since  1  have  been  in  Raleigh  and  I'd  like  to  second  his  nomination  for 
Vice  President. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Are  there  other  nominations? 

Dr.  Victor  Bell: 

I'd  like  to  make  a  motion  that  the  nominations  be  closed,  the  rules 
suspended  and  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Society  for  Dr.  Branch  as  Vice  President. 

Motion  seconded. 

President  Fitigerald: 

All  those  in  favor  of  Dr.  Branch  as  Vice  President,  let  it  be  known 
by  saying  "Aye."  Opposed,  by  like  sign.  (Carried) 

Secretary  Medlin: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Society 
for  Dr.  Branch  for  Vice  President. 
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Dr.  Hou-ard  Branch: 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Societ\': 
Thank  \'ou  ver\'  much  for  this  honor  and  I'll  do  my  best  to  ser\e  in 
this  capacit}'.  (Applause) 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  next  order  of  business  is  the  election  of  a  Secretary-Treasurer 
for  the  incoming  >ear.  The  meeting  is  open  for  nominations. 

Dr.  J.  Martin  Fleming: 

Mr.  President,  I  don't  think  we  could  do  an\'  better  than  to  elect 
Dr.  Medlin  to  succeed  himself.  1  think  everybody  is  unanimous,  there- 
fore it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  nominate  Dr.  Medlin  to  succeed  him- 
self as  Secretary-Treasurer. 

Dr.  C.  I.  Miller: 

A'lr.  President,  I  second  that  nomination. 

President  Fit:(gerald: 

Gentlemen,  are  there  other  nominations? 

Dr.  J.  A.  Sinclair  (Asheville): 

I  move  that  the  nominations  be  closed,  the  rules  suspended  and  that 
the  Secretary  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Society  for  himself  as 
Secretary -Treasurer. 

Motion  seconded. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Those  in  favor,  please  vote  "Aye".  Opposed,  by  like  sign.  (Applause) 

Dr.  E.  M.  Medlin: 

Mr.  P'3sident  and  Gentlemen:  I  just  want  to  say  a  word.  Jack  Sin- 
clair emb  irr  ssed  me  enough  when  he  moved  that  I  vote  myself  for 
the  Soci'!:y  unanimously  for  this  office.  I  want  to  say  it  is  a  pleasure 
and  an  ho'  or  to  serve  you.  1  was  reading  a  day  or  two  ago  an  article 
by  the  P--  .ident  of  the  Massachusetts  Dental  Society  and  he  was  dis- 
cussing the  difficulties  that  their  State  Society  encountered  during  the 
past  year  and  he  used  a  very  big  word — kaleidoscopic.  Incidentally,  the 
Massachusetts  Society  cancelled  its  meeting.  1  was  just  wondering  what 
word  he  would  have  used  if  he  had  had  to  make  arrangements  for  three 
meeting  places  and  gone  ahead  with  the  meeting  as  we  have  here.  I 
want  to  say  I  am  happy  and  feel  honored  to  serve  in  this  capacity, 
this  capacity. 
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President  Fit:(gerald: 

Having  worked  with  Dr.  Medlin  for  the  past  }'ear,  1  feel  that  the 
membership  has  made  a  wise  choice. 

The  next  order  of  business  is  the  election  of  two  members  to  the 
State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners.  Our  elections  are  confirmed  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  or  they  have  been  heretofore. 
Dr.  Wilbert  Jackson's  term  expires  and  Dr.  John  Pharr's  term  expires. 
I  think  we  elect  first  a  man  to  succeed  Dr.  Wilbert  Jackson. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Poindexter  (Greensboro) : 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  State  Society:  In  my  near  twenty- 
five  years  as  a  consecutive  member  of  this  Society,  this,  1  believe,  is  my 
first  attempt  to  propose  from  the  floor  any  man  for  any  office.  In  normal 
times  it  would  not  be  complimentary  to  say  that  out  of  all  this  group 
there  could  be  the  only  man  qualified  to  succeed  the  man  whose  term 
expires.  1  think  we  all  agree  that  these  are  most  unusual  times,  times 
when  the  best  trained  minds  should  be  available.  The  man  1  am  going 
to  nominate  has  been  thoroughly  trained  in  that  school  of  experience. 
For  the  past  six  years  as  Executive  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Examiners, 
Wilbert  Jackson  has  done  an  outstanding  job,  a  job  so  well  done  that 
it  has  attracted  the  attention  of  other  states  and  has  brought  him  and 
North  Carolina  recognition  of  national  importance.  When  he  addresses 
the  assembly  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners  or  when 
he  speaks  from  the  floor  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  American 
Dental  Association,  men  stop  and  listen.  His  thoughts  and  ideas  are  no 
less  respected  by  those  national  groups  than  by  an  audience  back  home. 
Aside  from  the  every  day  problems  that  confront  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers, there  have  been,  and  doubtless  will  be  for  the  duration,  out- 
side proposals  of  questionable  nature,  proposals  of  such  nature  that  if 
they  went  unchanged  would  tend  to  disrupt  many  of  the  things  that  we 
have  been  long  in  building.  Dr.  Jackson  knows  the  answers.  It  is  my 
privilege  and  certainly  my  pleasure  to  present  the  name  of  Wilbert 
Jackson  to  succeed  himself.    (Applause)    (Continued  Applause) 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Are  there  other  nominations  to  fill  this  vacancy? 

Dr.  A.  L.  Wooten: 

Mr.  Chairman,  1  don't  care  what  the  times  are,  whether  times  of 
war  or  times  of  peace,  all  of  us  know  that  Wilbert  Jackson  has  been 
a  man  that  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  replace  and  1  can't  see 
why  we  should  go  any  further  and  why  anybody  else  should  be  nom- 
inated in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  do  have  men  here  that  are  good  men. 
We  don't  have  men  that  know  how  to  carry  on  the  job  as  Wilbert 
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Jackson  has  carried  on  and  if  he  is  willing  to  continue  in  this  capacity 
as  he  has  demonstrated  to  us  all  these  years,  1  can  see  no  reason  why 
we  shouldn't  continue  him  in  the  office  that  he  has  done  so  much  honor 
to  and  in  the  honor  that  he  has  credited  us  so  much  with.  1  second  that 
nomination  with  all  of  m\'  heart.  (Applause) 

Dr.  F.  L.  Hunt: 

I  move  that  the  nominations  he  closed,  the  rules  suspended  and  the 
Secretary  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Societ}'  for  Dr.  Jackson  as  a 
Member  of  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners. 

Motion  seconded. 

President  Fit:(gerald: 

Motion  has  been  made  and  seconded  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and 
that  the  Secretary  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Society  for  Dr.  Wil- 
bert  Jackson  to  succeed  himself  as  member  of  the  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners.  Those  in  favor  of  the  motion,  please  vote  "A>e."  Opposed 
vote  "No".  It  is  unanimous. 

Secretary  Medlin: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society  for  Dr.  Wilbert  Jackson  to  succeed  himself  on 
the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners. 

Speech!    Speech!    Speech! 

Dr.  Wilbert  Jackson: 

Mr.  President,  I'd  feel  most  ungrateful  if  1  didn't  rise  to  my  feet 
and  say  to  you  that  1  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  confidence  of  the 
membership  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society.  I  shall  endeavor  to 
give  to  that  organization  and  to  dentistry  in  North  Carolina  the  best 
there  is  in  me.  I  thank  you.  (Applause) 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Nominations  are  open  for  a  successor  to  Dr.  John  R.  Pharr  whose 
term  expires  at  this  time. 

Dr.  H.  C.  Carr: 

I  am  rising  again  but  I  consider  it  a  great  honor  to  rise  to  nominate 
such  a  man  as  John  Pharr  to  succeed  himself.  1  think  everybody  knows 
the  fine  work  John  has  done  on  the  Board  and  the  fine  esteem  in  which 
he  is  held  by  the  men  who  served  with  him  on  that  Board.  I'd  certainly 
like  to  see  him  continued  in  this  capacity. 

Dr.  A.  L.  Wooten: 

I  second  that  nomination. 
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Dr.  Fox: 

I  don't  think  he  wasted  as  many  words  on  him  as  he  did  on  Dr. 
Jackson. 

Dr.  Jackson: 

They  weren't  wasted.  I  liked  them. 

Dr.  Fox: 

1  move  that  the  nominations  be  closed,  the  rules  suspended  and  that 
Dr.  Pharr  be  unanimously  declared  elected  to  this  office. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that 
the  Secretary  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Society  for  Dr.  John  Pharr 
to  succeed  himself.  Those  in  favor  of  the  motion,  please  indicate  by 
saying  "Aye".  Opposed,  by  like  sign. 

Secretary  Medlin: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society  for  Dr.  John  Pharr  to  succeed  himself  on  the 
State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners.  (Applause) 

Speech ! 

Dr.  John  Pharr  (Charlotte) : 

Mr.  President,  Gentlemen,  Friends:  Three  years  ago  in  Charlotte 
you  boys  elected  me  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  unopposed.

Dr.  Hunt  would  like  to  give  just  a  very  brief  report  on  a  visit  to 
Fort  Bragg  and  Seymour  Johnson  Field  if  you  would  like  to  hear  this. 

Dr.  F.  L.  Hunt: 

It  will  only  take  a  minute.  Last  Thursday  Dr.  Sinclair  and  I  went 
to  Fort  Bragg.  Dr.  Sinclair  went  down  to  do  a  little  work  down  there 
and  I  went  along  merely  as  a  visitor  and  this  report  is  strictly  unoificial. 
While  Dr.  Sinclair  was  working,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  observe  a 
great  deal  of  work  done  down  there  and  if  there  is  a  representative  of 
the  press  here,  they  would  rather  not  have  the  figures  published — but 
in  order  that  the  boys  may-  have  some  opinion  of  the  work  that  is  being 
done  there,  1  give  you  this.  In  the  first  place,  1  have  been  working  with 
the  Draft  Board  quite  a  long  time.  Of  course,  you  know  that  there  is 
not  much  for  the  Dental  member  of  the  Board  to  do.  However,  in  order 
to  help  my  good  friends  the  physicians  1  have  taken  the  throat,  teeth 
and  eyes  and  that  has  helped  them  and  saved  time,  so  1  am  in  a  position 
to  know  just  about  the  condition  of  the  mouths  of  the  men  who  are 
sent  from  the  Draft  Board  No.  3  in  Asheville,  so  1  know  there  is  an 
awful  lot  of  work  to  be  done  by  the  boys  at  Fort  Bragg  and  if  anybody 
thinks  they  are  not  doing  a  splendid  job  in  a  splendid  manner,  they  are 
mistaken.  1  can  assure  you  and  I  think  Dr.  Sinclair,  from  what  he  saw, 
will  verify  every  word  I  said  in  regard  to  that.  As  you  know,  a  good 
many  men  go  down  there  every  day  and  they  are  rushing  men  through 
as  fast  as  they  can. 

I  was  permitted  to  follow  straight  through  the  induction.  They 
started  in  with  X-ray  examinations  and  went  through  until  they  came 
out  at  the  other  end  where  radiographs  of  the  chest  were  taken  right 
over  about  the  last  station,  so  I  know  what  they  were  doing  there.  They 
have  down  there  about  35  or  40  dentists  on  the  job  and  they  are  on 
the  job  and  they  are  doing  an  awful  lot  of  work  and  doing  some  pretty 
good  work.  If  you  expect  them  to  do  the  work  of  polishing  as  you  expect 
to  have  done  in  civilian  practice,  that  is  expecting  a  great  deal,  tho  I 
dare  say  it  is  done  about  as  well  as  it  is  done  in  civilian  practice. 

So  far  as  extraction  of  all  teeth  is  concerned,  that  isn't  the  true  case. 
That  isn't  the  situation  at  all.  They  are  saving  teeth,  and  not  only 
saving  teeth,  but  they  are  putting  in  cement  lining  underneath  every 
filling  inserted.  They  are  doing  a  splendid  job.  To  give  you  an  idea 
of  the  amount  of  work  they  are  doing  at  Fort  Bragg  in  1942  they  have 
completed  over  700,000  operations,  and  they  expect  to  complete  1,000,000 
operations  in  1943.

Now  the\-  haven't  the  equipment  to  take  care  of  ever\thing  there  so 
25  or  30  men  are  working  nights.  That  is  the  second  shift.  .Ail  the  men 
are  working  but  because  they  haven't  sufficient  equipment  to  do  the  work 
work,  27  or  30  men  are  working  on  the  second  shift.  .-Xs  \ou  know,  it 
isn't  possible  for  them  to  put  all  mouths  in  perfect  condition  because 
they  don't  know  how  long  the  boys  are  going  to  be  there.  The\-  ma\- 
be  sent  away  an>-  time,  but  they  are  putting  the  boys  in  fit  condition 
as  far  as  possible  before  they  leave  Fort  Bragg.  This  also  applies  to 
Se}mour  Johnson  Camp  at  Goldsboro.  We  also  had  opportunity  to 
examine  or  to  inspect  that  camp  and  1  want  to  sa>'  that  ever>'  courtesy 
was  given  us  and  every  opportunity  given  us  to  see  just  what  was  being 
done  and  to  show  you  that  they  were  not  trying  to  camoullage  anything^ 
when  I  was  in  Col.  Davis'  office,  they  were  showing  me  the  work  being 
done  from  day  to  day  and  the  Secretary  thought  it  would  make  a  good 
showing  so  she  brought  a  sheet  showing  one  man's  work  for  a  day. 
Col.  Davis  looked  at  it  and  smiled  and  said,  "Miss  Thomas,  didn't  \'ou 
pick  out  the  best  report  for  a  day's  work?"  She  said,  "Ves,  1  did."  Now 
he  didn't  want  that.  He  didn't  want  the  best  job  there  but  the  average 
work  being  done  and  1  think  that  would  just  about  give  \ou  an  idea 
of  what  is  being  done  there  and  I  can  assure  you  they  are  doing  a  good 
job  and  there  is  no  reason  in  the  world  why  you  shouldn't  be  extreme! \- 
proud  of  the  dental  service  being  rendered  if  that  is  typical  of  all  the 
camps  and  we  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  what  is  being  done 
in  this  war.  (Applause)

Mr.  President,  the  Resolutions  Committee  wishes  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  which  was  submitted  by  a  committee  from  the  Fourth 
District  Dental  Society: 

WHEREAS,  the  district  societies  are  components  of  the  State  Society  and  the 
American  Dental  Association,  where  all  membership  must  be  elected, 

WHEREAS,  the  better  the  program  of  the  district  societies,  the  more  interest 
is  created,  and  the  greater  is  the  stimulation  to  an  increase  and  maintenance  of 
membership, 

WHEREAS,  the  State  Society  has  requested  the  district  societies  to  refrain 
from  soliciting  advertisements  for  their  programs,  in  competition  with  the  Bulle- 
tin of  the  State  Society, 

WHEREAS,  the  only  source  of  income  left  for  the  district  societies  is  that 
derived  from  the  payment  of  the  .|2.00  annual  dues  by  each  active  member,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  income  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  district  soc- 
ieties, 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  State  Socjety  be  requested  to 
refund  to  the  district  societies  fl.OO  for  each  active  member  paying  the  annual 
dues,  during  the  year  1943  and  thereafter.

Gentlemen,  the  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Resolutions  Commit- 
tee at  our  last  meeting  of  the  House  of  Delegates.  You  have  heard  the 
report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee.  What  is  your  pleasure? 
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Dr.  Burke  W.  Fox: 

I'd  like  to  move  that  this  report  not  be  adopted. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

I  think  \ou  have  lost  }our  motion  for  the  lack  of  a  second. 
Dr.  Fred  Hale: 

I  am  not  a  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  but  may  1  say  a 
word,  please  Sir?  I  am  speaking  only  for  the  fourth  district.  We  asked 
several  >-ears  ago  not  to  solicit  advertisements  to  pay  for  district  meet- 
ings so  that  the  Bulletin  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  might 
be  published.  The  Bulletin,  with  the  exception  of  the  Proceedings,  is 
published  exclusively  by  advertising.  It  doesn't  cost  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  a  dime.  The  fourth  district  adds  to  it  a  little  every  year. 
We  asked  that  the  districts  do  not  solicit  these  folks'  advertisements 
to  help  pay  expenses  of  our  meetings  and  we  have  tried  to  run  it  and 
have  an  amount  left  over  from  dues  we  pay  the  State  Society.  This  is 
just  by  way  of  explanation,  that  is  all. 

Dr.  Wilbert  Jackson: 

I  am  not  a  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  but  I  would  like  to 
have  the  privilege  of  the  floor.  I  was  asked  by  Dr.  Pridgen,  Chairman 
of  the  Resolutions  Committee  of  the  Fourth  District,  who  had  to  go 
home  last  night,  to  say  something  in  behalf  of  the  Resolutions. 

1  remember  it  was  only  a  few  years  ago  that  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Societ\-  turned  over  to  the  incoming  Treasurer  |37.48.  The  next 
\-ear,  and  on  through  the  years  from  that  time,  more  and  more  has 
accumulated  until  at  the  present  time,  according  to  the  Secretary's 
report  this  morning,  we  have  in  round  dollars  and  cents  five  thousand 
dollars  in  reserve. 

I  am  just  as  proud  of  that  five  thousand  dollars  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Dental  Society's  money  as  any  member  in  it.  I  am  glad  we  have  it 
but  this  reserve  is  large  enough.  This  is  not  a  profit  building  organiza- 
tion in  dollars  and  cents.  The  money  paid  in  to  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  is,  and  was  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  its  members. 

The  figures  given  to  you  by  Dr.  Hale  indicates  that  the  Fourth 
District  cannot  exist  on  the  meager  sum  of  $162.00  and  maintain  its 
high  standard  of  programs  and  service  to  the  members  of  ihe  dental 
profession.  The  outgoing  president  and  treasurer,  rather  than  submit 
a  report  with  a  deficit,  paid  the  difference  out  of  their  own  pockets.  That 
ought  not  to  be  while  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  continues  to 
build  up  a  reserve  and  at  the  same  time  ask  all  of  the  districts  to  con- 
tinue to  desist  from  soliciting  advertising  for  their  programs,  which 
would  increase  the  income  of  the  various  districts. 
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It  is  not  fair  for  the  officers  of  any  district  to  have  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  the  district  meeting  while  the  treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  has  five  thousand  dollars  in  reserve.  1  am  not  sug- 
gesting that  we  spend  the  five  thousand  dollars,  but  1  am  suggesting 
that  in  the  future  in  fairness  to  its  members  that  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  give  back  to  the  districts,  as  the  resolution  suggested, 
one  dollar  of  each  member's  dues  that  is  paid.  This  will  enable  the 
districts  to  carry  on  without  resorting  to  advertising  in  competition 
with  our  own  state  bulletin. 

This  will  not  require  a  lot  of  bookkeeping.  If  seventy-five  members 
pay,  send  back  seventy-five  dollars  to  the  district  secretary-treasurer. 
This  organization  can  do  this  without  a  change  of  constitution  and  by- 
laws. This  organization  can  spend  its  money  as  it  sees  fit.  If  it  sees 
fit  to  reimburse  the  secretary-treasurers  of  the  various  districts  in  any 
amount,  it  can  do  so. 

I  ask  you  not  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee.  1 
feel  that  if  they  had  had  time  to  get  the  report  before  time,  thev  would 
have  reported  differently.  We  would  probabl\'  have  done  what  the>' 
have,  under  like  circumstances. 

Those  districts  who  have  so  recently  stopped  advertising  in  their 
program  and  who  have  money  in  their  treasury,  will  soon  find  their 
treasury  depleted  until  they  are  in  the  same  condition  as  the  Fourth 
District.  We  can  go  into  our  pockets  and  pay  this,  but  as  long  as  we 
continue  to  pay  1 14.00  a  year,  per  member,  to  the  treasury  we  feel  that 
this  is  enough  to  run  both  state  and  district  societies. 

1  hope  I  haven't  been  too  emphatic.  I  have  tried  to  explain  it  as 
we  have  it  in  the  Fourth  District.  We  are  not  antagonistic.  We  have 
only  the  best  interest  of  dentistry  at  heart.  We  want  the  North  Caro- 
lina Dental  Society  to  continue  to  grow  and  prosper,  but  if  we  have 
reached  the  stage  that  it  becomes  necessary  for  those  who  are  qualified 
to  hold  offices,  and  who  are  elected  to  such  places  of  honor  and  trust, 
to  go  into  their  pockets  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  organization,  it  will 
not  be  long  before  the  organization  will  suffer  for  the  want  of  proper 
leadership.  Especially  is  this  true  while  the  parent  organization  con- 
tinues to  build  up  an  enormous  reserve  of  the  funds  which  should  be 
returned  to  the  districts. 

Dr.  Burke  Fox: 

May  I  state  this — my  motion  was  that  the  committee  report  not  be 
adopted  because  if  the  report  were  adopted  this  matter  would  be  tabled. 
In  voting  to  reject  the  committee  report,  we  are  not  voting  to  pass 
this  resolution  but  merely  to  leave  the  matter  open.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  take  a  further  vote  as  to  what  action  the  Society  wants  to  take.  The 
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motion  is  onl\-  to  get  or  to  keep  this  subject  before  the  bod\-,  not  to 
make  this  refund,  and  if  the  report  is  rejected,  I'd  like  to  offer  a  com- 
promise plan  but  what  we  take  the  vote  on  is  merel>-  to  open  the  House 
so  we  can  do  something  with  the  resolution  or  with  the  compromise 
plan. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

The  Chair  understands  the  sense  of  \our  motion. 

Dr.  W.  T.  Ralph: 

I  would  like  to  say  that  in  making  the  report  we  took  into  consider- 
ation the  fact  that  the  Society  has  just  lost  the  dues  of  over  a  hundred 
men  and  the  chances  are  that  we  are  going  to  lose  the  dues  of  several 
more  if  the  war  keeps  on.  There  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  the 
membership  gaining.  On  the  other  hand,  it  looks  like  we  are  going  to 
lose.  These  reserves  were  built  up  in  good  times  to  take  care  of  the 
situation  in  bad  times.  We  are  riding  on  financial  prosperity  now  but 
it  is  going  to  be  reversed  and  our  committee  took  the  view  that  now 
was  the  time  to  keep  our  reserves  intact.  I  just  make  that  as  an  ex- 
planation. 

Secretary  Medlin: 

Mr.  President,  I  can't  make  a  talk  as  good  as  Wilbert.  1  don't  doubt 
his  sincerity  at  all.  1  know  he  is  sincere,  but  1  just  wanted  to  speak 
Irom  the  standpoint  of  what  1  know  about  the  records. 

First,  I  don't  think  any  man  here  would  argue  the  point  that  a 
Society  as  large  as  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  should  not  have 
a  reserve  and  that  is  these  bonds.  1  don't  think  there  is  a  man  here 
that  would  want  us  to  dip  into  these  bonds  for  the  current  expenses. 
We  have  tried  to  make  it  a  policy  since  1  have  been  connected  with 
the  organization  of  operating  within  our  income  and  we  have  just 
about  done  that.  1  think  the  last  three  or  four  years  we  have  come  out 
maybe  three  or  four  hundred  dollars  in  the  black,  but  now,  nobody 
here  is  smart  enough,  in  my  mind,  to  predict  what  is  going  to  happen 
in  the  future.  We  have  112  men  in  service  and  for  1944  we  will 
possibly  have  150.  Every  time  a  man  goes  in  service,  we  lose  |;3.00. 
That  would  be  |450.00.  We  are  carrying  on  one  of  the  greatest  pieces 
of  work  North  Carolina  has  ever  done  in  the  work  of  the  committee 
on  procurement  and  assignment.  Nothing  is  more  important  that  we 
can  do  than  help  these  men  that  are  in  service  and  we  are  appropriat- 
ing money  to  Dr.  Lineberger  and  his  committee.  They  are  spending 
very  sparingly  and  economically  but  still  it  is  an  expense  that  must 
be  met.  After  the  expense  of  this  meeting  is  met  and  after  the  smoke 
of  battle  is  cleared  away  and  we  get  the  true  picture  of  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Association,   1   don't  know  whether  we  are  going  to 
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have  much  of  a  surplus  over  income  or  not.  As  you  know,  expenses 
of  every  kind  are  rising.  I  want  to  help  the  fourth  district.  I  don't 
believe  in  building  up  a  surplus.  1  have  always  contended  that  money 
should  be  spent  on  those  who  pay  dues,  but  when  >'ou  make  a  propor- 
tion of  $5.00  to  the  State  Society — and  bear  in  mind,  gentlemen,  there 
are  lots  of  other  expenses  in  the  Society  besides  that  connected  with  the 
meeting — your  district  dues  $3.00  and  your  State  dues  $5.00,  I  feel 
that  we  are  out  of  proportion.  1  would  like  to  see  this  Resolution  as 
read  by  the  committee  approved  and  tabled  until  next  year.  By  that 
time  we  will  be  able  to  see  just  how  this  thing  is  going  to  turn  out 
more  clearly. 

Dr.  Hale  knows  more  about  this  than  I  do — in  regard  to  taking  ad- 
vertisements for  the  district  programs,  I  understand  one  district  does. 
I  think  our  Bulletin  is  getting  along  fine.  We  had  a  surplus  this  year. 
I  don't  think  it  will  hurt  the  Bulletin  bad.  Why  not  work  on  some  way 
to  let  all  districts  take  advertisements  for  programs  and  help  defray 
expenses?  1  would  like  it,  in  all  sincerity,  to  see  the  resolution  as  read, 
tabled  until  the  next  meeting  and  we  will  pass  the  hat  and  help  the 
boys  out  in  the  fourth  district  for  this  year. 

Dr.  B.  McK.  Johnson: 

1  wish  I  could  talk  to  you  with  the  oratory  of  some  of  my  prede- 
cessors, but  1  can't  do  that — however,  there  is  one  thing — as  a  proponent 
of  this  thing  in  the  beginning  that  I'd  like  to  clear  up.  1  think  1  can 
clear  it  up  by  reading  a  paragraph  from  my  presidential  address:  "As 
you  men  know,  a  number  of  Associations  have  already  discontinued 
annual  State  meetings  as  a  result  of  gasoline  and  tire  shortage.  The 
idea  has  been  mentioned,  not  officially  that  1  know  of,  that  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society  might  in  the  future  decide  to  do  this.  As  a 
member  of  this  organization,  1  want  to  urge  the  representatives  from 
this  Society  that  might  have  a  voice  in  this  matter,  should  it  come  up, 
to  resist  such  action  to  us.  Never  in  history  has  it  been  so  important 
to  keep  closely  united  our  organization  as  at  this  time  and  I  am  sure 
any  curtailment  of  regular  activities  would  seriously  damage  our  unity 
and  strength." 

1  read  that  to  bring  to  you  the  idea  that  never  has  it  entered  my 
mind  or  any  man's  mind  for  the  districts  to  in  any  way  disturb  the 
Society  of  which  we  are  an  integral  part,  but  after  careful  consider- 
ation, not  only  myself  but  1  have  heard  some  of  the  best  men  in  the 
Society  as  they  have  put  thought  on  this  question  say  that  they  thought 
it  would  not  hurt  the  State  Society.  I  wouldn't  recommend  anything 
that  would  in  any  way  curtail  the  activity  of  the  State  Society,  but 
the  fact  still  remains  that  the  districts  do  not  have  enough  money  to  put 
on  good  programs  unless  they  solicit  advertisements  but  that  not  only 
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takes  from  the  Bulletin  but  it  takes  money  from  people  who  just  can't 
refuse  us.  They  don't  always  advertise  because  the>'  want  to.  1  am 
against  advertising  in  an\-  form.  We  take  advantage  of  people  who 
cant  say  no  to  us.  That  is,  of  course,  my  opinion.  But  we  can  put 
on  a  program  for  the  district.  We  have  done  it  in  the  past  and  we 
are  proud  of  it  and  we  will  keep  on  putting  them  on.  No  matter  what 
it  costs,  we  will  still  have  programs  that  we  are  not  ashamed  of,  but 
it  does  appear  from  the  report  that  we  could  easil\'  do  this  without 
damaging  an\thing,  by  an  equitable  distribution  of  the  money  we  get 
now  being  reinvested  in  dentistry. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

.\n\  further  discussion,  gentlemen? 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

Mr.  President,  I  do  not  share  the  alarm  that  my  good  friend  Wil- 
bert  Jackson  seems  to  have.  The  fifth  district  dues  are  |1.00.  It  may  be 
said  that  we  do  not  put  on  the  elaborate  programs  that  some  of  the 
other  districts  do  because  we  have  always  taken  the  position  that  the 
district  programs  should  not  be  such  as  to  compete  with  our  State 
programs,  therefore  for  some  reason  or  another  our  treasury,  even  at 
§1.00  dues,  seems  to  have  been  in  a  very  healthy  condition.  I  don't 
know  whether  we  have  Godfathers  that  come  to  the  rescue  of  the  deficit 
or  not,  but  I  haven't  heard  an\'  complaint. 

It  does  seem  that  at  a  time  when  individuals  and  other  organiza- 
tions are  enjoying  prosperity  it  need  not  be  necessary  for  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society  to  have  a  reduced  income.  1  happen  to  know 
something  about  the  demands  on  the  treasury  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  and  under  our  by-laws,  each  administration  is  pro- 
hibited from  spending  more  money  than  it  takes  in  during  that  ad- 
ministration and  1  don't  exactly  agree  with  Dr.  Jackson  that  we  can 
do  anything  we  want  to  with  our  money  without  amending  our  by- 
laws. Now  just  for  instance,  during  the  past  year,  as  1  stated  in  my 
report,  the  Executive  Committee  in  session  appropriated  |500.00  to 
Dr.  Lineberger's  committee — $100.00  to  the  military  affairs  committee 
and  $400.00  to  procurement  and  assignment  committee  because  it  was 
said  that  he  needed  this  money  to  help  defray  expenses  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  that  office.  Now  there  is  always  the  possibility 
of  other  parts  of  dentistry  calling  on  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society 
for  appropriations.  I  know  that  in  the  past  even  the  Dental  Board  of 
Examiners  called  on  this  organization  and  most  generous  appropria- 
tions, as  much  as  $500.00  at  a  time,  were  made  out  of  the  treasury 
of  the  State  Society  to  help  defray  other  expenses.  Now  coming  on 
after  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  concerning  the  Dental  llygienists 
in  which  the  Legislative  Committee  was  instructed  to  prepare  a  law 
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to  be  presented  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  any  person  of  average 
sense  knows  that  no  committee  of  this  organization,  no  group  of 
laymen  will  attempt  to  pass  final  judgment  on  any  bill  before  it  is 
presented  to  the  Legislature,  therefore  it  becomes  necessary  to  employ 
legal  aid  who  must  pass  final  judgment  and  then  give  his  assistance 
until  it  is  either  passed  or  rejected.  Now  these  expert  aids  do  not  work 
for  nothing  and  you  are  subject  to  have  possibly  a  |500.00  fee  there. 
Now  our  income  is  not  but  so  much  during  the  year  and  we  have  to 
guard  against  that,  otherwise  amend  our  constitution  and  by-laws. 
1  suggested  to  a  friend  before  coming  to  this  meeting,  realizing  how 
close  we  had  approached  the  red  line,  and  possibly  we  have  gone  in 
the  red  in  the  very  close  past,  that  I  thought  our  constitution  and 
by-laws  should  be  amended  to  make  the  officer  of  the  administration 
responsible  for  any  deficit  created  during  his  term  of  office,  with  the 
penalty  for  failure  to  do  so  suspension  from  the  Society.  1  still  think 
that  should  be  done.  I  say  that  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  watch- 
ing our  finances. 

Dr.  G.  L.  Overman: 

Speaking  for  the  fifth  district,  as  secretary  and  as  the  new  secretary 
— we  do  get  the  |1.00  per  member — 1  think  probably  the  others  get 
$2.00,  I  am  not  sure— the  dues  are  |14.00,  ours  are '$13.00— I'd  like 
to  say  that  we  have  approximately  $450.00  on  hand.  It  is  true  that 
only  two  members  haven't  paid  the  1943  dues  and  we  won't  be  taking 
in  any  more  unless  we  have  some  re-instatements,  1  am  not  for  re- 
funding the  $1.00.  1  would  be  opposed  to  voting  it  permanently. 

Dr.  Jackson: 

Pardon  me  for  speaking  again,  but  1  think  our  Secretary  solved 
the  problem  when  he  said  there  wasn't  anything  against  all  the  districts 
advertising.  I  will  aquiesce.  1  will  vote  for  adopting  the  report  if  the 
districts  can  go  back  to  advertising.  If  we  do  that,  are  we  going  to  take 
away  from  the  Bulletin?  We  will  try  to  acquiesce  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Society.  We  are  not  on  charity.  We  can  and  will  run  our  meetings. 
1  was  appealing  to  your  sense  of  fairness.  We  do  not  want  to  inter- 
fere with  the  reserve  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society.  The  re- 
serve was  created  for  times  of  depression  and  not  for  days  of  prosperity 
and  1  appeal  to  you  this  morning  to  give  us  the  right  to  go  back  to 
advertising  and  publish  a  Bulletin  or  throw  the  resolution  out. 

Dr.  Li7ieberger: 

In  order  that  this  House  might  have  the  true  facts  in  the  case, 
might  I  ask  the  Secretary  to  report  how  much  of  this  appropriation 
has  been  used.  In  other  words,  the  most  we  could  have  spent  was 
$500.00— I'd  like  to  have  it  cleared  up. 
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President  Fitzgerald: 

1  don't  know  if  the  Secretar>-  has  the  figures. 

Secretary  Medlin: 

For  what  period? 
Dr.  Lineberger: 

This  last  \ear,  how  much  did  our  committee  spend? 

Secretary  Medlin: 

I'd  have  to  guess.  I'd  sa)'  approximately  between  $1 30.00  and  |200.00. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Gentlemen,  there  has  been  no  definite  ruling  relative  to  the  districts 
ad\ertising  in  their  programs.  There  have  been  a  number  of  requests 
made  from  time  to  time  thinking  probably  it  might  cripple  the  State 
Bulletin,  rather  their  receipts  from  advertising. 

Dr.  Hale: 

Mr.  President,  1  hate  to  get  up  again.  May  1  say  a  word?  We  had 
a  hard  struggle  building  up  the  Bulletin  in  the  North  Carolina  Dental 
Societ}'.  1  went  through  it  for  nearly  ten  years  and  I  hate  to  see  it 
killed  and  if  you  don't  kill  it,  you  are  going  to  cripple  it  to  a  shadow 
if  you  threw  back  advertising  to  all  five  districts.  Commercial  firms 
are  not  going  to  advertise  in  six  different  publications  in  North  Caro- 
lina. 1  wouldn't  do  it,  would  you?  Would  we  have  the  temerity  to  ask 
the  same  people  to  advertise  six,  in  fact  nine  times  a  year?  Why  can't 
we  go  back  to  the  gentleman's  agreement  and  all  the  districts  not  ask 
for  advertisement  in  programs,  every  last  one,  and  let's  abide  by  it 
and  build  the  central  publication  to  where  it  rightfully  belongs.  The 
fourth  district  needs  money,  but  we  can  get  along.  I,  for  one,  don't 
want  it  at  the  expense  of  tearing  down  the  Bulletin  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Dental  Society. 

Secretary  Medlin: 

1  apparently  didn't  make  myself  clear.  I  am  not  advocating  a 
policy  of  advertising  in  the  district  programs.  1  included  in  my  remarks 
Dr.  Hale's  name  because  1  wanted  to  know  just  how  it  would  damage 
the  Bulletin.  I  did  make  the  statement  that  one  district  did  advertise. 
If  it  is  going  to  damage  the  Bulletin  in  any  way,  1  am  opposed  to  ad- 
xertising  in  the  district  programs. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

There  is  a  motion  before  the  House  made  by  Dr.  Burke  Fox,  of 
Charlotte,  that  the  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  be  rejected. 
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Dr.  Minges: 

What  was  the  last  part  of  the  Resolutions  Committee's  report? 

Dr.  Ralph: 

That  it  be  tabled  for  further  consideration.  "We  recommend  that 
this  resolution  was  too  important  to  pass  on  hurriedly  and  would 
like  for  it  to  be  tabled  until  the  financial  status  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  could  be  studied." 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Those  in  favor  of  rejecting  the  leport  of  the  Resolutions  Committee 
will  let  it  be  known  by  voting  "Aye".  Opposed,  by  like  sign.  The  "Ayes" 
have  it. 

Dr.  Fox: 

Mr.  President,  since  the  Committee  report  has  been  rejected,  I'd 
like  to  oflfer  a  motion  which  will  be  a  compromise  and  1  think  would 
be  acceptable  if  acted  on.  Dr.  Sheffield  tells  me  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  publish  the  Bulletin  if  the  districts  start  back  to  adver- 
tising, that  printing  costs  have  gone  up  so  much  that  it  is  very  difficult 
to  get  the  Bulletin  out  on  the  advertising  revenue  and  I  don't  want  to 
see  the  Bulletin  suffer  and  on  the  other  hand,  the  State  Society  which 
should  be  paying  for  the  Bulletin  is  getting  that  through  advertising 
and  I'd  like  to  offer  a  motion  that  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society 
appropriate  |250.00  to  each  district  on  condition  that  they  do  not 
ask  for  advertising  in  their  programs  in  order  to  help  them  put  on 
better  meetings  of  their  own. 

Presideftt  Fitzgerald: 

Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  motion. 

Dr.  Hunt: 

I  second  the  motion. 

Dr.  Johnson: 

I'd  like  to  make  a  substitute  motion  that  this  whole  matter  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee  with  power  to  act. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

They  have  the  power  to  act  if  it  is  referred  to  them,  Dr.  Johnson. 

(Laughter) 
Motion  seconded. 
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President  Fitzgerald: 

Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  substitute  motion.  Those  in  favor, 
let  it  be  known  b\-  voting  "Ave".  Those  opposed.  b\'  like  sign.  This 
matter  is  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Are  there  other  reports  to  be  made  at  this  time? 

Dr.  John  Pharr: 

If  I  am  out  of  order,  please  tell  me,  but  1  would  like  for  the  Secre- 
tar\'  to  write  the  Raleigh  Dental  Society  a  letter  of  appreciation.  I 
know  that  this  happens  to  be  an  unprecedented  time  and  these  boys 
have  really  worked  hard.  1  was  over  at  the  clinic  room  the  other  night 
where  these  boys  were  doing  negro  labor.  Dr.  Martin  and  all  of  these 
Raleigh  boys  were  putting  up  tables.  I  don't  think  we  should  fail  to 
recognize  this. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

1  think  your  motion  is  entirely  in  order.  The  Chair  will  instruct 
the  Secretary  to  write  the  Raleigh  Dental  Society  a  letter  of  appreci- 
ation and  also  the  management  of  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel.  Under  the 
circumstances,  1  think  they  have  done  splendidly. 

There  is  a  matter  the  Chair  wishes  to  present  to  the  Society  at  this 
time.  About  the  first  thing  that  the  present  President  had  to  contend 
with  when  he  was  inducted  into  office  was  the  question  of  Dental 
H\gienists.  It  was  a  little  bit  of  a  controversial  matter  at  that  time. 
1  hope  this  morning  won't  prove  so.  And  the  last  thing  he  will  do 
will  be  to  re-open  this  matter.  In  the  committee  report  as  submitted 
last  year  and  adopted  at  the  General  Session  on  Monday,  summing 
up  one  of  the  eight  recommendations  was  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  work  out  the  details  of  these  proposed  changes  in  collabor- 
ation with  the  Legislative  Committee  and  State  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners.  That  was  accepted  by  the  General  Session.  However,  there 
have  been  some  exceptions  made  to  it  and  the  Chair  feels  that  the 
Legislative  Committee  and  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  are 
competent  to  work  this  matter  out,  since  the)'  have  been  instructed  to 
do  so,  and  1  am  just  putting  this  matter  up  to  you  as  to  what  you 
think  about  this.  Personally,  I'd  kind  of  hate  to  give  these  two  com- 
mittees, the  Legislative  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners, 
a  slap  in  the  face  by  appointing  a  committee  to  collaborate  with  them 
on  it.  I  think  they  are  thoroughly  competent  to  work  out  a  draft  of 
the  law  and  handle  this  matter  satisfactorily  to  the  Society,  so,  as  I 
say,  just  relative  to  this  committee,  I  am  reopening  the  matter  for  your 
consideration. 

Dr.  Burke  Fox: 

The  history  of  this  matter  is  that  twice  before  the  North  Carolina 
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Dental  Society  has  passed  instructions  to  have  legislation  permitting 
Dental  Hygienists  to  be  licensed.  The  first  time  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee refused  to  act.  Nothing  was  done  about  it.  The  second  time,  the 
Committee  drew  up  a  law  which  was  so  strict  that  we  couldn't  get  a 
Dental  Hygienist  in  the  State,  and  the  vote  that  was  taken  Monday — 
we  had  as  large  attendance  as  we  ever  have  in  a  Business  Session — 
and  the  vote  was  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  putting  this  resolution 
through.  Any  effort  to  try  to  stall  this  thing  off  again  at  the  last  min- 
ute, I  am  opposed  to.  The  Legislative  Committee  and  State  Board  of 
Dental  Examiners  are  fine  men,  but  they  are  busy  men,  and  1  don't 
know  that  they  have  the  time  to  give  to  extra  work  on  this.  The 
Society  has  expressed  itself  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  something  and 
1  think  we  ought  to  get  some  men  interested  in  the  matter  and  let 
them  Vkork  up  the  law  and  work  with  the  Legislative  Committee  and 
the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  to  put  this  thing  through.  1  think  that 
any  effort  to  kill  the  special  committee  is  just  another  stall  and  I 
would  like  to  say  that  1  think  it  is  the  wrong  thing  to  reopen  here 
before  perhaps  sixty  men,  a  matter  that  was  passed  by  the  vote  of 
a  large  assemblage. 

Dr.  C.  I.  Miller: 

I  feel  the  same  way.  We  should  not  leave  a  matter  like  this  to  busy 
men  who  are  interested  in  other  phases  of  work. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

If  you  will  indulge  the  Chair  for  just  a  minute,  I  will  relate  a  little 
incident.  It  was  when  we  met  last  at  Winston  Salem  and  Dr.  Clyde 
Minges,  our  incoming  President,  was  at  that  time  a  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners.  There  was  a  deficit  of  the  Board 
and  Clyde  was  saying  that  he  was  going  to  make  a  motion  to  the 
effect  that  the  Society  appropriate  a  certain  amount  to  pay  off  this 
deficit  of  the  Board.  At  that  time  we  were  working  under  disad- 
vantages. He  turned  to  me.  1  was  going  to  come  in  as  Secretary- 
Treasurer  and  guardian  of  funds.  He  said,  "Paul  Fitzgerald,  I  just 
dare  you  to  get  up  and  oppose  my  motion."  I  turned  to  Clyde  and 
said,  "Clyde,  1  am  not  going  to  oppose  your  motion.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  1  am  in  favor  of  it,  and  1  shall  amend  it  by  a  motion  that  the 
Chair  appoint  a  supervising  committee  to  supervise  the  spending  of 
of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Examiners."  Clyde  told  me  where 
to  head  in  right  there.  It  was  all  in  a  joke  that  that  was  said,  but  it 
does  seem  that  we  have  appointed  or  have  passed  a  report  here  which 
embodies  a  supervising  committee  to  see  that  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee and  the  Board  of  Examiners  act  on  this  matter.  1  am  not 
prejudiced  in  one  way  nor  the  other.  Possibly  if  I  were  on  the  Board 
of   Examiners  or  the  Legislative   Committee,    1    would   be  prejudiced 
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against  this  committee,  so  1  just  brought  it  before  you  for  any  action 
that  >'0U  might  see  fit  to  take,  any  action  on  it  after  consideration. 

Dr.  C.  D.  Wheeler: 

May  I  just  make  a  remark?  I  have  never  been  in  a  discussion  of 
this  matter  or  heard  it  before  and  I  have  never  heard  any  discussion 
that  1  thought  was  very  intelligent  against  it.  If  m\  interpretation  of 
a  hygienist  is  correct,  she  is  a  highly  trained  dental  assistant  and  stops 
at  that.  1  have  got  enough  faith  in  that  committee  that  we  have,  in 
their  intelligence,  to  believe  that  they'd  be  foolish  not  to  see  that  we 
get  a  hygienist  law  that  would  be  acceptable  to  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Societ>-  for  no  other  reason  than  the  fact  that  the  great  majority 
of  the  members  want  it  and  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  is  com- 
posed of  its  members,  and  if  it  is  a  democratic  organization,  it  certainly 
should  be  ruled  by  the  majority  vote.  I  don't  care  who  is  put  on  the 
committee,  but  1  believe  that  we  are  going  to  get  a  law  that  is  satis- 
factory to  all  of  us  and  1  think  we  ought  to  have  it  since  the  majority 
of  the  people  want  it. 

Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards: 

I  think  Dr.  Fox  is  a  little  bit  alarmed  that  it  might  be  the  desire 
of  the  Legislative  Committee  to  postpone  this,  but  1   think  it  would 
be  incorrect  if  he  is  thinking  along  that  line.  I  am  sure  the  Legislative 
Committee  has  no  disposition  to  not  carry  out  the  mandates  of  the 
Society,  but  1  would  like  to  say  also  that  the  Legislative  Committee 
is  not  the  product  of  any  one  administration.  All  this  administration 
or  the  next  administration  can   do  with   reference  to  this  committee 
is  to  appoint  one— a  staggered  committee— one  man's  term  expiring 
each  year.  I  am  sure  also  that  this  committee,  having  the  interest  of 
the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  at  heart,  being  desirous  of  prepar- 
ing and  presenting  to  the  next  General  Assembly  as  good  a  law  and 
as  satisfactory  a  law  as  possible,  would  not  assume  or  take  the  re- 
sponsibility of  preparing  such  a  law  without  counsel  from  not  only 
any   supervising   committee   that   might    be   set    up,    but   from   other 
members,  from  the  leading  and  best  minds  of  the  Society.  They  would 
not  be  satisfied  to  take  the  full  responsibility.  They  would  be  glad  to 
consult  the  leaders  in  every  district,  but  I   do  not  think,  and  know  it 
would  not  work,  if  you  set  up  a  supervisory  committee  and  made  a 
rubber  stamp  of  the  Legislative  Committee  in  preparing  this  bill.  You 
would  resent  it  yourself.  1  happen  to  be  a  member  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  and  regret  that  I  had  to  speak  under  these  circumstances, 
but  1  can  assure  you  that  the  Legislative  Committee  does  not  want  to 
be  made  a  rubber  stamp  by  having  members  who  are  not  busy,  if  you 
have  that  in  mind,  as  a  supervisory  committee.  (Laughter) 
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Dr.  J.  Martin  Fleming: 

Is  there  any  motion  before  the  House? 

President  Fitzgerald: 

No. 
Dr.  Fleming: 

I  move  that  we  do  not  have  a  "smelling"  committee. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Watkins: 

1  second  that  motion. 

Dr.  /.  A.  Siyiclair: 

1  am  not  too  busy  to  talk  just  a  minute.  When  this  was  discussed 
and  passed  Monday,  it  reminded  me  of  many  years  ago — 1  had  a 
dental  assistant  who  married  a  young  man  by  the  name  of  Peter  Coop- 
er, who  went  to  school  near  Greensboro.  His  mother  was  a  Chinese 
woman.  Cooper  was  a  very  wealthy  man  and  lived  in  Siberia.  When 
the  girl  first  came  home  from  there  she  was  discussing  with  me  how 
she  was  getting  along  with  her  property  and  everything  and  in  the 
discussion  she  mentioned  the  fact  that  their  lawyer  and  detective  did 
so  and  so.  1  said  "Why  the  detective?"  She  said,  "Over  there  we  employ 
a  lawyer  and  we  have  to  employ  a  detective  to  watch  the  lawyer." 
(Laughter)  When  this  pseudo  committee  was  appointed  Monday,  1 
didn't  say  anything  but  1  just  thought  if  we  get  back  to  Russian  pro- 
cedure, that  we  have  to  have  detectives  to  watch  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee and  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  where  will  we  end?  We 
would  have  to  have  a  committee  to  watch  a  committee  to  watch  a 
committee. 

Dr.  Fox: 

Mr.  President,  what  Dr.  Sinclair  said  in  a  joking  way  is  very  true 
to  human  nature.  Even  the  Latins  had  a  word  for  it.  They  had  a 
proverb,  "Who  watches  the  watchman?"  It  has  been  human  nature 
for  centuries  that  the  watchmen  do  need  watchmen.  We  are  trying  in 
a  small  group  here  to  reverse  what  the  large  group  has  done  and  the 
reason  the  large  group  voted  that  thing  the  way  they  did  was  because 
the  watchmen  did  need  watchmen.  The  very  fact  that  this  thing  was 
brought  up  this  morning  is  proof  to  my  mind  that  they  have  still  got 
the  same  old  stall  and  the  small  group  thwarts  the  desires  of  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society,  and  there  has  been  a  motion  made  but  no 
second. 

Dr.  Lineberger: 

Mr.  President,  to  allay  any  disturbed  minds,  1  will  say  that  we 
have  alreadv  had  a  meeting  of  the  fellows  of  the  Legislative  Commit-

tee.  The  Legislatixe  Committee  has  outlined  a  plan  of  procedure.  The\' 
are  immediately  going  to  secure  laws  of  other  states  that  have  dental 
h\gienists.  Ever\'thing  is  in  motion  but  1  think  the  Senator  over  there 
expressed  the  sentiment  of  the  Committee  prett\'  well.  We  want  to  go 
ahead.  We  want  the  views  of  ever\'one.  We  do  want  all  the  information 
we  can  get,  but  we  want  to  go  ahead  and  are  going  ahead  right  away 
and  there  will  be  a  bill  presented. 

Dr.  Paul  Jones: 

It  seems  that  e\er\"  other  known  member  of  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee has  sai'd  something.  It  is  fitting  ma\'be  that  1  might  say  some- 
thing. 1  always  knew  that  m\'  friend  Burke  Fox  was  suspicious  of  me, 
(Laughter)  but,  as  I  see  the  situation  as  a  member  of  this  Legislative 
Committee,  we  either  don't  need  the  Legislative  Committee  that  we 
already  have,  that  this  body  always  felt  the  need  of  more  or  less  to 
look  after  legislation,  in  an  unsatisfactory  way,  as  Burke  Fox  holds, 
or  we  need  a  detective  committee,  as  Dr.  Sinclair  just  mentioned.  The 
members  of  the  Legislative  Committee  would  like  to  see  either  one  of 
of  the  two  committees,  it  doesn't  make  an}'  difference  to  me  which. 

President  Paid  Fit:(gerald: 

Gentlemen,  if  there  is  no  further  discussion,  there  is  a  motion  that 
the  committee  referred  to  in  the  summing  up  of  No.  8,  to  work  with 
the  Legislative  Committee  and  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners, 
be  eliminated,  not  appointed.  Those  in  favor  of  the  motion,  please  let 
it  be  known  b\'  voting  "Aye".  Opposed,  by  like  sign.  Motion  carried.

If  not,  the  next  order  of  business  is  the  installation  of  officers. 

May  I  ask  Dr.  Ernest  Branch  and  Dr.  Martin  Fleming  to  escort 
our  incoming  President  to  the  front. 

Dr.  Fleming: 

Mr.  President,  your  incoming  President  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society. 

President  Fitzgerald: 

Clyde,  it  becomes  my  duty  this  morning  to  induct  you  as  President 
of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society.  The  Society  has  conferred  its 
greatest  honor  upon  you.  I  don't  know  whether  you  can  have  a  realiza- 
tion, as  1  have,  of  the  loyalty,  of  the  faithfulness  of  the  members  of  the 
North  Carolina  Dental  Society.  Having  served  them  in  a  rather  intimate 
capacity,   1    understand  these  things  better  than  a  man  who  'has  not 
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and  I  assure  you  that  you  are  going  to  find  every  member  lo\al  to  }'OU 
during  your  administration. 

Clyde,  you  are  going  to  make  some  mistakes.  I  have  done  that  same 
thing  during  the  past  year,  and  you  will  find  your  membership  for- 
giving. As  1  say,  you  will  take  over,  you  will  serve  for  a  vear,  and 
then  you  will  join  a  little  band  of  men  whose  number  varies  from 
around  20  to  25.  It  doesn't  seem  to  grow  as  we  would  like  it  to  grow.

Dr.  Minges,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  place  in  your  hands  this  emblem 
of  authority.  (Gavel) 

Dr.  Minges: 

Thank  you.  Sir. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society: 
1  have  quite  a  reputation  for  a  great  deal  of  verbiage,  as  my  friend, 
Dr.  Johnson,  would  say.  1  do  want  to  say  that  if  1  can  continue 
through  the  year  in  as  good  hands  as  1  started  out  with  and  was  brought 
up  here  by,  that  1  will  be  all  right. 

To  you,  Dr.  Fitzgerald,  I  am  eternally  grateful  for  disposing  of  a 
controversial  matter  and  not  letting  that  be  the  first  official  act  of  my 
administration.  I  think  that  you  have  come  as  near  leaving  this  desk 
clear  of  unfinished  business  as  any  President  1  have  ever  seen.  I  do 
not  expect  in  m\'  administration,  to  accomplish  as  many  fine  things 
as  have  \ou.  I  do  hope  for  and  1  do  bespeak  the  same  consideration 
and  cooperation  from  all  of  you  gentlemen  that  \ou  have  given  to 
Dr.  Fitzgerald.  If  I  can  get  that,  I,  in  my  humble  way,  will  try  to 
put  into  it  enough  energy  that  we  will  sort  of  get  by,  and  I  pledge  to 
you  that  1  will  do  everything  humanly  possible  to  see  that  dentistry 
goes  forward.  I  thank  you. 

President  Minges: 

I  believe  the  next  order  of  business  is  the  installation  of  the  Vice 
President.  Dr.  Martin,  will  you  and  Dr.  Horton  bring  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent forward. 

Dr.  Branch,  this  is  a  changed  world  we  are  living  in  now.  Customs 
change  and  precedents  are  being  set  every  hour.  Heretofore,  it  has  been 
more  or  less  the  duty  of  the  Vice  President  to  sit  around  and  not  do  any-

thing.  We  have  had  such  \'ice  Presidents,  but  it  is  because  the\-  have 
just  not  been  asked  to  work.  "\'ou  will  be  asked  to  do  man\',  man\- 
things,  and  I   know  that  \ou  will  do  them  beautifully. 

I  will  ask  the  Secretar\'  to  rise,  I  feel  that  I  am  indeed  fortunate 
in  having  a  man  of  experience,  a  man  who  has  pro\en  himself  worthy 
to  serve  and  in  reality  actually  conduct  the  administration  for  the  next 
year.  No  one  who  hasn't  had  that  experience  knows  how  important 
it  is  to  have  a  man  who  knows.  I  feel  very  much  like  a  very  prominent 
lawyer  from  our  section  of  the  State  who  once  said  as  he  was  getting 
a  little  old,  talking  to  one  of  his  friends,  "Now  I  don't  mind  a  man 
asking  me  some  point  in  law  that  I  don't  know,  but,"  he  said,  "it  is 
embarrassing  as  the  devil  when  some  one  asks  me  something  that  I  can't 
find  out  and  don'f  know  where  to  look  for  it."  1  don't  know,  but  1  think 
I  know  where  1  can  get  information.  1  am  very  happy  to  have  you  in 
this  administration. 

Secretary  Medlin: 

I  just  want  to  say  that,  speaking  about  errors,  there  is  lots  more 
room  for  errors  in  my  job,  1  believe,  than  any  one  connected  with  the 
State  Society.  If  1  make  any  during  the  coming  year,  1  hope  they  will 
be  overlooked. 

This  year  that  is  past  has  been  the  most  difficult  year  in  the  history 
of  the  Society  because  of  the  fact  that  we  had  to  arrange  for  the  meeting 
in  three  places,  and  all  the  work  connected  with  it. 

1  am  reminded  of  the  old  fellow  in  a  Doctor's  office  the  other  day 
in  the  western  part  of  North  Carolina,  and  1  don't  know  how  the 
question  came  up,  but  they  were  talking  about  ancestry.  The  Doctor 
asked  the  old  gentleman  whom  did  his  ancestors  spring  from.  He  said 
the\'  sprang  from  nobody,  they  sprang  at  them.  During  the  past  year 
sometimes  1  have  been  hanging  on  a  rope  but  thank  the  Lord  I  have 
been  able  to  get  up  and  get  going  again. 

1  want  to  assure  you  that  I  feel  honored  and  happ>-  that  1  can 
make  this  sacrifice  for  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society. 

President  Minges: 

Thank  you,  Dr.  Medlin. 

The  next  order  of  business  is  the  State  Board  of  Examiners — Dr. 
Wilbert  Jackson  and  Dr.  John  Pharr.  1  will  ask  Dr.  Wilbert  Jackson 
and  Dr.  Pharr  to  stand  and  be  recognized.  They  have  already  been 
inducted.

As  President  Elect  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society.  I  have 
found  it  to  be  a  rather  arduous  job.  There  will  be  manv  tasks  that 
you  will  be  expected  to  do  and  1  know  vou  will  do  everything.  You 
will  be  chairman  of  several  committees  by  virtue  of  the  office  that 
\'ou  hold.  I  have  no  apprehension  at  all  that  vou  will  do  everything — 
and  more — that  you  are  expected  to  do,  and  1  am  happv  to  have  you 
as  President  Elect  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Societ}-. 

President  Minges: 

Let  me  interrupt  everything  right  now  and  say  that  immediately 
after  we  adjourn  here,  1  will  appreciate  it  if  the  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  the  Program  Committee  will  remain.  Among  other 
things  we  have  to  do  is  to  employ  or  name  an  Editor  and  I  am  respect- 
fully asking  those  on  the  two  committees  to  remain. 

It  is  customary,  gentlemen,  that  the  committees  be  announced  at 
this  time.  Now  1  found  it  one  of  the  biggest  jobs  to  arrive  at  a  definite 
committee  list.  I  tried  to  study  the  qualifications  of  the  men  whom
